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PREFACE. 



Since the year 1845, when I completed the printing of the " Record of the 
House of Gournay," much additional matter and many documents have come 
under my notice, connected with the subject of that work ; and I have therefore 
thought it worth the while to add a Supplement to the Record, partly, perhaps, 
from the amusement which I received in preparing the sheets for the press, 
which I have found an agreeable change from other avocations, and partly from 
a wish that the additional documents and information should not be lost to fu- 
ture generations who might be interested in them. 

I had originally two principal designs in writing a family history j the one to 
give in detail the descent and various circumstances of my ancestors for many 
centuries, and the other to illustrate collaterally, historical events, and the man- 
ners and habits of bygone generations. These motives have also influenced 
me in adding this Appendix to what I had previously written. 

A late writer in the Quarterly Review* has stated, that about five femilies in 
the peerage, and about the same number amongst the gentry, are descended in 
the male line from tenants in capite recorded in Doomsday, and amongst the 
latter he has classed my family. It is true enough, that probably, not more than 
ten families can prove their origin in the male line from those ancient barons ; 
but, as the Reviewer observes, there are possibly many more, in an inferior 
condition of life, who are in like manner descended from them, but are withbut 
absolute proof of their being so. 

Cenainly it is a matter of curious consideration that a descent so ancient as 
that from the Lords of Goumay, who had been such, according to tradition, for 
one hundred and fifty years before the Conquest, should be proved by docu- 
mentary evidence to the present time, and that, through circumstances so various

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and peculiar as those in which my family have been placed at different periods. 
Herein assuredly rests the value of the " Record of the House of Goumay,** which 
in a certain way is the history of a Northman family, established in Normandy 
under RoUo ; in England, under William the Conqueror; by a younger branch 
subsiding into ancient gentiy j and again by a younger branch into a modem 
commercial family still existing. 

•In this Supplement I have followed Mr. Hallam, as to the arrangement of the 
additional matter it contains, in his " Supplemental Notes" to his invaluable work 
on the Middle Ages. I have numbered each note, giving the subject of it, and 
the page of the " Record '* where that subject occurs ; by this means confusion 
is avoided, and whatever information arises, follows in sequence with the work 
itself. 

I have been greatly indebted to M. Leopold Delisle for many charters and 
documents of the Norman Goumays, which he has been so obliging as to send 
to me. M. Delisle is now " Attache au Departement des Manuscripts de la Bib- 
liotheque Imperiale." He is a Norman by birth, being a native, I believe, of 
Valognes, and probably the most distinguished charter antiquary in Europe ; 
in this respect he may be said to have inherited the mantle of my late lamented 
friend Mr. Thomas Stapleton, editor of the Norman Exchequer Rolls. M. Leo- 
pold Delisle has carefully explored many of the departmental depositories of 
ancient muniments in France, called " Les Archives ; " all those in Normandy, 
and others of the adjoining departments he has accurately examined, as well as 
many of the treasures in the Bibliotheque Imperiale, and the archives at Paris ; 
and he has furnished me, in the kindest manner, with whatever he considered 
desirable for my subject. M. Delisle is the author of several works of great 
learning and information, and has lately published " Catalogue des actes de 
Philippe Auguste," — a compilation of much research and merit. 

I'he Abbe Cochet of Dieppe, the learned author of "La Normandie Souteraine," 
very obligingly informed me of a manuscript history of the Lords of Goumay, 
on sale at Paris. This through his assistance I succeeded in purchasing. The title 
of it is " Histoire des anciens Seigneurs de Gournay sur Epte et du pays de 
Brai." It is a work entirely distinct from that of M. De Gondeville, mentioned 
at page 20 of the " Record." The author is not named throughout, but it seems 
to have been written by some ecclesiastic attached to the Chapter of St. Hildevert 
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at Gournay about the year 1 758, which date occurs in it. It is greatly superior 
to M. De Gondeville's history, and contains much that is new, besides documents 
not found elsewhere. In quoting it, I call it, by way of distinction, "The Paris 
Manuscript," or the " Histoire des Seigneurs de Goumay." The writer of this 
work treats largely of the younger branches of the family of the Lords of Gournay 
settled in England, and was cognizant of that which was of West Barsham in 
Norfolk, and which he mentions (truly enough) as still existing. 

M. Lelievre, a bookseller, at Les Andelys, in Normandy, sent me, in 1865, 
the fragment of a manuscript history of the town of Gournay in Brai, which con- 
tains much useful information. It was written about a century ago, by M. 
L'Anglois, apparently a canon of St. Hildevert, and cure of the church of Notre 
Dame at Gournay. This is a history of the place, and not of its ancient lords. 
Amongst other things, it states that the deeds and titles to estates belonging to 
the chapter of St. Hildevert were destroyed when the town was taken and 
sacked by the Due de Mayenne, in 1589. In quoting this history I call it " Les 
Andelys manuscript." It seems probable that som3 of the Gournays remained 
in Normandy after the conquest of the duchy by Philip Augustus. I have given 
a charter by Walter de Gournay, apparently one of those who remained, at page 
936, and have mentioned others, whose names have occurred in different charters. 

The above are the principal sources of additional information which I have 
obtained respecting the Lords of Gournay. Those of the younger branch of the 
family settled at Swathings and West Barsham, in Norfolk, have been principally 
Inquisitiones post mortem, wills and office copies of plea rolls and other 
muniments. At page 781, 1 have printed at full length the plea roll of the year 
1264, being the suit between John de Bolemer and Alice de Balesham respect- 
ing the manor of South Wootton, in Norfolk, in which John de Gournay I. is a 
party interested j this plea gives the particulars of a trial by combat. Of the 
wills, that of Edmund Gurnay, of West Barsham, of the date of 1387, given at 
page 789, occurs in a manuscript in the British Museum, Harl. MSS. 10, being 
a transcript of Norfolk and Suffolk wills, made under the superintendence of Sir 
Simonds Dewes. The original register, the " register Harsyke," in which this 
will exists, at the bishop's office, at Norwich, is illegible from decay ; and this, 
which is the most ancient will ot any of my femily, which I have discovered, is 
of much interest ; it gives minute directions as to the testator's funeral^ which was 
to take place at West Barsham. 
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Mr. Markham Thorpe, of St. Edmund Hall, Oxford, discovered in the 
Bodleian library the Register or Common-place book of Henry Gumey I., of 
Great Ellingham and West Barsham, who lived in the reign of Elizabeth and 
James I, (page 454.) — ^This is amongst the MSS. of Bishop Tanner, the 
author of the Notitia Monastica, who held preferment in Norfolk, and 
married into a Norfolk fitmily (the Prestons) j and his collection of manuscripts 
contains much respecting our county. This MS. is marked 175, and called in 
the catalogue " Account of Courts held and Leases at Ellingham, Hingham 
and Irsted, in the County of Norfolk, with a poem called the Anatomy of 
Popery." The extracts I have given from this manuscript extend from page 875 
to 1000. The book consists of a great deal of poetry by the writer, which, perhaps 
inferior as composition, has intrinsic merit from its originality, good tendency 
and peculiar contents, — and contains a vast mass of accounts, and leases, and 
other muniments connected with the property of the Gumeys, in Norfolk. 
Amongst these. Rent Rolls of the Manor of Hingham Gumeys, as early as the 
reign of Edward III. (page 959), and of Ellingham and West Barsham, of a 
later date j letters fix)m Richard Plantagenet, Duke of York, Thomas 
Howard, Earl of Surrey, John de Vere, Earl of Oxford, and William Repps 
Abbot of Holme, to several members of the Gumay femily (page 916) j a 
popish pardon given in the year 1300, to John de Gumay and Matildis his 
sister (page 918) ; many particulars respecting the writer Henry Gurnay I., 
and his &mily (page 884) ; of his buildings and repairs at Great Ellingham 
and West Barsham ; a list of his books (page 897), which prove him to have 
been a man of considerable erudition, as the collection for the period in 
which he lived, was a very uncommon one. I have given at page 875 the 
best account of Henry Gumay himself, which could be collected from this, 
his own Common-place book, in which are many things mentioned personal to 
himself. I cannot but regret that, instead of writing verses of moderate merit, 
he did not employ his leisure in a personal joumal, which might have been 
highly interesting. This Register of Henry Gurnay must be considered a very 
valuable acquisition in the materials for an addition to the ^^ Record of the House 
of Goumay.'* 

From a collection of original Norfolk letters, in my possession, £ have 
printed several from the Heydons (page 481), and the Davys (page 1020). 
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These letters are mostly addressed to members of the Gawdy and Le Neve 
families. 

I have given, at pages 1045 and 1064, additional extracts from the accounts 
at Hunstanton Hall. The latter refer to Francis Gurney, sixth son of Henry 
Gumey, mentioned above, and ancestor of the present family of the Gurneys 
of Keswick. 

With regard to the Somersetshire branch of the Gournays, I have printed 
copies of the authorities by which Dugdale stated their affiliation erroneously, 
and which prove the directly opposite to what he asserts. Dugdale's Baronage 
is an invaluable work ; but it must be recollected that in his day, none of the 
public records were printed, and he was obliged to have recourse to the 
originals, — an undertaking of vast labour, and likely to create errors in 
transcription. 

I was at Stoke-under-Hamden, in Somersetshire, in 1856, where Sir Matthew 
de Goumay, one of the heroes of Cressy and Poictiers, was buried, and 
Leland gives a copy of the inscription on his tomb (see page 680 of Record), 
which existed in his time. Much remains of the Chantry, founded by him and 
the Beauchamps, and I have given engravings of these at p. 1074. 

With regard to the various authorities upon which the " Record of the 
House of Goumay" rests, it is well, I think, in a certain manner to. classify 
them, as to the degree of authenticity which may be attached to them. 

There can be nothing so valid as testimony, whether historical or genealogi- 
cal, as genuine, original, cotemporaneous deeds and documents. These 
stand as undoubted, indisputable proof. Next perhaps in the scale of evidence, 
come authentic copies of such muniments. After that, references to such, 
by accurate and trustworthy writers. And last of all, although important, 
nevertheless of inferior merit, as absolute authority, chroniclers and historians. 
Of these, those who wrote of their own times and had means of information, 
and were men of integrity, must of course be considered of greatly superior 
value to writers after date, and who composed their works from sources of an 
earlier aera, — ^to a certain extent moulded according to their own personal 
views. 

For the Anglo Norman period of our Record, we should place, in the first 
class of evidences, the original deeds in the Archives at Rouen, and those of the 
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other departments of Normandy, and in the Bibliotheque Imperiale at Paris, and 
other depositories in France. 

Next, the great and important Record of Doomsday, a work of extraordinary 
labour and accuracy for the period in which it was accomplished, and which 
gives a high idea of the energy and talent of the Conqueror's Government. 
The date of Doomsday book is about twenty years after the Conquest of 
England by the Normans. It must be considered the most authentic list of 
those who passed over to England with William ; allowance being made for 
the change which twenty years would produce in those amongst whom the 
kingdom was allotted. 

The Exon Doomsday, which applies to some of the western counties, and 
was apparently compiled from the original rolls of the Great Doomsday, 
with additional particulars, gives the proof of the origin of the Somersetshire 
Gournays (page 687). 

I cannot avoid noticing here the excellent and highly instructive " Analysis 
of Doomsday book," as respects the County of Norfolk, lately published by 
my friend and coadjutor, the Rev. George Munford, vicar of East Winch, 
whose ingenious labours have produced a volume equally interesting to the 
antiquary, the historian, and the student of statistics. 

Ancient charters in England, in the British museum, and amongst the various 
depositories of records, are of great importance in thd elucidation of geneological 
facts. Many of these are contained in monastic chartularies. Of some of these, 
however, the authenticity may occasionally be questioned. 

Dugdale's Monasticon, especially the new edition of it, is an unfeiling 
source of information, both genealogical and historical, in this way, and must 
be considered a national publication of the greatest merit and importance. 

The Pipe roll of Henry I., published by Mr. Hunter, and the Liber Niger, 
edited by Heame, in 1728, and reprinted in 1774, come next in point of date j 
the last is a highly valuable record, being the account of knights' fees, held by 
those who contributed to an aid to Henry II., on the marriage of his daughter 
Matilda to Henry the Lion, Duke of Saxony and Bavaria, in 1167. 

Les Registres Olim, so called being the decisions formerly (olim) of something 
like a Court of Chancery at Paris, and now in the course of publication, by the 
Comte de Beugnot, are of great value and interest; they begin as early as the 
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year 1254, and continue through the reigns of five French kings, and apply 
therefore to Normandy, as a province of France. 

The English and Norman Pipe rolls and Exchequer rolls are cotemporaneous 
documents of first mte authority. 

The Plea rolls in England are equally so as it respects any persons or sub- 
jects of the period when the plea occurs ; but I have in some instances found 
them vi^anting in accuracy in references to bygone events, or individuals not 
then living. 

The Fine rolls afford undoubted evidence as to men and things. They com- 
mence as early as the reign of Henry II. 

The Close and Patent rolls are equally valuable and trustworthy. 

The Testa de Nevill is not an original document, but quotations from various 
others, and therefore can hardly be placed in the first class of documentary 
evidence. 

I must acknowledge myself greatly indebted to Mr. Richard Sims*s excellent 
** Manual," for the information it contains respecting the public records and 
other documents of this country ; also to Mr. Stacey Grimaldi*s " Origines 
Genealogicae," a work of great research and accuracy, and indispensible to the 
English genealogist. 

With regard to the chroniclers of the Anglo-Norman period of our history, 
the most important appear to be Wace, the author of the historical poem called 
" The Roman de Rou," William of Jumieges, Ordericus Vitalis, and William 
of Poictiers. 

Master Wace, the first of these, was born in Jersey about the year 1 100. He 
was presented to a prebend in the cathedral of Bayeux by Henry II. ; and, 
speaking of the comet which appeared at the Conquest, mentions that he had 
communicated with those who had seen it, that is to say, with those who had 
been present at the Conquest. His authority, therefore, is good with regard to 
that period j and his list of those who fought at Hastings, which he gives 
(chap, xxii.), in the same manner as Homer in the Iliad gives that of the 
Greeks, is the earliest existing. Mr. Edgar Taylor is of opinion that this list is 
fiiUer with regard to those warriors who came from the neighbourhood of 
Bayeux, then from the rest of Normandy (see Mr. Edgar Taylor's Translation 
of Wace's " Roman de Rou,"-Introduction). Occasionally Master Wace rises 
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into considerable beauty, both of versification and sentiment, in his poetry, of 
which the passage given at page 492 of the " Record " is a fair specimen. 

William of Jumieges dedicated his work to the Conqueror, and was therefore 
his contemporary ; and it is also clear from hence under what influence he 
compiled his history. He borrows largely in the earlier part of his work 
from Dudo de St. Quintin, his predecessor in point of time, and narrates many 
marvels as to the ancient history of the Normans, but is to be relied upon for 
what occurred during his own period. M. Guizot, in the preface to his trans- 
lation of the History of the Normans by William of Jumieges, speaks highly 
of him as " Tun des plus curieux des historians du xi"* siecle/' The latter 
part of the work is added by a later writer, Robert du Mont.* 

Ordericus Vitalis was an Englishman. He was burn in 1075, and educated 
at Shrewsbury. He became a monk at the abbey of St. Evroul, in Normandy, 
and wrote his history of Normandy by the order of Roger Sapp, abbot of that mo- 
nastery, as he himself states. This Roger was abbot from the year 1091 to 1 137. 
The history of Ordericus is now much more highly esteemed than formerly. 
M. Guizot has published a translation of it in French. 

William of Poictiers was born in Normandv, but educated in Poictou. He 
was chaplain to the Conqueror, and wrote his life. No perfect copy of the 
work exists, the manuscripts being without the beginning and end. M. Guizot 
says : " Guillaume de Poitiers est, a coup s6r, un des plus distingues de nos 
anciens historiens." He has been compared to Sallust, and endeavoured to 
imitate the classic writers. 

Some of these chronicles were published at Paris by the great antiquary, 
Duchesne, in 1617, and he added pedigrees of the principal Norman families, 
and of those connected with them ; amongst others that of the Lords of Gour- 
nay (page 1102). Ducange's Glossary of Mediaeval Latin is a work which 
must immortalize its learned author : a new edition of it in seven volumes 4to 
has lately been published at Paris. 

I cannot conclude a notice of these early chroniclers without mentioning that 
great national work, " Les Historiens des Gauls," begun by the Benedictine 
monks under Louis XV. and continued by all the successive governments of 
France. It consists of portions of the early French historians, published chro-

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nologically, and is an admirable book of reference. The " Gallia Christiana ** 
is another work, the labour of the Benedictines, and a great national history of 
the religious establishments of France. The volume containing Normandy I 
have found of material service in the compilation of the ** Record." The order 
of the Benedictines was peculiarly devoted to the elucidation of the history and 
antiquities of France; and they pursued this object with unremitting energy. 
Amongst other of their publications, the History of Upper Normandy, by Don 
Toussaints Duplessis, is a valuable acquisition. The " Neustria Pia," published 
in 1663, is an account of religious houses in Normandy. It is not a work of the 
Benedictine monks, but is a text book as a monasticon of that province. 

Albert of Aix, who was himself in the first crusade, is a &ithful historian of 
that enterprize so fraught with important consequences. The later chroniclers 
can hardly be considered as belonging to the Anglo-Norman period, strictly 
speaking, however valuable as composers of history, as Matthew Paris, Robert 
of Gloucester and others. 

My excellent and accomplished friend, M. De La Mairie has published, in 
addition to his former work, the " Histoire de Goumay," " Recherches sur le 
Brai Normand et le Brai Ficard ; " and also a supplement to his first work, 
containing an analysis of the " Record of the House of Goumay." These are 
books of great value as topographical history. 

Cotman's beautiful work on the architectural remains of Normandy contains 
very superior etchings of a number of the ancient buildings of the province, and 
is accompanied by *' notices ** of great interest, by Mr. Dawson Turner. The 
*' Voyage Pittoresque de Normandie," in two volumes, folio, is a book of scarcely 
inferior merit to the former. The publications of the Normandy Antiquarian 
Society are many of them excellent ; amongst them I have found the papers of 
the late M. De Gerville, of Valognes, on the ancient castles of the departments 
of Calvados and La Manche, very valuable. 

I must not omit mention of Rymer's *' Foedera,** a collection of original docu- 
ments of high importance, but for the most part of a later date than the Anglo- 
Norman period, which I consider to have closed with the conquest of Normandy 
by Philip Augustus in 1206. 

Referring, however, to the authorities of a later date, I come to wills, inquisi- 

tiones post mortem^ registers, mimicipal and private documents, as court rolls, 
h 
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&c.^ local histories, and the vast collection of manuscripts and copies of original 
deeds in the British Museum and other depositories j moreover, the heralds' visi- 
tations. 

Of the manuscripts in the British Museum, the Vitis Calthorpiana, Har. 970, 
deserves especial notice. It is in the handwriting of Thomas Gybbon or 
Gybbons, Esq.,* who lived I believe about the reign of Charles 11. This manu- 
script is a collection of documents respecting the family of Calthorpe and their 
connexions, and amongst others of the Gumeys, and contains copies of ancient 
deeds and documents, now lost, and of which no trace is to he found elsewhere. 
I consider the Vitis Calthorpiana amongst the most valuable sources of in- 
formation which I have discovered. 

At the sale at Strawberry Hill, a manuscript book of Norfolk pedigrees was 
sold ; this is now in my possession. It is in the hand writing of John Tilston, a 
" student;, of antiquities," who also lived in the reign of Charles 11. Amongst 
others this book contains a pedigree of the Gurneys, brought down to the year 
1631, with many particulars of the younger branches of the West Barsham 
family. 

The Wills at the various offices throughout the kingdom, are a great body 
of evidence, both with regard to descerit of property and honors. Generally 
speaking they have been admirably preserved j and I trust the late changes with 
regard to the testamentary courts, may not invalidate their safety. At many of the 
offices for proving wills, there is a regular and almost unbroken succession of 
Registers jfrom some period of the fourteenth century; this is the case at 
Norwich, in the Bishop's office, and at Doctors' Commons, for the province of 
Canterbury. 

Herald's visitations are of much importance to genealogists. Richard III. 
frst incorporated the Heralds into a college or corporation, in 1483; at the 
College of Arms, and in the libraries of Queen's College, Oxford, and Caius 
College, Cambridge, are copies of the Heralds' Records; also in the Bodleian 
and Ashmolean libraries. They are of great authority as to the account of 
fiaimilies when the visitations were made, and especially when the pedigree was 
attested by the party whose fiaunily is described, — as in the cases of Francis

heralds' visitations extend from the year 1528 tol704j but the last general 
visitation was in 1664, after the restoration. 

Parochial Registers were first instituted in 1635, by Thomas CromweD, 
afterwards Earl of Essex, Vicar-General, after the dissolution of the monasteries. 
They are of great importance as documentary evidence j and I trust increased 
care will be taken, both for their future accuracy and preservation. 

Blomefield's " History of Norfolk *' is an extraordinary compilation, — espe- 
cially when it is recollected that his information was nearly all taken from the 
original documents, personally, and that he himself printed his work in his own 
parsonage, at Fersfield. The manuscript 'collections of Anthony Norris, Esq., 
of Barton Turf, who died in 1 784 (mentioned at page 285 of the Record), may 
be considered a supplement to Blomefield's history. They contain copies of 
much that was compiled by Mr. John Kirkpatrick, who bequeathed hip manu- 
scripts to the Norwich Corporation in the early part of the past century ; which, 
I believe, are nearly all lost. Mr. Norris's collections are the property of Mr. 
Frere, of Roydon, having been bequeathed to that family by Sir JoBn Fenn, to 
whom Mr. Norris consigned them. It would be a very great gain to Norfolk 
antiquaries if selections from these manuscripts were published. Through the 
kindness of Mr. Temple Frere, I had the loan of these volumes for some time. 

There are many excellent books regarding our county published since Blome- 
field's time. Amongst others, I must mention Cotman's etchings of various an- 
cient remains in the county, and his Norfolk brasses, both with notes by Mr. 
Dawson Turner ; also the " Index Monasticus," an admirable compendium of 
the monastic houses in the diocese of Norwich, by Mr. Richard Taylor, in 
1821 J and Mr. Harrod's " Gleanings amongst the Castles and Convents of 
Norfolk,** 1857. I trust, that the latter gentleman, and others, may devote their 
leisure still further to the investigation of the various monuments of antiquity 
in our county j and assuredly the. proceedings of the Norfolk Archaeological So- 
ciety and of other kindred institutions give a fair promise that such will be the 
case.

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ADDITIONAL PREFACE TO SUPPLEMENT OP THE RECORD 

OP THE HOUSE OF GOURNAY. 



In addition to what I have stated respecting works on Norfolk, there are 
others which ought to be noticed. Of these, Camden's Britannia is one of 
the standard works of the earlier antiquaries, which is of high authority in 
every respect, and must be considered the earliest topographical history of 
England, being first published in 1586. He wa^ followed at a later date by 
Puller, in his Worthies, a work of quaint accuracy and full of information. 
The Magna Britannia Antiqua et Nova is a very useful book. It was 
originally written by Thomas Cox, vicar of Bromfield, Essex, between the 
years 1685 and 1733, and consists of six volumes small quarto. 

With regard, however, more especially to Norfolk, Sir Henry Spelman's 
Icenia is one of the earliest, if not the earliest, of county histories, and by 
a native antiquary of high eminence* ; and indeed there are few, if any, 
counties which possess so rich a store of topographical treatises. 



I know not by what means they came 
into the possession of Dr. Macro, who was of Caius CoUefce, rector of Hock wold cum Wilton, and 
minister of St Nicholas's, Yarmonth ; bnt they were purchased by the late Hudson Gumcy, Esq., 
many years ago, and are now at Keswick. They consist of Yery many volumes of different sizes, and 
some of them appear to be the original manuscripts of works of Sir Henry Spelman which haveJbeen 
published ; others are collections of pedigrees and family documents of the Spelmans and their con* 
nexions. In vol. 121 of these collections, at page 8, is a pedigree of the Bardolphs, signed by William 
Dethick, Garter Principal Kins of Arms, 1602, and William Camden, Claren. King of Arms, and below 
'* No. 26, 1610, H. Sp.*' All Uie pedigree is in Sir H. SpelmaQ*s handwriting. — In this pedigree occurs

other lands and the barony of Gour-

I suspect that this is the explanation of no castle of the Goumays and Bardolphs being mentioned at 
Castor. In Doomsday, Ball Guader*s residence there is called nuaurhtm only, and in the agreement 
respecting Castor between the Dean of Flegg and the Chapter of St. Hildeyert (page 165), dated 1220, 
there is no mention of a castle, but only of otcla, a hall, " versus mdam quinque acre.** The fortress of 
the Goumays and Bardolphs was, therefore, probably the castle of Yarmouth. Hence Gerard de Gour- 
nay is called Baro de Yarmouth in the ancient pedigree of Talbot (p*^ 70), and Gumey's Conge in 
Yarmouth is mentioned (page 729). In fact Yarmouth arose out of the Roman camp or fortress of 
Castor, and was dependent upon it. This castle of Yarmouth was seated in the miast of the town, 
and cYentually conveyed to the corporation of the borough in 1525 (see Manship's Yarmouth as to the 
castle there, page 50, edition 1854). The alterations in the coast at and near Yarmouth and Castor 
have been great (see Sir H. £llis*s preface to John of Oxncad*s Chronicle, page <32, abo the Chronicle, 
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The Paston letters are of great interest, being original letters of and to 
the Paston family and their friends and retainers during the period of the 
wars of the roses. By a letter from Sir Erederick Madden to Mr. Koke- 
wood Oage, dated 1842, in the Archaeologia, Vol. zziz., p. 305, in the note, 
we learn : " The history of these letters is ouriousi and it is deeply to be 
regretted that the originals should have so strangely disappeared. They 
remained in the Paston family until the death of the second Earl of Yar- 
mouth of that name, in 1732, when they came into possession of Peter Le 
Neve, Norroy, and subsequently into the hands of Thomas Martin, of Pal- 
grave, the well-known collector and antiquary. After his death, which 
took place in 1771, they were sold by his widow to an apothecary at Diss, 
in Norfolk, named Worth, from whom, in 1774, they came to Mr. (after- 
wards Sir) John Fenn, of East Dereham. This gentleman made a selection 
of them from the mass, which he printed in two volumes quarto, in 1787, 
and so interesting did the contents appear to the public, that a second 
edition was shortly called for. In an advertisement prefixed to this second 
edition the editor states that the originals of the letters had been deposited 
in the library of the Society of Antiquaries for general inspection. In 
1789 two additional volumes appeared, containing a further selection from 
the correspondence, in the preface to which we are informed that whilst 
the letters were in the library of the society it was intimated to the owner 
that the Bang (George III.) had a wish to inspect them. They were 
accordingly sent to the " Queen's Palace," with a request from Sir John 
Penn that his Majesty would accept them, to which request, adds the 
writer, " a most gracious answer was returned, and they are now in the 
King's library." 

papre 198, especially the account of the great inundation in 1267 and 1287» pag^ 247. It is piobable 
that by this means three of the five churches at Castor mentioned in the agreement with the Dean of 
Flegg—viz., those of St. Margaret, St Mary, and St. Andrew — were swalbwed up by the sea, two 
only now remaining, —Trinity and St. Edmund, the former in ruins. This mention of the castle of 
YaVmouth by Sir H. Spelman b a curious illustration of the condition of the Groumays in Norfolk at 
the earliest period of their obtaining fieft in the county. Sir Henry Spelman resided at one time at 
Aliddleton Tower, the old seat of the Lords Scales, near Lynn. Amongst his MSS. b an original letter 
directed to him there. The property at Middleton and the Nunnery of Blackburgh became his ; the 
latter caused him great annoyance, which prompted him to write hb work on Sacrilege, his object 
being to prove that the holding of church property was always attended with disaster to the possessor. 
His coat of arms, moulded in brick earth, is on many buildings in Middleton, — Spelman quartering 
Narborough and impaling Lestrange.

*^ From that time to this they never have heen heard of ! They did not 
come to the British Museiim as part of the library of George III., and all 
inquiries to ascertain if they were at Windsor have proved firoitless. It 
only remains to be added that a fifth volume, containing letters of a later 
period, which had been prepared by Sir John Fenn, was given to the public 
by Mr. Sergeant Frere, Master of Downing College, Cambridge, who states 
that he was unable to find the originals." 

The genuineness of these letters is beyond doubt, and flus has lately been 
completely proved by a thorough investigation of the subject by the Society 
of Antiquaries (see Vol. iii.. No. ii., and Vol. iii.. No. iii., of the Proceedings 
of the Society of Antiquaries). Mr. Herman Merivale, a learned and 
accomplished gentleman, had published doubts respecting them in the 
Fortnightly Review. This led to a discussion of the subject, and Mr. 
Philip Frere, of Dungate, in Cambridgeshire, found the whole of the 
originals of the letters which his fieither. Sergeant Frere, had published as 
the fifth voliime of the Paston letters, from copies made by Sir John Fenn. 
Some of these his mother, Mrs. William Frere, had lent to me some years 
ago, and this made me suggest that application should be made to him on 
the subject, and he discovered the mass of original letters which had been 
overlooked by his &ther. This cleared up the question of authenticity 
efiectually, and Mr. Merivale was entirely satisfied as to that. But the 
loss of the letters of the four voliimes, of the authenticity of which there 
can be no doubt, remains imaccounted for.

" Seated in the midst of 
the town there was " says 
MaDship, "a castle or military 
forefence." It was a equare 
building or keep, having a 
turret or watch tower at each 
corner. It stood near Row 
No. 99, which is stJU called 
The Castie Jitno. 



Among the followers of William the Conqueror was a Norman 
knight, named De Gonmay from his ancestral caetle in France, who 
in reward for his services obtained large possessions in England. 
After the suppression of the revolt of Oiiader, the Saxon Earl of 
Norfolk, in 1075, some of his forfeited estates passed to the Ooiimays, 
including the manor of Caister nest Yarmouth,* where the earl had 
built a house, ciiUed in Domesday book manerium. In a pedigree of 
the family of Bardolph or Bardolf (for the name is written either way), 
signed by William Dethick, Garter, and William Camden, Clarenceux, 
in the hand-writing of Sir Henry Spelman and now preserved at 
Keswick, it is stated that William, Lord Bardolf, married Julia, 
daughter of Hugh Cloumay, and that she brought as her dower, with 
other possessions, " the castle of Yarmouth."! There is no record of 
the Ooumays ever having had a castle at Oaister, but merely a manor 
bouse or hall {aula) ; and it is probable that the Saxon Earls of 
Norfolk, when they held Caister, had a fortified house or castle at 
Yarmouth, which passed vrith the manor of Caister to the Ooumays, 
and that the latter erected the building which is mentioned by Manship. 
Certain it is that Qerard de Gtoumay is called Baro de Yarmouth in an

John. At an early period a younger branch of the baronial family of 
Goumay held lands at Swathings in Norfolk ; f and of this branch 
Edmund Goumay, a lawyer of eminence in the reigns of Edward HI. 
and Richard 11., by his marriage with the heiress of the ancient family 
of Wauncy, acquired the manor of West Barsham in Norfolk, whi(5h 
was from that period, for many generations, the chief seat of this 

family, which became (XttltCt in the direct line in 1661. The 
systems of entail and primogeniture forced the younger sons of 
country gentlemen to betake themselves to professions and trades. 
The Gumeys of Norwich and Keswick descend from Francis Gumay, 
sixth son of Henry Gtunay of West Barsham, by Ellen Blennerhasset 
his wife. John, his grandson, bom in 1655, settled in Norwich, and 
became the founder of the present family. He latterly spelt his name 
Ghimey, as his descendants have ever since done. He embraced the 
tenets of the Quakers ; and, possessing extraordinary talents for

Sir Hugh Bardolf, the issue of the before mentioned marriage, 
bom in 1255, was in 1294 summoned to attend a great coimcil of the 
nation ; and afterwards went with Edward I. into Gascony ; and in 
1300 accompanied that monarch in his expedition against the Scots.

supporting a wax candle '^ next before tbe crucifix banging in tbe nave

'^ sbould always be of tbe weigbt of 21bs. at tbe least, as often as it

Notwithstanddg all this outlayJA^ianship tells us that in his time 
the castle* ' yielded to time,'* and was "nmning to ruin." In 1620 the 
top of the castle was taken down, and the materials were employed in 
enclosing the east mount, where some of the stones may still be seen ; 
and in the year following what remained of the castle was pulled down. 
The castle yard was afterwards used by the corporation for the stowage 
of droits of admiralty until 1808, when they sold it to Thomas Penrice, 
Esq., who built coachhouses and stables thereon, now converted into a 
liquor shop known as the Penrice Arms.f

SUPPLEMENT 

TO THE BECOBD OF THE HOUSE OF GOUBNAY. 



No. 1. — Debivation of the name of Gournat (page 6). 

The derivation of the name Goumay appears to arise from this circumstance ; 
Gore in Saxon, and I believe in Celtic, means mud, the Saxon genitive of which 
is Gorena; and Eye, which means waters, or island, is the second syllable of 
the word; hence Gorma-eye, the muddy waters or island. The rivers Epte and 
St Aubin axe both of muddy water. I owe this derivation to an Antiquary 
learned in the Northern languages. 
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No. 2. — Capitals in the Church of St. Hildeveet (page 13). 

The four lai^ capitals engraved in this page seem all to contain the honey- 
suckle ornament, which was much used by the Greeks ; and which M. Layard 
found in the ruins of Nineveh. Vol. 11. p. 294. 

These capitals were possibly brought from the East by Hugh de Goumay, 
the Crusader. A reference to the preceding note may explain the peculiar hiero- 
glyphical representation Of water on some of these capitals, which was pointed 
out by Mr. Dawson Turner, in Cotman's Normandy. 
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No. 3. — Chubch op Notbe Daub at Gournat (page 14). 
Ge clocber est gami d'une bonne sonnerie. Ce fut principalement un bour- 
geois nomm^ Baithelemy de Hevecourt, dont le tombeau, et celui de sa fenune 
nommfee Marie, sent dans la chapelle Saint Jacques de la ditte Eglise de Notre 
Dame, qui contribua le plus lib^ralement au batiment de cette ^lise ; dans la- 
quelle du consentement de sa femme, et de Jean son fils, il fonda en 1248 entre 
les mains du chapitre, tme messe, & perpetuite, pour Stre ditte par le cut6 k Tautel 
de St. Jaques.

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M. L'Ajiglois, the author of the Andelys MS., says the church of Notre Danie 
was built about the year 1230, by Barthelemy de Hevecourt, and other inhabi- 
tants of Goumay. This seems true from Qie architecture of the church. In such 
case the Goumays had nothing to do with it, as they had left Normandy pre- 
viously ; and M. de Gondeville clearly mistook the tomb of Barthelemy de Heve- 
court and his wife, for that of Hugh de Goumay IV. and Melisandra. William 
Guillelmar was the first cure of Notre Dame, and was appointed by the chapter 
of St. Hildevert, on the Saturday after St. Matthew's day, 1250.

No. 4. — Leper House at Godrnat (page 14). 

The Leproserie was a quarter of a mile out of the town, now on the Paris road ; 
the Chapel is here represented — ■ 
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No. 5. — Chapel of St. Julien (page 14).

No. 6. — Caistor (page 17). 

Caistor might probably be given to the Goumays as a protecting fortress from 
the incursions of the Danes and Norwegians, and was perhaps a lordship having 
certain rights over Yarmouth ; since we find Gerard de Goumay called " baro 
de Yarmouth,** — ^in an ancient pedigree. 

Like Counts of the Saxon shore, the lords of Goumay were perhaps placed on 
the Norfolk coast for the same object j* and the same remark would apply to 
the Albinis at Castle Rising, the Warrens at Castleacre, and the Bigods at Nor- 
wich, in their castle of Blanchefleur. 

As a proof of the rights of the Goumays over Yarmouth, we find " Gumey's 
Conge," temp. Richard II., and " King's Conge" j the word " Conge" meaning 
leave or licence ; and Conge being a part of the quay where the King, and at 
some period a lord of Goumay, had given leave to the inhabitants of Yarmouth 
to lade and unlade their vessels. (See Manship's Yarmouth, page 247). 

It is difficult to say when the sand Yarmouth was built upon, was first 
inhabited.

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No. 7. — ^Fortifications of Gousnat (p^ 34). 

M. L'Anglois, the author of Les Andelys M.S.> is of a contrary opinion to 
that stated in the text He thinks the original fortress of Goumay only included 
what is called the " Chateau", in the plan given below, — that it was not of 
greater size during the rule of the ancient lords, and that there was a strong 
gate at what was afterwards the tour de lHorologe. 

It is certain that the church of Notre Dame was not built until alter the 
Goumays had retired into England 3 when it, and the faubourg in which it was 
placed, were surrounded by a wall, and eventually called the " ville." 

Philip Augustus appears to have repaired and extended the fortifications ; 
and probably the remains of those now visible on the boulevards, &c., were of 
his erecting. 

La Tour Hue was of course of an earlier date ; it is now entirely gone, al- 
though remaining a century ago. 
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No 8. — Foundation Charter of the Priory op La Fert^ (page 31). 

M. Leopold Delisle has also examined in detail the archives at Evreux^ and 
is quite certain this charter is not there. 



No. 9. — Hugh de Gournay II. (page 38). 

He was also witness to the two following charters of William the Conqueror. 
" A une charte de Guillaume le Conquerant, en Avril 1067, datee de Vaudreuil, 
en feveur du prieure de Saint James : — Signum Hugonis de Gomaii."

By all this it appears that the mother of Gerard de Goumay, Basilia, pive half of Longueil to the monas- 
tery of Bec — if no error has arisen from Basiliae being written for BasiHi. In the charter first quoted it 
is dear there was a Basil de Goumay, doubtless son of Hugh and Baidlia. Esthoci is Ecouche on the 
Ome. — See pages 55 and 65. — Brannost is Braimonstier. 

Lon^eil is near Dieppe. The monks of Bec exchanged their portion of this place with the Crown.-— 
See Guillemet. Histoire des Environs de Dieppe, 124. 

Litmgham here given to the abbey of Bec is Lessincham in Norfolk. It is said by Blomefield that Gerard 
de Goumav founded apiiory there, attached to the abbey of Bec. Dugdale and Tavlor in his Monasticon 
(p. 5) confirm this. The priory of Lessinghnm was made subject to the abbev of Otebum in Wiltshire, a 
cell to that of Bec. It was seized with all alien lands in the wars of Henry Y. with France. There are 
no txmooB now left of the existence of this priory at Lessingham.

About twenty leaves of the 
Chartulary, which a bookbinder was using up for binding, were preserved ; and 
lately some more leaves have been discovered, forming the binding of a book — in 
this latter^ the charter of Hugh de Goumay V. was found, — ^to be given hereafter.

The following is from the MS. Histoire des Seigneurs de Goumay : —

^' Raoul par la grace de Dieu compte de Clermont, a Hugues Seigneur de Gour- 
nay a qui il souhaite qu'il choisisse avec la simplicite de la colombe ce quil y a 
de meilleur, sachant que raj:deur de Tamiti^ rend presque possibles les choses 
memes impossibles, que Favantage que Fon doit retirer de la possibility des 
choses est d'executer ce qu*on se demande les uns aux autres, je n' al pas hesit^ 
a vous addresser cette lettre, a vous^ et a vos ecclesiastiques. JT ai a Clermont un 
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Maitre qui y a enseign^ pendant cette annee qui est encore actuellement em- 
ploie a conduire les ecoles publiques. Cette personne excitee par la regulation 
de votre ville, et par le desir de meriter votre amitie souhaite que je lui hsse ob- 
tenir ce qui fait Tobjet de ses voeux. Elle est tres versee dans la connaissance des 
auteurs, et dans la science de la philosophie, et des differents arts, tres consomme^ 
dans la maniere d'enseigner la grammaire, assez instruite des Saintes Ecritures, et 
ce quil y a de principal, elle est d'une conduite tres grave et tres reglee. C'est 
pourquoi je vous prie de lui accorder, 1' annee prochaine, la conduite et Tinstruc- 
tion de votre ville, tout obstacle leve et c'est ce que je vous demande, instament 
a vous, et a votre clerge.*^ 

II est visible par cette lettre que les sciences et les belles lettres etaient cultivi^s 
a Goumay sous les auspices de Hugues ; car Raoid ne se seroit point avise de 
recommander a ce seigneur un maitre dont il connoissoit Texperience et lliabilite 
s'il n y avoit eu deja a Goumay des ^colles formes pour Tinstruction public. 

The above very curious document proves that there was more love of 
letters amongst the great nobles of the middle ages than is generally supposed.

From the Archives of St. Laurent 
quoted in " Histoire de haute Normandie," Vol. I., p. 690. 

Who Robert de Bova was, I know not ; perhaps of the younger branch of the 
Goumays, who were Lords of Montigny. Nepos often means cousin german.

By a charter without date, Hugh de Gournay confirmed a donation of his liege- 
man Hugh de Avednis, to the Abbey of Mortemer, as follows : —

Whether the grantor of this charter is Hugh de Goumay IV. or V. I cannot 
determine, as there is no date, or witness given to fix the date ; but it was pro- 
bably the latter. The charter proves that the lordship of Escouche was possessed 
by the Lords of Goumay, perhaps up to the loss of Normandy by King John.

It appears by M. Guillemet's " Notice sur diverses localites du departement 
de TEure", page 63, that previous to the building of Chateau Gaillard by Rich- 
ard I., a fortress or manoir called Haute Roche, had been built in 965, by one 
Robert de Touman, on the height of the rock. This fortress of Haute Roche 
subsisted some time after the Chateau Gaillard was built, and was given by 
King John to Hugh de Goumay, who made a gift of it to the Abbey of Bee, 
which society built a chapel on the site, dedicated to St. Nicholas. 

It seems likely that it was the Castle of La Haute Roche which Hugh de Gour- 
nay traitorously delivered up. — The Charter of donation of this manoir has been 
lately found at Evreux, in a fragment of the Chartulary of Bee, and has been 
sent to me by M. Leopold Delisle. The date 965 is erroneous.

No. 98. — Monument of William Lord Bardolf and Joan his Wife 

(page 191). 

These figures are engraved in Stothard's " Monumental Effigies,** imder the 
erroneous name of Sir Robert Gusshill and his lady — ^as appears by the fol- 
lowing communication respecting them, in the Gentleman's Magazine for Nov,, 
1832, by Mr. Alfred John Kemp, — ^brother-in-law of the late Mr. Stothard. 

^* Owing to the accident which prevented its lamented author from personally 
superintending his elaborate work to its close, several of the beautiful original 




drawings, which he had prepared for iDsertion in the series of Effigies, remained 
without any superscription indicating the persons whom they represented. I 
was enabled, however, duly to appropriate them all, save one, which, on the in- 
tormation of an antiquarian friend of Mr. Stothard, was lettered — ' supposed 
to be Sir Robert Gusskill and his lady, in Heveringham Church, Notts.* 

" When I was engaged in^he compilation of the descriptive letter-press for the 
' Monumental Effigies,' on attentive consideration of the above figures, I felt 
convinced that this supposition was erroneous, and I pointed it out as such, al- 
though I was unable during the progress of my descriptions through the press, 
to give to the monument its right appropriation. 

" I can, however, now decisively assign these figures to the persons whom they 
really represent. They are the effigies of William Phelip, lord Bardolph, and 
Joan his wife, who was daughter of Thomas lord Bardolf. This Thomas lord 
Bardolf was associated with Henry Earl of Nortbumberiand, Sci-oop Archbishop 
of York, and Thomas Mowbray Earl Marshal, in that effort against Henry IV, 
which succeeded the defeat of their party at Shrewsbury field. This second at- 
tempt was frustrated by the policy of Ralph Nevill, Earl of Westmorland, who, 
with Prince John of Ijancaster, headed the King's forces. The Archbishop and 
the Earl Marshal were made prisoners, and beheaded at York. 

" The Earl of Northumberland and the lord Baidolf fled into Scotland, aod 
thence, on information that they would be betrayed into the King's handt, into 
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Wales. In 1408, two years after, they made a third experiment, and after long 
journeying, say our Chroniclers, came to Thirsk in Yorkshire, and proclaimed 
that ^ whoso would have libertie should take up their armour and foUowe 
them, whereupon much people resorted to them ; but Sir Thomas Rockley, 
Sheriff of Yorkshire, with other knights of that country, went against them, and at 
Bramham Moor, near to Haselwood, fought with them a great battel (14 Feb., 
1408), and slew the Earl of Northumberland, whose head was streight waies 
cut off, put on a stake, carried openly through the city of London, and set on 
the bridge. The Lord Bardolf was sore wounded and taken alive, but died 
shortly after.' — He was quartered as a traitor, according to the barbarous cus- 
tom of the time ; portions of his body were set respectively on the gates of 
London, York, Lynn, and Shrewsbury, his head upon the gate of Lincoln. On 
the petition of Avicia his widow, they were afterwards taken down and buried. 
(Dugd. Baron. Vol. I., p. 683). This Lord Bardolf is introduced in several 
scenes of the first act of Shakspeare's History of Henry IV., and the narrative of 
his overthrow is faithfully summed up in a few lines in the 4th scene of the 
4th act : — 

* From enemies Heaven keep your Majesty, 

And when they stand against you, may*they fall. 

As those that I am come to tell you of ! 

The Earl of Northumberland and the lord Bardolph, 

With a great power of English and of Scots, 

Are by the Sheriff of Yorkshire overthrown.' 

He left two daughters, Anne, married to Sir William Clifford, and Joan, to Sir 
William Phelip. The husbands respectively petitioned the crovm for the lord- 
ships which, but for the attainder of Thomas Lord Bardolf, would have de- 
scended to his daughters, their wives. The petition was granted. Avicia, their 
mother, had brought lord Thomas Bardolf several lordships in the county of 
Suffolk ; and at one of these, Dennington, William Phelip and his lady resided. 
(Gough's Sepulchral Monuments, Vol. H., part III., p. 362). He founded a 
chantry in the church for the benefit of himself and his wife, for the souls of 
Henry IV., Henry V., and of all the feithful defunct He was chamberlain to 
King Henry VI., and a Knight of the Garter ; a circumstance which is marked 
by the badge of that noble order attached roimd the greave of the left leg of his 
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effigy. The figures have not been engraved in Gough's work, (Gough ut eupra) 
but they are described with tolerable minuteness. The circumstance of the Gar- 
ter, this description, and a view of the tomb, published in Kirby's Suffolk views, 
(See Catalogue of the Prints and Drawings in the Kin g's Library, British Mu- 
seum, under Dennington,) have enabled me with certainty to ascribe these anony- 
mous figures in * Stothard'a Monumental Effigies,' to William Phelip, lord Bar- 
dolf and his lady, — a commimication which may be acceptable to all those of 
your readers who possess the work, and to the studious in illustratjons of Eng- 
lish history in general. 

" A more beautiful specimen of the military and female costume of the 15th 
century, than is afforded by this monument, can hardly, I think, be found.

Note 100. — ^The Old House of the Norfolk Country Gentleman 

(page 280). 

The Rev. described to me the old house of his family 

at , which I have no doubt was a specimen of the old Norfolk Hall. 

The entrance was by a porch, over which was a small tier of rooms going to the 
top of the building. The porch opened at once into the Hall, which was a long 
room where the family lived entirely, using no other j on the right hand side of 
the Hall was the kitchen, which opened into it; and on the left the parlour, the 
butteries, &c., and an opening into the stair-case. There were no bells in the 
house, and when a servant was wanted some one rapped at the kitchen door. 
And there was an enormous wood fire in the hall, on which sometimes half a 
tree was burning. 

Mr. ^'s grandfather lived to the age of 90, with a second wife, and a 

sister who died at 93 ; they dined at two o'clock, and always played two games 
of whist before, and two after dinner. They used but little plate, and kept an 
old horse with a pad for Mrs. , she riding pillion with the old groom. 

In Mr. 's recollection the parlour was never made use of but on one 

occasion, and that was when the Coimtess of Buckinghamshire came from 
Blickling to dine with the old squire. In this parlour there was a closet in 
which the best china was kept. 

This old Mr. was a man of some literary acquirement, and was 

amongst the most scientific planters of trees of this period, as those at — ^— - 
will testify. 
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Note 101. — Waxham Hall (page 281). 

I was at Waxham Hall, the old seat of the Woodhouses of Waxham, in Sep- 
tember, 1854. There are considerable remains of the ancient mansion, but it is 
now a large farm house ; and the tenant described to me the manner in which 
old Sir Berney Brograve lived there. He farmed his own land, and had about 
a hundred workmen lodging in his house ; these all dined in the great hall to- 
gether, and Sir Berney every now and then " knocked down" a bullock for them 
to live upon. He was the last gentleman who kept a fool. This family of 
the Woodhouses of Waxham was altogether distinct from that of the same 
name at Kimberley. These particulars as to the habits of Sir B. Brograve 
shew what the mode of life of Norfolk country gentlemen was formerly. 



Note 102.— The Pheasant (page 283). 

The pheasant possibly existed in England at an earlier period than that of the 
Crusades. It is mentioned amongst other game in a grant of Edward the Con- 
fessor to Randulph Pepperking of the forest and hundred of Chilmer in York- 
shire, a copy of which exists at Canon Hall, the seat of Mr. Spencer Stanhope. 
It is in rhyme, and amongst the game in the forest is mentioned 

" Partridge, Feasant hen and Feasant cock." 
But I doubt the authenticity of this rhyming grant, the language of which is 
hardly older than the time of Edward III. 

See Morant's Essex, in Maiden, where this same rhyming grant also occurs. 

Lye in his Saxon dictionary has " worhana and worhen — ^phasianus gallus — 
moor cock and moor hen " — but these are grouse or moor fowl apparently. 



Note 103. — Dr. Macro (page 285). 

Dr. Macro was of Caius College, Cambridge, — rector of Hockwold cum 
Wilton, and minister of St. Nicholas, Yarmouth. 



No. 104. — ^Walter de Gournay (page 288). 
Walter de Gournay is proved to be certainly a son of Gerard thus : — The 
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passage from " Les Olim," given at page 293, and the facts stated at page 292 

prove the Gumeys of Swathings to be of the blood of the Lords of Goumay, 

and that they descend from Gerard de Goumay ; Walter de Goumay was the 

first of this line. 

Hughde Goumay IV, eldest son of Gerard, was of fiill age in 1112 ; he was 

therefore bom about 1090 ; and the younger sons of Gerard de Goumay were 

therefore bom between 1090 and 1104 — ^the date of Gerard*s death. Of these 

younger sons Walter de Goumay must have been one, as Matthew de Goumay 

his grandson first occurs as witness to a deed (app. XLIK. p. 308) of the date, 

as "Mr. Norris thinks, of about 1 1 60. So that there could not by possibility 

have been more generations between him and Gerard than those authenticated 

thus : — 

Walter de Goumay 

bom between 1090 and 1104. 

Living in the time of Stephen. 



William de Goumay 

bom about 1120. 

Living in 1167. 



Matthew de Goumay 

bom about 1 140. 

First occurs about 1160. 

Dead about 1207. 

From this it is certain that Walter was son, and not grandson of Gerard de 

Goumay. He might probably have been named by his father Gerard, after 

his near relation Walter GiflTard, Earl of Buckingham (seepage 47) ; or perhaps 

after Walter de la Ferte (see page 25). 

M. De la Msdrie conjecstures that the vill of Bois Gautier, close by Montigny, 

was named after Walter de Gournay.

Note 105. — William de Gournay (page 293). 
William de Goumay was witness to a charter given to the priory of Notre 
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Dame du Pre, at Rouen, by Henry IL, King of England and Duke of Nor- 
mandy. 

De la Mairie, Histoire de Goumay, Vol. I., p. 183. 
This charter is given in the Monasticon, Vol. VI., p. 1100, but with only 
two of the witnesses. 

This is in all probability the William de Goumay Ist of our Record — but 
cotemporaneous with him was apparently another William de Gumey, who was 
one of three ministers of Louis le jeune, and " proepositus Parisiensis." — The 
following rhyme was made regarding the three ministers of Louis. 

" Gautier* vendange et Buchardf grape 
Et Willelmus de Gumey hapej 
Lewis prent que que leur escape." 

See Walter Mapes de Nugis curiamm ; 
Published by the Camden Society in 1850, p. 213a, 
Notice of this William de Goumay, minister of Louis le jeime, occurs in the 
following abstract. —

An ancient chapel at Normanville was given, in 1200, to the priory of St 
Laurent en Lions by Hugh de Goumay and his nephew Robert de Bova.

The word "nepos**, here translated nephew, often means cousin german. Robert 
de Bova may have been of the Coucy fiaunily (page 127), Boves having been 
one of their principal fiefs. M. De la Mairie supposes that he may have been 
one of the family of De Montigny. 

The following charter in fiivour of Nicholas de Montigni, of that family, — 
the donor's name not being given, — is taken from LUistoire de la Maison de 
Harcourt, vol. IV., p. 2190.

In the pedigree from the Spelman MSS., the seal of William Gumays III. is 
said to be " in an ovalle," but in the copy of the same pedigree in Heniy Gur- 
nays' book, it is called his " seale manuelle," which is doubtless correct. Also, 
the word " inamilded," in the next page, applied to the seal of William de 
Goumay IV., is given as " manull ** in Gumays' book, by which is probably 
meant " manual.'' — The seal manual was a portable seal, not of large dimensions. 



Note 111. — ^WiLLUM DE Gournay II. (page 323). 

The name of William de Gurney occurs as witness to William de Clifford to 
the abbey of Dore, in Herefordshire.

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Note 112. — ^JoHN DE BoLEMER VERSUS Alice de Balesham (pages 328 — 332). 

John de Bolemer, a partizan of the King's, seizes the stock (averia) and 
chattels on the manor of South Wootton, before the proclamation of peace ; 
which manor belonged to John de Gumey, in arms against the King. Alice de 
Balesham brings an action against John de Bolemer, declaring the stock, &c., 
to be hers, as tenant. 

I have thought it worth the while to print at full length this interesting plea, 
inasmuch as the copy of it from the Abbreviatio Placitorum in Appendix LVIII. 
does not give all particulars. Amongst other matters Alicia de Balesham pleads 
that the stock seized by John de Bolemer was hers, she being the widow of 
Stephen de Balesham, John de Gumey's tenant, to whom he had granted a writ- 
ten lease of the Manor of South Wootton to farm, for twelve years, from the 
feast of St. Michael, 43rd. Henry III., (Anno 1258). This written lease (scrip- 
turn) was produced in Court, and proves the custom of granting leases to te- 
nants, in Norfolk, as early as the reign of Henry HI.

Note 113. — ^BoLL OF Abms (page 329). 
is roll of annsy printed by Heame, is apparently of the date of the reign of 
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Henry III., or of the beginning of that of Edward I. Lewellyn ap Griffith, men- 
tioned in it, was killed in battle in 1277. According to Dugdale, in his baron- 
age, the following persons mentioned in this roll were living at the periods 
annexed : — 

Geoffrey de Neville, Governor of Scarborough Castle — 54 Heniy III. 

William de Ros— 19 Edward I. 

John de Monmouth — 13 to 41 Henry III. 

Hugh Bigod — ^temp. Henry IH.

Also John de Gumey— 1245 to 1277. 
Sir Harris Nicholas proves the roll of arms published by him to be earlier, i.e., 
between the years 1240 and 1245. — See his preface to that publication. 

I believe these rolls of arms are the earliest records of hereditary arms in Eng- 
land. At page 339, I have given a list of ancient Norfolk families who bore the 
engrailed cross of various colours. In Norwich cathedral, on the north side, be- 
hind the quire, is a coped tomb, or coffin-lid, with an engrailed cross upon iL 
I think this monument is as early as the thirteenth century. Whether the en- 
grailed cross is an armorial bearing is very doubtftil ; perhaps not ; and in such 
case it may be very likely the tomb of one of the Priors of Norwich ; but if it 
is an armorial bearing, the tomb is probably that of a Goumay, an Uffbrd, or an 
Ingoldesthorpe, those families having borne an engrailed cross for their arms. 
I give the engraving of it in the following page.

It is remarkable that individuals of each of these &milies accompanied Prince 
Edward, afterwards Edward I., in the last crusade, in 1270, — ^viz.,Sir John De 
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Gournay, Sir Robert de UfToid, and Sir John de Ingoldesthorpe ; and their 
arms may have originated from that circumstance. The UfTords and Ingoldes- 
thorpes were both fiunilies of eminence : the former became Earls of Suffolk. 
The Ingoldesthorpes had a considerable estate in Norfolk. Thomas de Ingoldes- 
thorpe, known as '' Bedde Thomas/' lived about the time of Richard I. His 
son was Sheriff of Norfolk and Suffolk in 1236. Two branches of this family 
ended in heiresses. Ela, daughter and heir of Sir Thomas de Ingoldesthorpe^ 
married Sir Hugh Jemegan, Knight, about the year 1250 ; and Isabel, the 
daughter and heir of Sir Edmund de Ingoldesthorpe, married John Nevill, 
Marquis Montacute, in the reign of Henry VI. I have before stated that from 
the wording of the fine given at p. 325, between William de Gumey H. and 
Thomas de Ingoldesthorpe, it is probable the former married Katharine, the 
daughter or sister of the latter. 

Note 114. — ^JoHN DE GouRNAY I. A Crusader (page 329). 

I have mentioned that letters of protection were given to John de Oumay 
amongst others who accompanied Prince Edward to the Holy Land. They 
were as follows : —

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imn hon ampere, nee postqnam citra prasdictum quadriennium redierit de 
partibus supradictis. Teste rege, &c., (1270). 

The form of this document, which I have filled up with John de Goumay's 
name, is given in a work called "Excerpta Historica,** — published by Mr. 
Samuel Bentley, in 1831. He gives the list of those to whom similar letters 
were given. Probably Prince Edward undertook the Crusade partly in order 
to free the kingdom from those who had been most active in the civil wars, — of 
whom John de Gumay was one. 

John de Gumay is mentioned in the following records :— 

In the Rotuli Hundredorumv which were made 2nd Ed. I. (1274), Vol. I. p. 
444, under Mitford Hundred : — 

'' Dicunt quod Johannes de Gumay applicavit sibi warennam, sed nescimus 
quo waranto nee quo tempore." 

And again at page 515 : — 

" Dicunt quod Johannes de Gumay clamat habere warennam in Hardingham, 
nesciunt quo waranto." 

In the same Record (p. 499) this claim, on the part of William de Gumay 
in., is given : —

In the British Museum, amongst the Additional MSS. 5522, fol. 171, is the 
Norfolk feodary book; being a book of tenures of such lands as were holden in 
capite, and by knight's service in Norfolk, supposed to be made for collection of 
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an aid to Henry III. on marrying his sister Isabel to the Emperor Albert 2dcI. 
A.D., 1235. ; but it is decidedly of a later date. 

This MS. volume belonged to Blomefield, and in it is the following entry : — 

" Hundred de Mytford. 

Johannes Gumey tenet manerium de Swathyng in Hardyngham de Hugone 
de Bardolf et idem de Rege. 

John de Gournay occurs also in the Escheat Rolls as feoffee in the manor of 
Winburgh and others.

Note 116. — Edmund and John de Gournay (page 357).

Note 117. — Manors of Saxthorpe and Feltwell (page 358). 

John de Mereworthe was lord of the manor of Saxthorpe, which had been 
held by John Gurnay XL, as it afterwards was by John Gumay V. 

See Blomefield's Norfolk, Vol. VI., p. 498. 
This fact may explain the annuity of £20 a-year, granted him by Edmund de 
Gumey, probably in consequence of some agreement between them. 

The following extract from the Close Rolls relates to one of Edmund Gur- 
nay's trusts : — 

" Norff. — Johannes de Plays chivaler dedit Willelmo de Beauchamp, Johanni 
Marmyon, Johanni de Burgh, et Stephano de Hales, chivalers, Edmundo Gur- 
nay, &c., manerium suum de Feltwell in comitatu Norfolcie, &c.

Note 118. — ^The Will of Edmund Gurnay (page 363). 

Although the Register Harsyke, at the bishop's office at Norwich, in which 

was the will of Edmund Gumay, is almost illegible from decay, a copy of many 

of the wills that were in it, exists in the British Museum, — in Harl. MSS. 10 — 
I 
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fol. 144, pencil 148; being a MS. copy of these wills made in the year 1637, 
under the care of Sir Simonds Dewes. This codex contains many wills then in 
the Bishop's office, at Norwich. It states that after Register Harsyke, which 
ends in 1404, there is no Register until Register Hymings, which begins in 
1419. 

Amongst the wills copied, is that of Edmund Gurnay, which I give in extenso j 
it is the earliest will of any of the family which I have discovered, being proved 
in 1387.

The words Comp. Dec. 22. Anno 1638, are in the hand writing of Sir 
Simonds Dewes. 

The above is the " ultima voluntas", without the " testamentum" I suppose ; — 
the latter instrument being referred to ; to which probably the witnesses, as given 
by Blomefield, placed their names. — ^Vol. VII. p. 43. 

This will, not being in the first person, must be considered not a complete 
copy, but a good summary of contents. I think it likely the flag stone, at West 
Barsham, engraved at page 408, was in memory of this Edmund Gumay ; and 
not of William Gumay V., — ^who was probably buried at Irstead. 



Note 119. — Robert de Wauncy (page 364). 

Robert de Wauncy was witness to two deeds of Richard Coeur de Lion to the 
Abbey of Stratford Langthorne, in Essex, dated at Chateau-Gaillard, 24th 
October, 10th year of his reign (anno 1198). MS. copies of the original deeds 
are in the hands of the abbey landholders. 

In Mr. Stapleton's Norman Exchequer roll, page CXLVII., he says: 
** Amongst the disbursements by the King's writ is one of £168. 12s. for the 
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raiment and expense of the daughter of the Comte of Britanny, and of the daugh- 
ter of the Emperor of Cyprus, the unfortunate Isaac,* and of their household, 
and of Robert de Wancie and Walter de Ely, who had them in their custody 
and under their guidance, both whilst they were at Rouen and upon the journey 
from Rouen to Chinon. — ^Temp. Rich. I.** 

Mr. William Wansey, of Arborfield, near Reading, has sent me what particu- 
lars he possessed respecting the Wauncys. His own branch of the family have 
been settled at Warminster, in Wiltshire, since the reign of Heniy VIII. They 
bear gules three gauntlets, or gloves, argt.

John De Gumai was escheator for Norfolk, 2nd Henry 4th, the year after his 
shrievalty, as appears in the account of the collection of the aid for marrying the 
King's daughter Blanch, to the Duke of Bavaria that same year; according to 
a copy of this aid as levied in Norfolk, in Hunstanton charter room.

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Note 121. — John de Gourney (page 378). 

We have stated that the will of John de Gourney V. has not been discovered. 
This is to be accounted for by the fact that the Registers in the office of the 
Bishop of Norwich, from the year 1404 to 1419, have long been lost, as stated 
in note 118. 

John de Goumay left a son and heir, as appears by the following documents : 

Amongst the Records late of the Queen's Remembrancer, preserved in the 
branch Public Record Office, Carlton Ride, in the custody of the Right Hon. 
the Master of the Rolls, pursuant to the statute 1 & 2 Vic, cap. 94 : to wit, 
among the Escheator's Inquisitions it is thus contained : 

Inquisitio capta apud Holt markett in comitatu Norfolciae .... proxima 

post festum anunciationis beate Marie Virginis anno regni 

regis Henrici quarti a conquestu decimo, (1408,) coram Johanne [le Straunge]

Johannis Birston, Nicholas Skomfyt, Thomae Estker, Johannis

elapsum. Et dicunt quod Edmundus filius dicti Johannis Gumay est heres 
ejus de sanguine propinquior ; et quod idem Edmundus fuit etatis decem anno- 
urm in festo apostolorum Philippi et Jacobi ultimo elapso. 

This Edmund, son and heir of John de Goumay, died sine prole, and pro- 
bably under age, as is stated in a pedigree of Gumey, in Dodsworth's collections, 
Bodleian Library, vol. 108. Sir H. Spelman is, therefore, correct in saying 
that John de Goumay V. was succeeded by his nephew Thomas Gumay. 

A similar inquisition was taken at Attlebrigge, co. Norf k., with the same 
findings ; as also at Rudham, with the same findings, 10th Henry IV. 

By this it appears that John Goumay died on 6th December, 1408 — but 
Blomefield states that John Goumay, of West Barsham, Esq., died Lord of 
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Woodhall Manor^ in Baconsthorpe, in 1407 : this is a year earlier^ and there- 
fore erroneous.

John de Goumay's being stated to possess no lands or tenements held of the 
Crown^ or any other superior lord, arises from all his lands being in the hands 
of feoffees. This was generally the case, to avoid dues payable upon the death 
of the holders of fie&. 



Note 122. — ^Merchant's Mark (page 381). 

Mr. W. C. Ewing, in the Norfolk and Norwich Archaeological Society's 
Papers (vol. HI., p. 182), gives the mark of John de Heylesdon, with the 
date 1333. 




Note 123. — Fine between Nicholas Boking &TH0BiAs Gurnay (page 385). 

The probability is, this Fine was with Thomas Gumey II. and Margaret Jer- 
negan his wife ; and that Thomas Gumey I. was dead before 1444, the date of 
the fine. 

And indeed there are several reasons for supposing that Catharine Kervile and 
not Margaret Kervile was the wife of Thomas Gumey I. : — 

1. Tilston, the writer of the ancient pedigrees I possess of the date of Charles 
II., calls the wife of Thomas Gumey, Catharine, daughter of Robert Kervile, of 
Watlington. 

3. Catharine, daughter of Robert Kervile, appears in the pedigree of Kervile 
of Watlington, exactly of the time of Thomas Gumey I. 
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3. Robert Kervile, of Watlington, ob. 1434, and mentions his daughter 
Catharine in his will, but does not mention any daughter named Maigaret. 

4. No Margaret Kervile appears in either of the pedigrees of Kervile of Wat- 
lington, or Kervile of Wiggenhall St. Mary's, of the time of Thomas Gumey I. 

Therefore my having named the vrife of Thomaa Gumay I. Catharine, in the 
pedigree at page 286, seems correct. But, nevertheless, as the Kervilles of 
Watlington bore the arms of their family with a difference, the fact that in the 
ancient glass, now at Keswick, Gumey impales Kerville without a difference 
would lead to the idea that she was of the elder branch of the femily ; and 
moreover the Jem^ans had no fiefs in Castleacre where the inheritance of 
Margaret lay according to the fine, whereas the Kervilles had. 




Note 124.— Family of Kertille (page 388). 




M. Leopold Debate, in his researches in Norman muniments, has not met 
with anything which relates to Uie fiimily of de CapraviUa, de Chevreville, or 
as it is generally written in England, de Kerville, or Carville. X conclude there- 
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fore that this family was more distinguished in England than in Normandy. 
They held their lands in Wiggenhall as under-tenants to the Barons of Wirme- 
gay ; and were therefore probably retainers of Hermerus de Ferrariis, or his 
descendants the families of de Wimiegay, Warren of Winnegay and the Bar- 
dolphs, and were enfeoffed of their manors by their superior lords, certainly as 
early as the time of Richard L, and probably earlier. 

The pedigree of the Kervilles of Wiggenhall St. Mary's as given at page 389, 
is in some respects incorrect, and I therefore reprint it with the alterations which 
were necessary. They are chiefly taken from the visitations of 1563 and 1612, 
and from the Islington Court Rolls.

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By the Court Rolls of Islington, in Freebridge Marshland Hundred, it appears 
that in 22nd James L (1624), Mary Kerville, an infant, aged 4 years, was ad- 
mitted, as the daughter and heir of Sir Henry Kervyle, Knt, deceased, to certain 
lands, (parcel of her late father s estate in Wiggenhall,) held of the Manor of Is- 
lington, by Copy of Court Roll. Sir Henry Kervile must have, therefore, died 
intestate. 

And in 1st Charles I. (1625), Hamon Bozoun, of Whissonsett, Esq., was 
admitted to these lands, as cousin and next Iieir of Mary Kerville, deceased, 
daughter and only heir of the said Sir Henry Ker\ille, Knt., deceased. 

From this latter entry it is evident that of the children of Humphrey Kerville 
and Ann Cobbe (living in 1625), Elizabeth, the wife of Robert Bozoun, alone 
had issue living in 1625. 

Nevertheless, on the 15th of April, 1659, the above-named Hamon Bozoun, 
in pursuance of certain covenants contained in an indenture bearing date the 
28th day of November, 12th Charles I., and made between himself, of the one 
part, and Sir Henry Bedingfield, of Oxburgh, Kt., William Sheldon, of Beoly, 
Worcestershire, Esqre., Richard \Vhite, of Hutton, Essex, Esqre., William Cobb, 
Esqre., son and heir of Geffery Cobb, of Sandringham, Norfolk, Esqre., deceased, 
Gregory Gawsell, of Watlington, Norfolk, Esqre., Thomas Boteler, of ThetfcNnd, 
Norfolk, Esqre., and Susan Michell, of Watlington aforesaid, widow, of the 
other part, surrendered all the copyhold lands in Islington to which he had 
been admitted tenant as the heir of the said Mary Kerville and Sir Heniy 
Kervylle, Kt., deceased, to Susan Gawsell, spinster, niece and heir, and also 
devisee of the above-mentioned Gregory Gawsell, who was then deceased, and 
who was grandson of Thomas Gawsell and Catharine Kervyle mentioned in 
the foregoing pedigree. 

This was either part of a family settlement of theKemllepropertj", or a sale of it. 

The Bozouns of Whissonsett were thus the representatives of the Kervilles of 
Wiggenhall St Mary*s j when they became extinct the Crowes of East Bilney 
were their heirs — ^fix>m whom descend the Munnings family, — ^now I believe 
existing. 

The church of Wiggenhall St. Mary's contains the arms of the Kervilles in 
many parts, and of other families, in the glass and elsewhere. The monument 
of Sir Hemy Kerville is of marble and alabaster. 
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The inscription on it is as follows : — 

Hie deponitur corpus Henrici KervilU, equitis aurati, filii et haeredis Hen- 
rici Kervilli, armig. de Winefreda conjuge sua Antonii Thorold militis filia pro- 
creati ; uxorem duxit Mariam, Francisci Plowden, armig. gnatam, e qu4 prolem 
binam, sed in cunabulis extinctam suscepit, Oervasium scilicet et Mariam ;

None of the pedigrees give these two last marriages with a Lovell and a Boteler. 

On the top of the monument is the crest of the Kervilles, a goat sable. Their 
bearing this crest is a singular circumstance, the goat having reference to 
, their Norman origin — de Capravilla. The motto, " Virtus ubique una." 

At Wiggenhall St. Germans was lately found a gold ring seal of one of ^le 
Kervilles. The seal part turns upon a swivel, having two sides. The one the 
arms and crest of Kerville, vrith a mullet for difference ; and on the reverse the 
inscription, " Knowe thyselfe" and a fetlock. 
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It appears to be of the sixteenth century ; and, from the mullet being the 
difference of a third son, probably belonged to Edmund Kerville, third sou of 
Humphrey Kerville, Esq., and Ann, daughter of Jeffrey Cobb, Esq. 

On a small marble stone, at Wiggenhall St. Mary's, is a heart, in the centre, 
of brass ; and round it four labels or pieces of brass, each iuBcribed. Two of 
these are now gone ; but I have had an ei^;raving of this made, with the in- 
scription restored, as it existed in the time of Blomefield.

The style of this monument is of the date of Ed. 3d. Probably Sir Robert 
Kerville might have died, or been killed abroad during the wars of that period, 
and his heart conveyed to his native parish for interment — perhaps by his own 
direction. 

This Sir Bobert Kerville is said to have been the ancestor of the Kervilles of 
Watlington, a junior branch of those of St. Mary's j but in a rental of West 
Walton manor, of the date 27th of Elizabeth (1584) late belonging to the 
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Priory of Lewes it is stated that Henry Kerville, Esq., of Wiggenhall St. Maiy^s, 
held 26 acres of land in Tylney, late Sir Robert Kerville's, knt. j and fix)m the 
circumstance of Henry Kerville inheriting his land, it is most probable that 
Sir Robert Kerville was not the ancestor of the Kervilles of Watlington. 

Robert Kerville of Watlington, who died in 1434, was the first of his feunily 
who held the manor there. In his will (hereafter given) he leaves his manor of 
Watlington to his son Richard — he stating that this manor had been in the &mily 
of De Watlington, from whom he probably acquired it by marriage or purchase ; 
nevertheless Walter de Kerville held lands in that parish, temp. Edward H., and 
Robert de Kerville in 4th Edward HI. The pedigree of the Kervilles of Wat-

Shortly after the Herald's Visitation of Norfolk in 1563, the Kervile femily of 
Watlington appear to have conveyed to the Gawsels their estate there, and to 
have removed themselves into the neighbouring town of South L3mn, where, 
after the death of Mr. Henry Kervile in 1605, the race gradually decayed, or 
became extinct ; at least none of their representatives appeared at the Herald's 
next Visitation of the county in 1612. 

The arms borne by the Kervilles of Watlington are gules, 3 leopard's fiw^es ar- 
gent, jessant fleurs de lis sable quartering Drewe sable in a bordure argent a 
griffin segreant of the first, with a crescent for the difference of a younger branch 
— the crest is a cone, (by some called an eel-pot,) gules between two lion's jambs 
argent 
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These are the arms and crest which were proved and allowed, with the differ- 
ence of a younger branch to Thomas Kerville of Watlington, at the Visitation 
of 1563, but as they do not contain the quail^rings of Haultoit and Tilney 
allowed at the same time to Henry Kervyle, Esq., of Wig^enhall, it may be 
inferred that the Watlington Kervilles branched off from the ori^nal stock at 
some period anterior to the marriages which brought in those coats. 

The will of Robert Kerville ofWatlington, was made 13th Henry VI., and 
proved July, 1435. It is as follows, taken from the office of the Bishop of 
Norwich : — Register Surflete.

The bequest of ploughs and carts to his family by Robert Kervyle would argue 
a very primitive state of society. The manor having been in the &mily of de 
Wathlington, as stated in the will, seems to imply that this Robert Kervyle had 
either bought or inherited it from them. 
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In the Charter room at Hunstanton Hall is an account book of Edmund Ker- 
ville and Humfrey Bedingfield, executors of Thomas Kervylle of Wiggenhall St. 
Mary's ; — these accounts contain some curious matter, and I have thought it 
worth the while to print extracts from them.

I have stated that the Kenilles held their fiefa under the Lords of Wonnegay 
as early as the reign of Richard I. ; but by the Liber Niger Scaccarii published 
by Heame (vol. L, p. 288, Ed. 1774,) it appears that they held these fiefs as 
early as the time of Henry II., and probably in the time of Henry I., or earlier. 
The passage is as follows : —

The Liber Niger is an aceomt of thodd who held their lands under the king, 
and granted relief to Henry II., on hip daughter marrying the Duke of Bavaria, 
in 1167, (see page 288 of this B^ord,)* Next to Doomsday and the Pipe Roll of 
Hen. I., the Black Book of the Eicchequer is the most ancient account of knight's 
fees existing. — (See Sims's ManuaJ^ poge 39 and note.) 

Besides the families of Kerville seated fA Wiggenhall St. Mary's and Watling- 
ton, there were other branches of the same stock in other parts of Norfolk. That 
at Beachamwell was very early enfeoffed of a manor Uiere by the Bigods, and 
became extinct in the reign of Henry V. Notices of two individuals of this 
line appear in the Rotuli Hundredoium, Vol. I., p. 459, temp. Edward I.

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Note 125. — Family of Baxter (page 387). 

The family of Baxter of Forncet and of Tasburgh was very ancient and of 
consideration, as appears by their pedigree in the Norris MSS. Thomas Bax- 
ter, Esq., of that family, built Rainthorpe Hall in Florden parish, about the year 
1 600. They have for arms, arg. on a pale sable three bezants, all within a bor- 
dure of the second.

Note 126. — Seal of Thomas Gournay II (page 391). 

20th Henry VI. A deed of feofinent with letters of attorney fix)m Sir Thomas 

Kerdeston, Sir William Oldhalle, Ent., Thomas Gumay, Esq., 
and others, to John Wode of Berston and others, of the 
Manor called Waldgraves in East Barsham. The seal of 
Thomas Gumay on the fifth label is a poor impression in red 
wax of what must originally have been a beautiful signet 
The legend is scarcely discernible.

Note 127. — Jernegan of Somerleyton (page 396). 
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The tradition of the Jernegan or Jerningham family being originally Danish, 
doea not appear to rest upon any documentary evidence ; but is nevertheless 
very Ukely trae, as these traditioDs are generally founded on feet. There is no 
mention of the name in Doomsday Book, but in the Black Book of the Exche- 
quer, the date of which is 1167, (Edit. Hearne, Vol. 1., 301), it is slated that 
Hugh de Gemegan held one knight's fee of the honor of Eye. — This Hugh was 
the son of Jernegan, who is mentioned in the Castleacre Register, and whose wi- 
dow Sibilla paid 100 poxmds into the Exchequer in 1183. — (Pipe Roll, 30 
Henry H.) 

Hugh Fitz-Jemegan was of Horham-Jernegan in Suffolk, and from him de- 
scended the Jemegans of Stonham-Jemegan and Somerteyton in the same 
County, of which latter the Jemegans or Jeminghams of Cossey in Norfolk are 
a bran«h, and the only one existing at the present day. — (Playfair's English 
Baronetage, Vol. 6, p. 171). 




The above is the monmnent of Sir Thomas Jernegan and Joan his wife, in So- 
merieyton church, Suffolk. Weever, quoting from Camden, says the inscription 
was: — 

" Jesus Christ, both Qod and man 

Save thy servant Jemegan."

Walter Asku^ and Ma^ery his wife presmted TbcMnaa Ontniy to die living 
of Bnshmeie in Saflblk, in 1435. Who this Thomas Gumay wm does not 
^pear.

In 13th Henry VII. (1497) William Gumey was a feoffee in the settlement 
of some of the estates of Lord Scales, who being Queen Elizabeth Woodnlle'a 
brother, it seems likely William Gumey was a Yorkist His being Eschefrtor for 
Norfolk under Edward IV. confirms the probability of this.

Note 130. — Carmelites or White Friars (page 403). 

The Priory of Cannelites or White Friaxs was one of the largest in the city of 
Norwich. It was in St. James's parish, near the river, on the right-hand side of 
the street called Cowgate, which led from White Friars* Bridge to St. James's 
Church. It was founded by Philip de Cowgate, of Norwich, merchant, in 1256, 
and many distinguished people were buried in it. In a public-house in Cow- 
gate, near St. James's Church, is a crypt with groined arches, which was part of 
the conventual buildings, and is now used as a cellar. 



Note 131. — Calthorpes op Pockthorpb (page 406). 

The manor house of the Calthorpes in Pockthorpe was the same as that after- 
wards inhabited by the Blennerhassets, and called Hassets' Hall. — See Blome- 
fleld, vol. iv., p. 428. 

Dame Jane Calthorpe, of Norwich, widow, and Thomas, her son and heir, 
surrendered the lease they had of it from the Dean and Chapter in 1550, when 
William Blennerhasset had a lease of it. This Dame Jane Calthorpe was 
daughter of John Blennerhasset, of Frense, Esq., and widow of Sir Philip Cal- 
thorpe.— Norris MSS. 

I think it likely William Gumey had resided in this same manor house in 
Pockthorpe, called the Lathes, before the Calthorpes, or with them, having 
married a Calthorpe. I find the sons-in-law of families frequently designated 
Its of the place of residence of their fathers-in-law, with whom' they often re- 
sided, particularly during the first years of marriage. 



Note 132. — Inquisitio post mortem Willelmi Gurney Senioris (page 405). 

By virtue of a brief, dated at Westminster the 10th of May, in the 13th year 
of Henry Vin. (1532), and directed to the Escheator of Norfolk, inquisition 
was taken at Norwich on the 4th of November following, to inquire what lands 
were held by William Gumay, senior, at the time of his death, whether in his 
own hands or in those of feoffees ; and the Jurors find that the manors of 
Swathynges, Rokelondtoft;es, and Hjnigham, with their appurtenances, and also 
lands and tenements, with their appurtenances, in the towns of Hardyngham, 
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Keymerston, Brandon, Riinhale, Corston, Rysyng, Thuxton, and Hjnighamberg, 
with the advowson of the Church of St James in Thuxton, were held for him by 
feoffees, who were William Calthorpe, Kut., Henry Gray, and Robert Drewry, 
Esq., and that this trust was created by deed bearing date the 19th of Septem- 
ber, 2nd Richard III. (1485), and that to fulfil certain agreements made between 
Henry Heydon, Esq., and the said William Gumay, senior, Esq., as shewn by 
indentures bearing date the 28th of May, 1st Richard HI. (1484), these feoffees 
demised the trust to others, for the use of William Gumay, Esq., and Amy, his 
wife, and afterwards of William Gumay, junior, his son and heir, and Anne 
Heydon, daughter of Henry Heydon, Esq., whom, by God's permission, he 
was about to many, and their lawftil issue. — ^That William Gumay, junior, and 
Anne, his wife, had issue Anthony Gumay, and that the said William djring in 
the life time of his father, his rights descended, after the death of his said father, 
to Anthony Gumay, his son and heir. — ^That William Gumay, senior, died seised 
also of the manors of West Barsham, North Barsham, Houghton,* and Denver, 
with their appurtenances, and of lands, tenements, rents, and services, with their 
appurtenances, in the towns of West Barsham, North Barsham, Houghton, 
Denver, West Derham, Fyncham, Fordham, Downham, and Larlyngeforthe, 
which, by deed dated 6th of April, the 21st Henry VH. (1505), he gave in 
trust to Edward Howard, Knt., Philip Calthorpe, Knt., Robert Clere, Knt, 
Robert Drewry, Knt., Nicholas Appleyard, Esq., William Calthorpe, of Poek- 
thorpe, near Norwich, and Thomas Gumay, Esq.,f who, by deed dated 28th of 
January, the 23rd Henry VII. (1507), transferred the same manors to Anthony 
Gumay, Esq., and Margaret, his wife, one of the daughters and coheirs of Sir 
Robert Lovell, Knt., and other tmstees. — ^That William Gumay, senior, died 
seised also of the manor of Harplee, with the advowson of the Church of St 
Lawrence there, with their appurtenances, and of lands, rents, and services in 
Harplee aforesaid and in Houghton; as also of a manor called Barkers or 
Bakers, with its appurtenances in Ursted (Irsted) j these also descended to the 
said Anthony Gumay. — ^And that the said manors of Swathynges, Hyngham, 
Rokelondes, with their appurtenances, are held of William Amndell, Knt, and

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Lord Maltravers, as of their manor of Canteley,^ by the service of one knight's 
fee, and are valued at eighteen pounds per annum. — And that the said manors of 
West Barsham, North Barsham, Houghton, and Denver, with their appur- 
tenances, are held of Thomas Earl of Arundell, as of his manor of Castle acre, 
by one knight's fee and a half, and are valued at twenty pounds per annum. —

and of the age of thirty years and more at the date of this inquisition.

Also by virtue of another brief, dated at the same place and time as the fore-

And the Jurors find that William Gumay, senior, died seised of the manor of 
Depden, in the said county, with all its appurtenances, together with the advow- 
son of the Church of St. Mary the Virgin there ; and that the same trust was 
created, and for the same use and intent. — ^And that the manor of Depden, with 
its appurtenances, was held of Thomas Earl of Arundell, as of his manor of 
Castle acre, at one knight's fee, and was valued at twenty pounds per annum.

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Note 133. — ^William Gurney V. (page 409). 

William Gumey and Ann Heydon married soon after the 28th of May, Irt 
Richard 3rd (1484), as appears by the inquisition taken after the death of his 
fether, William Gumey IV. I have stated that his widow, Ann Heydon, re- 
married after his deatli to Sir Lionel Dymocke, Knt, of Maring-^n-the-Hfll, 
Lincolnshire. She survived her second husband also, and lived at Boston, in 
Lincolnshire, as a widow. In her will she mentions her son Anthony, and also 
another son, Thomas Gumey (called Gumo in the document), and her daughter 
Sybsey.* It is as follows : —

Note 133. — ^Heydons and Boleyns (page 412). 

The daughter of Sir Geoffery Boleyn, who married Sir Henry Heydon, was 
named Anne (not Elizabeth, as stated by some). She survived her husband, 
and her will, which is one of much interest, I give at fiill length. It is singular 
she names her husband Sir John Heydon. This must be a nustake of the scribe, 
I presimie. By niece and nephew, as used in the will, are meant granddaughter 
and grandson ; the Latin nepos having frequently the same meaning. She men- 
tions her daughter Anne Dymocke, whose will has been given before. West 
Wyckham, in Kent, was one of the residences of the Heydon &mily, which 
accounts for her bequests in £a.vour of that place and others near. (Blomefield, 
vol. 6, -p. 506.) She directs that she should be buried in St Luke's chapel, in 
Norwich Cathedral. Whether by this she intended the Heydon chapel built by 
her husband's &ther does not appeaTf

The family of Boleyn is very ancient in Norfolk. The spelling of it varied, 
being sometimes written BuUeyn and BuUen. It is said to be of French origin, 
and may be conjectured to take its name from the town of Boulogne, whence it 
may have originated. The Boleyns were early settled at Salle, in Norfolk. 
Simon de Boleyne purchased lands there, by fine, in the reign of Henry HI,, 
and was probably father of John de Boleyne, living at Salle in 1283. Sir 
Geoffrey Boleyne, a descendant, was in high &.vour with Sir John FalstafT. He 
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was a citizen and mercer of London, and Lord Mayor of the city in 14$7. He 
realized a great fortune, and purchased the manor of Bliukling, which he made 
his residence. By his honourab]e course, he raised his family to eminence, and 
placed them amongst the great magnates of the realm. His second wife was 
the coheiress of Lord Hoc and Hastings ; and amongst other children had 
Ann, wife of Sir Henry Heydon, Knight, of Baconsthorpe, whose daughter 
Ann was wife of William Gumey, Esq., V. Sir Geoffrey Boleyn's son married 
the heiress of Thomas Butler, Earl of Ormonde j and Sir Thomas Boleyn, their 
son and heir, married Lady Elizabeth Howard, daughter of the Duke of Nor- 
folk, and was father of the unfortunate Ann Boleyn, second Queen of Henry 
VIII. Sir Thomas was created Earl of Wiltshire and Viscount Rochford. His 
son, Lord Sochford, was executed at the same time with his sister. 

It is a matter of doubt whether Ann Boleyn was born at BJickling, or at 
Hever Castle, in Kent, or Rochford Hall, in Esser j but the probability is that 
BUckling was hei birth-place. Both Blomefield and Sir Henry Spelman are of 
that opinion. The words of the latter (in his Icenia, p. IdO,) are decisive : 
" Blickling, Bolannomm aliquando sedes, e qulbus ortl sunt Thomas Bolen, 
comes Wiltsherise, et Anna Bolen uxor Regis Henrici VIII., optimas principis 
Divae Elizabethse mater, natalitium hie sortita," Sir Heniy Spelman'a authority 
in this question may be considered conclusive, as he lived in the reigns of 
Elizabeth and James I., and was connected with the Boleyns through the Le- 
stranges, one of whom he married. Mr. Sharon Turner considers the birth of 
Ann Boleyn at Blickling as quite certain (Modern History of England, vol. 2, p. 
181), and there is a general tradition in the place itself to the same effect The 
house of the Boleyns was pulled down by the Hobarts, who purchased the manor, 
and built the present mansion in the early part of the seventeenth century. 

The arms of Boleyn were ai^ent a chevron gules between three bulls* heads 
couped sable.

In the name of God amen, the xiiij* day of the moneth of Juyn, the yere of 

oure Lord God m' ccce bdij, and the thridde yere of the Reigne of Kiuge Edward 

the Fourth aft' the Conquest of Englond. I GefTray Boleyn, Citezein and 
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Mercer, and Alderman of Citee of London, beinge hole of mynde and my gode 
memory make and ordeigne this my present testament in maner and fouime 
folowyng, that is to wite, First I bequeth and comende my soule to Ahnighty 
God my Maker, And to the blissed Virgyn oure Lady Sainct Mary his Moder, 
and to all Sainctes, And my body to be buried in the Chapell of Sainct John, in 
the Chirche of Sainct Laurence, in the Jurie of London, on the South partie of 
the Chauncell of the same Chirche if it happen me to decese in London or els 
where within the Realme of England, Sauing all ways yat if I decese within the 
Shire of Northfolk, I wol that then my body be buried in the Church of Blik- 
ling, in the Chapell of Sainct Thorns, which I in tyme passed did do make in the 
North Side of the Chauncell there. And aft' that my body so buried I woUe 
that alle my dettes whiche I owe and am bounde in of right be truly and fully 
paied. Itm. I bequeth to the Vicar of the said Chirche of Sainct Laurence for 
my tithinges and offringes forgoten & withholden and to pray for my soule x. 
marcs sfling. Itm. I bequeth towards the making of a newe Bodeloft to be 
maade in the said Chirch of Sainct Laurence an c^. stiing, to be paid assone 
as the same Bodelofte shalbe fully made and ended, to the entent that the 
parisshens there here the ouerplus of the coste of the same Bodelofte, that ye 
Chaauntries in the same Chirche nowe be kept and served after th'ententes and 
willes of the foundours of the same. Also I will that xx^. sterlings of my goodes 
be dispended vpon the werk of the bodie of the Chirche of Blikeling aforsaid, or 
vpon omamentez for the same Chirch or on bothe, as shalbe thought moost ne- 
cessarie by the discrecon of my Brother Maisf Thoms Boleyn, and of myn exe- 
cuturs. Itm. I bequeth cc marcs sterlings therwith for to fynde couenable, 
honest and vertuous preest of goode gou'naunce and conu'sacion to sing and sale 
Diuine seruices, and pray for my soule and the soule of Dionise somtyme my 
Wif, and for the soules of Oeflray and Alice my fader and modir, and of Adam 
Book, and fbr the soules of all them that I am bounden vnto, and for all cristen 
souls in thilke Chapell in which my body shall happen by this my Will to be 
buried by xx yere nexte suyug after my decese. Prouided alway yat the same 
priest be a Doctour or Bachiler, or a Scoler of Diuinitee, or els att lest a Maister 
of Arte, and be not promoted ne beneficeed in other wise. Prouided also that if 
the same Priest bee disposed to leme and to exerce scoles att any of the Vniu'iBi- 
tees or to labour in preching the worde of God, and thereoppon effectualy 
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exerce scoles in any of the said Vniu''sitees or labour in preching the woide of 
God by licence of myn executours or of thexecutours of myn executours, I 
wol that then duringe the tyme of such his exercyng scoles or labouring in 
preching, the same priest be not bounde by this my testament to sey or to pray 
for my soule and the soules aforsaid in the fourme abouesaid in the said Chapell 
in whiche my body shall so happen to be buried, but thereof during the said 
tyme be discharged, so all weys that duringe the same tyme the said priest sey 
and doo diuine s^'uices for my soule & the soules abouesaid in suche of the said 
Vniu'sitees and places as hee shall exerce scoles and labo*" in prechyng.

I 
wol that my fun'ell expenses as wele at the t3rme of my burying as at my moneth 
mynde^ bee maade and doon so as my body shalbe buried with blak candelstikkes 
and with xiij. torches to be born by xiij. pour and nedy housholders that be no 
eomen torchberes nor vsed to begge. And that eu^'y of them sey on the yeve at 
diriges V. pater nosters, v. aues, a crede, and owre lady saulter. And on the 
morow at Masse v. pater nosters, fyve auees, a crede, and our lady saulter. And 
y* eueiy of them haue for his labo' a peir of treenf bedes, a gowne of Bussett or 
of blak lynedy and a hode of blak and xij^ of money. And I wole not that any 
herce or gylt Candelstikes be ordeyned or sett aboute me nor any grete feste 
made, but a dyner to my Wife and to my brother Maisf Thomas and to myn 
executours and suche other frendes and neighborughis as my said Wife, my 
Brother and executours wolle calle vnto them. And also I wol that if my body 
be buried at London as is aboue reherced, that then the prisoners of Newgate, 
Ludgate, Flete, Kingisbenche, Marshalcie, and of Clerkis Conuicte at West- 
mynster haue the day of my moneth mynde a refresshing of mete and drinke,

I woU not that any Dettour of myne 
that is openley knowen insufficient of goodes for to pay to myn executours the 
dette that he owith mee be m any wise imprisonett, cupleded or vexed therfor. 
Itm. if it can be proved that 1 haue had of anye persone or persones any goodes 
by any meens otherwise than verray right and goode conscience requiren, I wole 
that due restitucion and amendes be maade therfor of my goodes as equite^ righte 
and goode conscience requiren. The residue of all my goodes and catals and 
moueables whersoeuer they be aft my dettes paide, my fim'ell expenss maade 
and doon, and this my present testament p'formed and fulfilled^ I biqueth and 
remitte hoolly to the dispocision of myne executours, to th'entente that they the 
same Resydue truly, feithfully and hoolly dispose for my soule and the soules 
aforsaid in as hasty tyme as it shall nowe goodely be doon, in fyndyng of pouer 
and vertuous scolers and children to scoles, and in marriage of pouer maydens 
beyng destitute of goodes and frendship, and in releuy ng of pouer people, and in 
other werkes and dedes of mercy, pitee and charitee after their goode discrecons, 
as they wold that 1 shuld doo for their soules in case semblable if they were in 
my wey and I were in theirs. And of this my testament I make and ordeyne 
myn Executours, that is to say, Anne my Wif, Rauf Vemey, Aldermann, 
Richard Nedeham, Thomas Burgoyn, gentilman, and Hugh Fenne, gentilman.

In a collection of original Norfolk letters in my possession are some of the 
Heydons', all of them apparently addressed to Sir Bassingboume Gawdy, 
Kjiight, of West Harling, some of them written whilst he was Sheriff of Norfolk, 
which office he filled three tunes— m 1578, 1693 and 1602. This collection of 
of Norfolk letters contains nearly three thousand in number. They were in the 
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possession of Oliver Le Neve, Esq., of Witchingham, who married Ann, daughter 
and heir of Sir John Gawdy, and of Peter Le Neve, Esq., Norroy. They are 
nearly all written by members of Norfolk &milies, and addressed to Norfolk 
people, a large portion of them to the Gawdys and Le Neves, and many contain 
matter of considerable interest. 

Those written by the Heydons are as follows : —

By the following letter it appears Sir Christopher Heydon was in great diflB- 
culties as to his affairs in 1602. This might arise fix)m the extraordinary hospi- 
tality of Sir Christopher Heydon his grand&ther, and fix)m the projects entered 
into by his father Sir William Heydon, with certain citizens of London, by which 
he contracted a large debt. The former was a man of high character, much es- 
teemed for his justice, charity and remarkable hospitality. He is said to have 
entertained 30 head or master shepherds of his own flocks at a Christmas dinner 
at Baconsthorp, a proof of his great estate, and of the uninclosed state of Norfolk 
at that time. This Sir Christopher Heydon, "the great housekeeper,** died in 1579.

There being no date of the year to the following letter, it is difficult to 
determine which Sir John Heydon is here intended — but it was probably Sir 
John Heydon, son of Sir William Heydon and Ann Woodhouse (see pedigree, 
p. 412), who was cotemporary with Sir Bassingboume Gawdy.

This nuse we had fix)m one 
that cam from Norw*" yesterdaye, whoe upon the waye mette w^ passengers that 
cam to the ende of the fraye & reporteth thus. They went about twelve of the 
clocke from Norw** to fight about half a myle distant from Herford Bridge w*** 
out frende of eyther syde. In the fight passengers cam bye and before their 
neere approch they did see S'. John Heydon falle : he is hurte in many places 
but the deadlye wounde is by a thrust in at his throte and out at the toppe of his 
heade. S*" Robert went to Norwich w* the armes of the other who leye upon 
the grownde till the foresaid passengers cam to him, but could neyther stande 
nor speake, and they conveyed him to a house next to the place, but further he 
reporte not. Thus much I thought to certefie you, yf it be newse it shall be 
Wellcome, yf not I desyre you to continewe your good constructon of mee.

*Sir Christopher Hey don, who died in 1623, was one of the last great cham- 
pions of the occult sciences, and had for his correspondent, William Bredon, 
a profound divine. Vicar of Thornton in Buckinghamshire, and " absolutely 
the most polite person for nativities in that age." Bredon was Sir Christopher's 
chaplain, and is said to have assisted the knight in the composition of his '* De- 
fence of Judicial Astrology," — " a work," as Wood observes, " of no common 
reading, and carried on with no mean acquirements." (Athenae Oxonienses, Vol .1, 
p. 475.) Of Bredon it is reported that he was so inordinately given over to tobacco, 
that when no more of the fragrant weed was left to him, he did not scruple to 
mutilate his bell ropes and smoke them.

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There is a small portrait engraved of one John Heydon, with his arms^ — the 
cross engrailed, &c. He was born in 1629, and is called Eques, a title to which 
Granger says he had no right. (Biographical Hist, of England, vol. 4, p. 108.) 
Granger's account of him is very curious. He appears to have been in low cir- 
cumstances, and living by his wits, or rather, I suppose, by the want of wit in 
those who consulted him. Lord Clarendon, in the " Continuation of his Life," 
says : " There was a poor fellow, who had a poor lodging about Tower-hill, and 
professed skill in horoscopes, to whom the Duke (of Buckingham) often resorted 
in disguise, &C.'' This poor fellow, as appears from Carte's " Life of the Duke 
of Ormond," was Heydon. 

But who was this John Heydon ? He could not have been the son of 
Sir Christopher, nor is it hardly possible that he could have been his brother; 
yet the arms prove him to have been of the family. He was a voluminous 
author, and Granger gives the curious titles of several of his books. 



Note 134. — GouRNAY Family — ^Anthony Gurney. (page 414).

This was possibly Anthony Gurney, whose connexion with the Court through 
Sir Thomas Lovell, his wife's uncle, might lead to his being a " Conunissaire" on 
this occasion. 

Anthony Gurney was bom about the year 1491, as appears by the account 
of his burial at Great EUingham in Henry Gumay's Kegister Book. 

" Anthony Gumay, Esquire, lord of the towne, buried in the North Chappell 
there & in the midst thereof overthwart y* dore entring into the church tow' 
y* South. Ja. 1655, about his age of 63." 
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This would be Jan., 1556, new style, and he must have been of age in 1511 , 
when he presented to the Rectory of Harpley. It appears moreover by an inquisi- 
tion taken at Norwich, 13th Henry VIII. (1522), that Anthony Gumey was then 
more than 31 years old, and that he was therefore eighteen years old in 1507, 
when his grandfather William Gumey IV. died. So that he was in full posses- 
sion of his estates on coming of age. I do not find in what year he married, 
but his son Francis was bom in 1521; and Margaret Lovell his wife was 26 years 
old on 30th October, 18 Henry VIII (1526), therefore bom in the year 1500.— 
— (Inquisition of that date. — ^Dodsworth's Collections, No. 154. — Bodleian 
Library.) 

He obtained a considerable estate with his wife, Margaret Lovell, particularly 
after the death of her relation, Henry Spelman, Esq., of Great Ellingham, in 
1524. He lived at Irstead and West Barsham chief part of his life, or at 
Bury Hall, in Great Ellingham. He did not begin to build the house at 
Great Ellingham until 1553, as appears by Henry Gumay's Kegister. He was 
then married to Elizabeth Tyrrell, his second wife, who, by some means, had 
Bury Hall manor, in Great Ellingham, for her life, — as I conjecture, from her 
having been the widow of Henry Spelman, Esq. It is stated by Henry Gumay 
that the reason why his grand&ther, Anthony Gumey, built the hall at Great 
Ellingham was because he had only his wife's life interest in Buiy HalL No 
house had been maintained for the space of 120 years on the site of the Great 
Hall ; but the place was overgrown with bushes and trees. But his wife Elizabeth 
died before he had finished the building, and himself within four years after 
his first beginning to buUd ; so that the undertaking was completed by his g«nd- 
son and heir, Henry Gurnay I. 

" These buildings were chifly of ould timber of the remaines of Skoulton Hall, 
pulled down by the said Ant^. after he p'ceived that S^ Kich^. Sothwell iippon 
an unadvised price sett theron would recouer it by an assumpsit. The best 
timber to be had first give and sould as the sparrs of the haule to the re-edifying 
of Hengfaam Chancell.** 

Considering the large estate possessed by Anthony Gumey, and that from 
eariy life, I am surprised that the mansion he erected was not of a more costly 
description. It itill exists, — in some measure, no dotibt, altered by subsequent 
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proprietors, but could never have been more than a common manor house, sur- 
rounded by a moat. 




The fact also of his never having been High Sheriff of Norfolk and Suffolk, 
or knighted, is remarkable, especially considering his relationship to Ann 
Boleyn, and still more as Sir Thomas Lovell, his wife's uncle, was in high 
lavour with the family of Tudor. 

He certainly inherited Gournay's place in Norwich, a large and valuable man- 
sion, also the manors of Harpley , West Barsham, Hingham G umey 's, Swathings 
in Hardingham, a manor in Baconsthorpe, another in Denver, idso Depeden in 
Suffolk, and Irstead in Norfolk, and with it the appertenances of Barton, Netty sherd, 
Dilham, Tunstead, Smallborough and Honing ; the manor of Neatsherd was appa- 
rently held by lease from the abbot of St. Benet's Holme for forty years, from 
35th. Henry VIH. (1534). In addition to this his wife brought him the princi- 
pal manor in Great Ellingham and Mortimer's manor in Scoulton ; also the 
patronage of the lesser rectory at Attleborough ; all these inherited by her from the 
Mortimers. The whole of these would in modem times have produced a very 
considerable rental, and must have placed Anthony Gumey, in his period, amongst 
the principal landed proprietors of Norfolk ; but there are many indications of 
his having been &r from a man of prudent habits ; — the building a new mansion 
at Great Ellingham, having already two (at West Barsham and Irstead) if not 
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more^ bears the appearance of this, and that he was in some measure in difficul- 
ties is proved by the sales of his property. He sold Goumay's place in Norwich 
to Thomas Gawdy of Shottisham, Gentleman, in 1st. Edward VI. (1548), and 
alienated Swathings in Hardingham, Denver, Baconsthorpe, Depeden in Suffolk 
and Scoulton, which last he sold to Sir Robert Southwell, in 1540. (Blomefield, 
Vol. IL, 346). Gurney's manor in Harpley appears to have been settled on the 
issue of his second marriage, and so passed away through Elizabeth, the only 
child of that marriage, to the families of Stubbs and Yelverton. 

Thus the inheritance of the Gumeys in Norfolk became materially diminished, 
and Henry Gurnay, Anthony's grandson and heir, marrying early, and having a 
very large family of thirteen children, was necessarily in very straitened circum- 
stances, as he himself states. 

Anthony Gurney died on 13th. January, 1555, O.S., and was buried at Great 
EUingham, as stated above.

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Note 136. — ^Pedigrees by Cook, (page 41 7.) — ^Noteb. 

This is not correctly stated : the volume in question contains pedigrees of 
about twenty Norfolk families j outside is written by Cook Clarenceaux^ but he 
died in 1 592, and the pedigrees are later j that of the Gumeys was made in 1 622, 
as appears in the notice of Sir Thomas Gumey, " this year Sheriff of Essex ; " 
but a later hand states Sir Thomas died and was buried in 1631. On reference 
to the Herald's College, Sir Charles G. Young states this book of pedigrees to 
be in the hand writing of John Tilston, a collector, who lived in the reign of 
Charles II.

Note 138. — Inquisition on the death of Anthony Gurnet, (page 423.) 

Inquisition was taken at Walsingham, on the 27th of March, in the 2°* and 
3** years of Philip and Mary, (1556) by virtue of a Brief directed to the Eschea- 
tor of Norfolk, to inquire what lands were held by Anthony Gumey at the time 
of his death. And the Jurors find that he did not hotd any manors, lands, 
tenements or hereditaments in the County of the King and Queen in Capite or 
otherwise. That he was seised of the manor of Irsted with its appertenances, 
and that by deed bearing date the 28th. of May, the 35^ Henry VIII., (1544), 
he demised it to Francis Gumey, his son and heir, and Ellen, one of the daugh- 
ters of Robert Holdyche, Esq., whom Francis was about to marry, with all its 
appertenances in Irsted, Barton^ Netisherde, Dilham^ Tunsted, Smalboroughe, 
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Honyng, and Beston, to be held by the said Francis and EUen^ and their lawful 
issue. That Francis and Ellen had issue Henry Gumey their eldest son, and 
other children, and that Francis Gumey died seised of the manor of Irsted, and 
Ellen his wife survived him. That the manor of Irsted was worth £12 per an- 
num, and was held of the Bishop of Norwich, but by what service the Jurors 
knew not. And farther, that Anthony Gumey died seised also of the manor of 
Ellingham, in Great Ellingham, and of West Barsham, and of a manor called 
Gurney's manor in Hyngham. And that he died on the 14th. day of January,* 
last past, seised of the aforesaid manors. And that Henry Gurney was his next 
heir, being son and heir of Francis, who was the son of the said Anthony. And 
that Henry Gumey was seven years old when the Inquisition was taken. And 
the Jurors say farther, that the manor of Elyngham was worth £14 per annum, 
and was held of the heirs of Robert lord Bardolff in soccage. And that the 
manor of West Barsham was worth £33, and was held of Henry lord Maltravers 
and Anne his wife, as of their manor of Castleacre, by the service of one knight's 
fee. And that the manor of Gumeys was worth £7 per annum, and was held 
of the heirs of Henry Clyppesby, but by what service the Jurors know not 
And that Ellen Gurney was yet living at Ranworthe. 

Abridged from the original in the Public Re- 
cords in the custody of the Master of the 
Rolls, and preserved in the Rolls' Chapel, to 
wit : — Escheats II. & III. Philip and Mary ; 
part 2, No. 46. 
Upon the coming of age of Henry Gurney, grandson and heir of Anthony 
Gumey, on the 2 1st January, the 12th. Elizabeth, (1569), a commission of en- 
quiry was issued from the crown, and an Inquisition held at Holt, on the 10th. 
of April following, to find what estates were held by Anthony Gumey at the time 
of his death. And the Jurors say that he was seised of the manor of Great El- 
lingham, otherwise called Ellingham Hall manor in Great Ellingham, Rokeland, 
Depham, Morley, Little Ellingham, Hingham, and Attleborough, and of the 
advowson of a part of the church at Attleborough ; also of 60 acres of meadow 
and pasture land in Great Ellingham, Depham, Attleborough, Hingham and 
Rokeland ; and also of the manors of West Barsham, Southall, and Gantes Halle 
with their appertenances in West Barsham, North Barsham, East Barsham,

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Houghton y and Skoulthorpe. Moreover of the manor of Gumays 

in Hingham Little Ellingham and Depham with its appertenances. 

That he was also seised of a tenement called Crofils with its appertenances in 
Hingham ; and of four acres of meadow, eight of pasture, and ten of arable land 
in Hingham. And the Jurors further say that the manor of Great Ellingham 
with its appertenances was held of Philip and Mary late King and Queen, as of 
their honour of Wyringegaye (Wirmegay) by half a knight's fee, and was worth 
£20 per annum. And that the aforesaid manor of West Barsham, Southalle, 
and Gantes Halle with their appertenances were held of the Earl of Arundell as 
of his manor of Castleacre, by what service the Jurors know not, and was worth 
£20 per annum. And that the aforesaid manor of Gumeys with its apperte- 
nances was held of Henry lord Morley, as of his manor of Hingham, by what 
service the Jurors know not, and that it was worth 50s. per annum. And that 
the tenement callod Crofils in Hingham, and the four acres of meadow, eight of 
pasture, and ten of arable land were held of lord Morley, as of his manor of 
Hingham, by what service the Jiurors know not, and was worth £4 per annum. 
And the Jurors farther say that Anthony Gumey died on the 13th. day of 
January, 1555, and that Henry Gumey was his heir, being the son of Francis 
Gumey, deceased, who was son of the said Anthony. And that the said Henry 
when the Inquisition was taken was of the age of 21 years. And that Anthony 
Gurney held no other lands or tenements of the Queen in capite or otherwise.

Note 139. — Alice Gurney. (page 425.) 

It seems doubtful whether Alice Gurney, who married Dengayne, was not aunt 
to Anthony Gumey, and not sister. The old book of Norfolk pedigrees, de- 
scribed at page 855, gives Alice as daughter of William Gumey IV. j and this 
is somewhat confirmed by two original deeds now in my possession. 

By the first of these, dated 24th. May, 15th. Edward IV., (1476) John Den- 
gayne, son and heir of Alice Dengayne, lately widow of Robert Fulman, Esq., 
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conveys to William Gumey, Esq. and William Dengayne, Gentleman, the ma- 
nors of Parker, Beketon, and Garners, &c., in Brunstead, and land in Bnmstead, 
Stalham, Ingham and Estryston in Happyng hundred. 

By the second, dated 14th February, 9th. Henry VII., (1493), William Den- 
gayne, Esq., conveys the same manor and lands to Thomas Lovell, Eaiight of 
the body to the kmg, Henry Heydon, Knight, William Gumey, Esq., and John 
Brunstead. 



Note 140. — ^Amy Gurney. (page 426.) 

Amy Gumey, according to Harl. MS., 1562, p. 167^ married George Sybsey 
of Boston, whose son John Sybsey married Elizabeth Heneage ofStainton, and 
resided at West Barsham, being described of that place in the Herald's visitation. 
He probably rented the house and demean lands there. 

According to Harl. MS. 4755, fo. 83^ her name was Anne, as follows : — 

" George Sybsaye of Boston, Gent., married Ann daughter to Gumey, sister 
to Anthony Gumey, and had John his sonne and heire, Elenor, Alice married to 
Will. Bleverhasset of Norwich, Genf 

" John Sybsaye of West Barsham, in Norff., Gent., sonne and heire to Geoige, 
cossen and heire to William Thorpe of Thorpe, in Lincolnsh., Gent, &c. 

Sybsay bore arg. on a bend azure, 5 crosses, pate^ or. 




Sibsey is a parish near Boston, from which this family doubtless originated* 
It appears by Pishey Thompson's history of Boston, (Ed. 1866,) p. 229, that 
there still exists a street in Boston called Sybsey-lane, where the Sybseys for- 
merly possessed a mansion-house, garden and great orchard called Sibsey Place* 
This £unfly flourished as merchants at Boston from an early period down to the 
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eighteenth century. In 1338, George Sibsey was chamberlain of the Corpus 
Christ! guild; in 1461, William de Sibsey was a member, and alderman of the 
guild in 1492 j George Sibsey, of Boston, Gentleman, was member of the guild 
in 1633 J and Amy a Sibsey is mentioned in a subsidy roll for the year 1647. 
This last must be Amy the daughter of William Gumey V. 



Note 14 L — Will of Elizabeth Brandon, (page 427.) 

See this will, given in Nicholases Testamenta Vetusta, vol. II., p. 432 ; and at 
page 497, is the will of Sir Thomas Brandon, Knight, who mentions his " sister 
Catherine Gomey." 

It is not likely that the Gumey who married Brandon was Henry Gumey 
brother of Anthony, as his date is too late ; and moreover he is called John 
Goumay of Levington, in Suffolk, Esq., in Add. MSS. 19, 120, Brit. Mus. ; 
and was probably the Sir John Goumay, Knight, mentioned at p. 426, whose 
daughter married John Trye, according to Lysons. In Add. MSS. 19, 120, fo. 
51, is a pedigree of the heirs of Charles Brandon, and his relations amongst 
whom his estates were chiefly divided, on the death of his son Henry Duke of 
Suffolk. In this pedigiee amongst others occurs Catherine Brandon, aunt of 

Charles Duke of Suffolk, and the issue of her marriage with Gumey : 

thus —

This pedigree is takeu from an Inquisition on the death of the last Brandon^ 
Duke of Suffolk, now in the Rolls' Chapel. 

Quaere whether this John Gumey of Levington could be a son of Thomas 
Gumey II., and Margaret Jernegan, mentioned in his father's will, dated 1471 ? 
See p. 397. He had an annuity out of the manor of Depden. Levington came 
to John Gumey probably from the Brandons. 
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Note 142.— Mortimer of Attleborough. (page 428.) 

By Harleian MSS. 1560,* fo. 308^ also 1449, fo. 100, and the Lansdown 
MSS. No. 205, fol. 45^ it appears that Robert de Mortemer, who was the ances- 
tor of the Mortimers of Attleborough, was son of William de Mortemer, Lord of 
Bec-crespin, near Havre, in Normandy. The fact of the Mortimers having been 
Lords of Bec-crespin is confirmed in Duplessis's Upper Normandy, vol. 2, p. 
326, by which it appears that this place was sometimes called Bec-Mortemer.f 
It seems probable from this that the Mortimers of Attleborough were quite a 
distinct race from the Mortimers afterwards Earls of March, who were Lords of 
Mortemer-Sur-Aulne. I do not possess any local history of that part of Upper 
Normandy in which Bec-Mortemer is situated, except that of Toussaint Duplessis, 
who merely mentions the fact of the name, which, however, is a strong proof of 
the Harleian manuscript being correct. 

The late Mr. Stapleton, the learned editor of the Norman Exchequer Boll, in 
a notice of the Mortemers of Attleborough, states that " it is evident this manor 
of Attleborough was held in 1165 by William d'Aubigny, the king's butler, an- 
cestor of the Earls of Arundel, by a vassal who had the local surname^ viz., 
Alured de Atleburc, who held two knight's fiefs before the 26th Henry H. (1180.) 
These fiefs were vested in Robert de Mortemer, as we learn from this entry in the 
Pipe Rolls and elsewhere: "Norff. & Suff. — Alexander filius Willelmi de 
Rougham debet xl" ut placitis in curia Regis versus comitem de Arundel et Ro- 
bertum de Mortemer." Mr. Stapleton possessed a copy of the charter of Hugh 
de Mortemer, son of Ralph, and grandson of Roger, the founder of the abbey of 
St. Victor-en-Caux, in 1074, confirming the endowment to which Hugh and 
William, his sons, and William, his brothei, and Robert and Ralph, his sons, 
are witnesses. This charter is probably as early as the reign of Stephen ; and 
Mr. Stapleton identified this Robert (son of William) with the Robert de Mor- 
temer who acquired the two fiefs at Attleborough, either by marriage or new 
feofment ; most likely the latter. Parkin says that William de Mortemer held the 
manor of Raveningham under the Earls Warren before the reign of Henry Hr

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We may suppose his son was Robert de Mortemer, the aforesaid lord of Attle- 
borough. All this confirms the Harleian and Lansdown MSS. as to Robert be- 
ing son of William (lord of Bec-crespin, who also held Raveningham, in Norfolk), 
and goes far in identifying the Norfolk Mortemers with those of Wales. 

Mr. Stapleton considered that the pedigree of these Welch Mortemers, given 
at page 429, from Dugdale, was incorrect, inasmuch as a generation must have 
been omitted, from the dates; it being improbable that Roger de Mortemer, who 
died in 131d, could be grandson of Raoul de Mortemer, who came to England 
with the Conqueror. He thinks there were two Hugh de Morteniers between 
them. 

There are, at what is now called Attleborough Hall, the renuuns of the old 
fortified mansion oif the Mortimers. It was defended by a deep square moat, 
still existing, the side of which internally was strengthened by a buttressed wall, 
much of which still remains. Apparently, one, if not two, drawbridges formed 
the entrance into the moated square, in which has now been built a compara- 
tively modem house by the more recent proprietors, the Bickleys or Ashes, who 
possessed it by purchase. There are ancient buildings, probably stables and 
bam, outside the moat ; also stew ponds for fish, and some old timber trees, 
giving the appearance of a former park. 
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I subjoin an engraving of Attleborough Hall, as it now appears :- 




Note 143. — Family of Fitzhalf. (page 439 — also 706.) 
I have said that it is not clear how the fiunily of Fitzralf ended in co-heiresses, 
one of whom was Maude wife of Sir Bobert Conyers. Some light is thrown 
upon this by a memorandum regarding the marriage of John Fitzralf and Alice 
Walesburgh, (hereafter to be printed in this Supplement), contained in Henry 
Gurnay's Register Book* j by this it appears that John Fitzralf, the son of John

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Fitzralf and Margaret Mortimer was twice married — first to the daughter of the 
Lady Bouchier^ by whom he had no issue, and secondly to Julian Broun, by 
whom he had children. Robert Fitzralf, the brother of this John, " noised about 
that he should become heir to his brother and not the children," upon which 
John Fitzralf, by advice of council, examined the evidences of the Fitzralf and 
Mortimer estates, of which none were entailed but the manor of Finchingfield 
in Essex, which by some means he alienated. By the settlement given at page 
707, the manors of Scoulton, Great Ellingham and Tottington (erroneously 
written Pottington), were settled on John Fitzralfe, junior, and Alice Walesbo- 
rough his wife. It appears a difference had arisen about this settlement, and 
eventually it was agreed by the Earl of Suffolk (whose Countess was cousin of 
Alice Walesborough), that he was to pay John Fitzralf the &ther, 400 marks 
foor a settlement in tail male ; and in default of male issue from the marriage, 
Maude, Joanna and Alice, the daughters of John Fitzralf and Julian Broun, were 
to inherit This eventually took effect. John Fitzralf, junior, and Alice Wales- 
borough had issue a son, who died young, S. P., and a daughter Elizabeth, who 
married Sir Robert Chamberlain, knight, and had the manor of Bemham Broom 
only, of the inheritance of the Mortimers. Maude Fitzralf inherited the manors 
of Scoulton and Great Ellingham and Tottington, which passed through her to 
the Conyerss, Lovells and Gumeys. 

It might be conjectured from all this that John Fitzralf s second marriage with 
JuHan Broun was with a person below his degree, and possibly the son of this 
marriage (John Fitzralf, junior, who married Alice Walesborough), was not le- 
gitimate J in consequence Robert Fitzralf, the brother, " noised about,'' that he 
was the heir. Hence, also, the payment of 400 marks for the settlement by the 
Earl of Suffolk j and moreover the terms of the settlement, which were fevourable 
to the daughters of John Fitzralf and Julian Broun, who were legitimate. 

If this conjecture is correct, it accounts for the Gumeys of West Barsham 
quartering the arms of Mortimer and Fitzralf, of which Maude was thus the real 
co-heiress in blood, but the case is not a clear one. 

In the Carlton Kide depository is an inquisition on the death of John Fitzralf, 
junior, which seems to militate against the supposition of his being ille- 
gitimate. 
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By this inquisition, which was taken at Thetford, in the county of Norfolk, 
on Monday after the Feast of the 11,000 virgins, 18 Edward IV., A.D. 1478, 
before John Jenny and James Hobart, Esquires, the King's Commissioners, 
and a jury, it was foimd that Sir John Fitzralph, Knight, and Margery 
his wife, daughter and one of the heirs of Sir Robert Mortimer, Knight, and 
cousin* and heir of Sir Robert Mortimer, Knight, father of the said Sir Thomas, 
and one of the heirs of Sir Constantine Mortimer, Knight, grandfather of the 
said Sir Thomas, were seized of the manor of Skulton, and certain lands and 
hereditaments, parcel or members of the manors of Tottington, Castleacre, 
Great Ellingham and Wormegay Honor, in the county of Norfolk, in fee 
tail, that is to say, the said Sir John Fitzralph in right of the said • Margery 
his wife was seized to him and the heirs of the body of the said Mar- 
gery Fitzralph issuing, that the said Sir John Fitzralph and Margery his 
wife had issue John Fitzralph, Esq., and that they died seized of the said estate 
in tail, whereupon the said John Fitzralph, Esq., their son, became seized in fee 
tail of the said manors and premises, and having issue John Fitzralph, junior, 
his son, died so seized thereof, whereupon the said John Fitzralph, junior, be- 
came seized in fee tail as aforesaid of the same hereditaments, and having issue, 
viz., Elizabeth Fitzralph, then the wife of Sir Robert Chamberlain, Knight, died 
seized of such estate ; whereupon the said Sir Robert Chamberlain, and Eliza- 
beth his wife, entered into possession of the premises, and became seized 
thereof for an estate tail, in the right of the said Elizabeth Fitzralph. That 
the said John Fitzralph, junior, the &ther of the said Elizabeth Chamberlain, 
died on the Feast of Saint Clement the Pope, 24th Henry 6th, A.D. 1445, and the 
said Elizabeth Chamberlain was his daughter and heir, and cousin and heir of 
the said John Fitzralph, senior, Esq., and also cousin and heir of the said Sir 
John Fitzralph and Margery his wife, and also cousin and heir respectively of 
Sir Thomas Mortimer, Sir Robert Mortimer, Sir Robert Mortimer, Sir Constan- 
tine Mortimer, and that the said Elizabeth Chamberlain was then aged 30 years 
and upwards.

The will of John Fitzralph, Esq., is dated at Scoulton, on the 12th. July, 1440. 
By it he desires to be buried in the church there, and after bequeathing numer- 
ous small sums to various religious establishments, he leaves to the Lady Alice 
his daughter, a nun at Thetford, five marks ; to the Lady Matilda his sister, a 
nun at Brusyerd, 20s. ; to Thomas Fitzralph his brother, 5 marks ; to Julian 
his wife, all his silver cups, utensils, jewels, &c., and appoints her executrix 
together with Sir Thomas Tuddenham, Robert Mortimer and William 
Warner of Thompson, Esq. and John Holdemess. The will was proved in the 
Episcopal Consistorial Court of Norwich on the 4th of August, 1440. — 
Register Doke, fol. 125^ 

The will of Julian Fitzralph is dated on the 15th of July, 1445, and in it she 
describes herself as the relict of John Fitzralph, Esquire, deceased, and desires 
to be buried in the chancel of the church at Scoulton, next the tomb of her hus- 
band ; and she leaves to the Lady Matilda Fitzralph, nun at Brusyerd, 6s. 8d.;

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and to the Lady Alice Fitzralph, nun at Thetford, 100s., and an annuity of — 
silver marks per annum for life ; to Matilda Conyers, her daughter, 1 paxbrede,* 
2 silver crosses, 2 silver candles, &c. ; to Joan Hotot, her daughter, and Bobert 
Hotot, her son, certain silver articles in the will named ; also a legacy to Robert 
Fitzralph, her nephew. This will was proved in the Episcopal Consittortal

In Harl. MS. 805, fol. 195^, is a translation of an inquisition taken in the 
Court at Durham, in the reign of Henry II. regarding the right inheritance of 
Roger Conyers of Sockboume, in the County of Durham j by this it appears 
that the said Roger Conyers was lord of Finningham in Suffolk, which proves 
incontestably that the Conyerss of Suffolk were a branch of those settled in the 
County of Durham from the period of the Conquest. This inquisition is given 
at length in Surtees' History of Durham, vol. 3, page 407. Finningham is erro- 
neously written Rimingham, there being no such place in Suffolk. 

The document ia as follows : — 

Conyers Ebor. 

Henry by the grace of God to the Justices, Sheriffs, Ministers, and all his 
fipthfuUy [5fc}of all Yoi:kshire and Durham and Haliwarefolk, Gieeting. Know 
ye that we h^.ve inquired by Barons and Knights in the Court of Durham, the 
right inheritance of Roger Conyers, of which Ranulph the Bishop of Durham 
enfeoffed Roger, the father of the same Roger. To wit in Hoton, Norton, Holme

We forbid that any molest or implead the foresayd Roger or his heirs 
of the foresayd tenements without our command upon a great forlaiture to us. 
These being witnesses Lucy then the King's Justice,* Reginald Erie of Corn- 
wall, Richard Humet and others. 

Surtees gives a pedigree of the Conyerss of Sockbome, in the county of Dur- 
ham, from which, and from the Davy Suffolk papers, now in the British Mnseum, 
vol. 13, the descent of the Conyerss of Finningham may be partially collected. 
Blomefield is not wholly correct in his account of this family (vol. 1, p. 482). 
I am indebted to that excellent volume, the Supplement to the Suffolk Traveller, 
by Mr. Augustine Page, for information respecting them (pages 462 and 704). 
As far as I have been able to arrange it, the pedigree of the Conyerss of Finning- 
ham appears to be as given in the next page.

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Note 145. — The Three Lovells. (page 441.) 

Whether or not the Lovells of Barton Bendish were of the same race as the 
Lords Lovell of Titchmarsh is uncertain, and the more so as the name was 
originally a nickname which might apply to many persons, Lovell being 
Lupellus, or the Little Wolf, probably from the voracious appetite and savage 
conduct of the person to whom the name was given in the first instance. Hugh 
Lupus, the great Earl of Chester, in the reign of William the Conqueror, was so 
called from his being abandoned to the grossest sensuality. — Ventris ingluviei 
serviebatj unde nimiae crassitiei pondere praegravatus, vix ire potuit. (Order. 
Vit, p. 598, Maseres 253.) — See Dr. Lappenberg's Anglo-Norman Kings, by 
Thorpe, p. 137. 

The three brothers. Sir Gregory, Sir Robert and Sii Thomas Lovell, were amongst 
the most eminent Knights of the age in which they lived. Sir Thomas was the 
youngest, and was seated at Ryhall, in the county of Rutland, in the capacity of 
esquire of the body to Henry VII. He attended him at the battle of Bosworth, 
and on the meeting of the first Parliament of this King at Westminster, 7th. 
November, 1486, Mr. Lovell, having been elected one of the Knights of the 
shire for Northamptonshire, was chosen Speaker of the House of Commons. In 
the next year occurred Lambert Simnel's plot, and the battle of Stoke, in which 
the Speaker and his two brothers distinguished themselves so much that Sir 
Gregory and Sir Robert were made Knights banneret on the field of battle, and 
Thomas, who had continued esquire of the King's body, was knighted, and 
shortly after was made a Knight of the Garter. In 1483 Sir Thomas Lovell was 
appointed Chancellor of the Exchequer for life ; and in 1502, Treasurer of the 
Household, and sworn of the Privy Council ; and was one of the executors of 
Henry VII. Under Henry VIII. he was appointed Constable of the Tower of 
London, Surveyor of the Court of Wards, and Steward of the Household. He 
refbunded the nunnery of Halliwell, in the parish of Shoreditch, London, and 
died at Enfield 25th. May, 1524. He was buried under a tomb of white mar- 
ble in the Nunnery Church, Halliwell.

The will of Sir Thomas Lovell is given in Nicholas's Testamenta Vetusta, vol. 
II., p. 640. He bequeaths the bulk of his property to Sir Francis Lovell of 
Herling, son of his brother Sir Gregory Lovell.

" All ye nuns of Halliwell

For the soul of Sir Thomas Lovell

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By this it appears that the coat referred to in the note at page 450 was not 
:i mistake, but that some marriage had taken place between the two femilies; 
lleydon being also mentioned, as well as Ingoldesthorpe, both of which &milies 
liore engrailed crosses. The date of the Arms given in the MS. seems to be of 
the 15th. century ; and there is a deed at Hunstanton, of Alianor, the widow of 
Sir Hamon Strange, dated 4 Nov., 7 Henry V, (1419), with her seal. Strange 
impaling a cross engrailed. The deed respects the manor of Mustrells in Hun- 
stanton, as is described as follows — "Counterpart of indenture of feoffment from 
Sir John Colvyle, Sir John Ingoldesthorpe, John Drew, Clerk, and Henry Not- 
yngham to Aleanor Strange, late the wife of Sir Hamon Straunge, of a manor in 
Hunstanton called Mustrells," &c., &c. Witnesses : John Wodhouse, Esq., 
William Shelton, Esq. and John Strange, Esq. — ^Dated at Hunstanton. 

Seal of red wax bearing an escutcheon charged with the Arms of Strange, im- 
paling a cross engrailed. — Circumscribed " Sigillum Dne. Alianore Strange." 




There is also a letter of Attorney from the same parties to Robert Wylly of 
Docking, and William Kelleworih of Snettisham, their Attorneys, to deliver 
seizin of the manorofMustrellsinHunstanton, withtheappurtenents, toAUanor 
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Strange, late the wife of Sir Hanion Straunge. — Same date as the previoms deed. 

This Alianor Strange, widow, may have been a Gumey, John Drew, one of 
the feoffees in the deed, was rector of Harpley at this time, which is in favour of 
this conjecture. On the other hand, John de Ingoldesthorpe being another feof- 
fee, is in favor of her being of that family, which also bore an engrailed cross. 

By the Hunstanton deeds, this Alianor Strange, widow, appears to have mar- 
ried 2ndly. Sir Philip Radford, Knight, whose daughter, by an ancient pedigree 
at Hunstanton, married Hamon Strange, 3rd. son of John Strange and Alice 
Beaumont. 

It is singular that the pedigrees of the Lestranges dp not mention Sir Hamon 
Lestrange, the husband of Alianore, who bore the engrailed cross ; probably be- 
cause he died s. p. and v. p.

Note 147. — Family of Stubbs ob Stubbe. (page 451.) 

This family took their name fix)m a place called Stubbs^ in Loddon. Henry 
de Stubbs had an interest in Charles's manor in Loddon^ which he surrendered 
by fine 24th. Henry III. to Jeffry de Lodne. Geffiy de Stubbs gave lands in 
Loddon to Langley Abbey. Henry de Stubbs, son of Adam, conveyed lands in 
Stubbs to Geoffry de Lodne, with rents, &c.

I have stated at page 447, that Francis Gumey,who married Helen Holditch, 
was buried at Irsted ; but by Henry Gumey's register it seems this is a mistake, 
as he was interred at Great Eliiugham ; and the slab at Irsted ascribed to him by 
Mr. Norris, was probably in memory of William Gumey V. who married Ann 
Heydon and received with her the manor of Irsted as her portion. 
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Note 149. — Henry Gurnay I. (page 454.) 

In the Bodleian Library at Oxford, the Common Place Book or Begister of 
Henry Gumay I., has been found amongst the Tanner MSS., marked 1 76, and 
called in the catalogue " Account of Courts held and Leases at EUingham, 
Hingham, and Irstede, in the county of Norfolk, with a poem called the Anatomy 
of Popery, &c.'* Bishop Tanner was Bishop of St. Asaph, but had previously 
held preferment in Norfolk, and his third wife was a Norfolk woman. His MS. 
collections contain very much respecting our county, in which he had resided 
for some years, which accounts for his having possession of Henry Gurnay's 
Begister and other Norfolk manuscripts. The Begister itself is a thick small 
quarto volume, written in a minute, not very clear hand. It contains copies of 
various muniments, deeds and rent-rolls of the Gumey family, some of a very 
early date, and of which the originals were in possession of the writer ; also, 
pedigrees, letters, and different memoranda, and withal a great deal of poetry, 
written by Henry Gumay on various topics, — one long poem of 320 stanzas, 
called the Anatomy of Popery. Indeed, his tendency was to turn all subjects 
into verse,— amongst other strange matters even propositions of Euclid, a barren 
soil for the muses to cultivate. As I have stated, Henry Gumay was bom on 
the 21st of January, 1648, (O.S.,) being the son of Francis Gurnay and Hellen 
Holditch; and his father dj^ing in early life, he was heir to his grandfather, 
Anthony Gumey, Esq., at whose death, in 1666, he was about seven years old. 
He inherited a considerable estate, which had been in possession of his ancestors 
for many centuries. He married, at Barsham, in Suffolk, (near Beccles,) on 
Trinity Sunday, 10th June, 1571, Helen, daughter of John Blennerhasset, Esq., 
who had been member of Parliament for the city of Norwich, and was of an ancient 
&mily, originally from Cumberland. At the time of his marriage, Henry Gumay 
was twenty-two years old and his wife twenty-three. They had thirteen child- 
ren, seven sons and six daughters. — (Begister, fol. 22.) Of these, two daughters 
and one son died young. Henry Gumay did not reside at EUingham immedi- 
ately after his marriage, but " came to dwell in that town in 1574." His eldest 
son having been bom at Barsham, by Beccles, the residence of his &ther-in-law, 
John Blennerhasset, Esq., he probably lived with him at first. He appears to 
have been a man of strong and decided religious tendency, with a most bitter 
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feeling against the Roman Catholics. He was also disinclined to the Puritans, 
as he left a legacy to his younger sons on condition '' so that none hould any 
fantasticall or erronious opinions, so adjudged by our bishop or civil lawes." 
He states that he took to versifying to amuse his solitary estate, which seems to 
have been such from deafness and perhaps ill health, and his wife and those 
about him not having been congenial to him. They do not appear to have 
much esteemed his poetry, if the following verses are meant to apply to himself, 
of which there can be no doubt : — 



AN UNHAPPY DISCRETE. 



Unhappiness to him we may ascribe 
Whom nerest firends do causeles oft deride. 

To whom his falts through nature's mere defect 

before his wife, child, servant, foe or ffrend,

From these lines^ and others of his poems, it appears that his wife was not 
the most exemplary in temper and respectful conduct towards himself^ and that 
they were not a very harmonious couple. The following verses illustrate this. —

no man can vouch and prove that he hath wasted

Thus it would seem that according to the modern term Henry Gumay was 
regularly hen-pecked ; that his wife kept the money bags and never allowed him 
to spend anything without a cross word ; that nevertheless he was prudent and 
careful. It is to be lamented that instead of writing verses of moderate merit, he 
did not employ his time and solitude in a personal journal, which would have 
been of high interest. The list of his books (fol. 42,) proves him to have been 
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a man of unusual research and reading for the period in which he lived, greatly 
more so than country gentlemen then or now usually are. Several books he 
had given to his son Edmund, who was afterwards Rector of Harpley and a 
theological writer of some consideration; to him he also bequeathed his Latin books. 
There is much of kindliness and almost singularity as well as learning apparent 
in his writings. He was clearly erudite, well disposed and perhaps peculiar in 
his ways of thinking and expressing himself, quaint and original ; of this his 
proverbs, something in the style of Epictetus, are a proof. He was methodical 
and regular in the management of his estates ; this is certain from the number of 
deeds and documents relating to his property copied by him, and he often states 
such muniments are to be found in boxes numbered. Many of these were of value 
solely from theii antiquity, and amongst other things he had relish enough for 
them to prove a certain degree of antiquarian taste. His strong religious feelings 
and deep interest in his children are exhibited in the following passage respecting 
such of them as were then born : — 

" All the wch. beinge to the number of thre sonnes & fowr daughters were 
this xiiii* of October A° 1579 by gods mercifull sufferans alive and in good 
helthe, whom also I most humblye beseeche to bless them with his holy spirite 
that they may growe upp true & lively membres of his churche and that throughe 
the whole course of this life they may with their godly conversation and con- 
stant christian profession so glorifye thy holy name in this worlde that thou 
vouchsafe for the mercifull promise in Jesus Christ to glorifye them in the 
worlde of thy kingdom wch. never shall have end. Amen.*' 

Although possessed of a considerable estate, Henry Gumay found in difficult 
to struggle on with his very large family, which he describes in one of his short 
poems : — 

By wanting welth sufficiently 

for children to provide, 
& hearing matters in my powr 

well to adjudge & guide. 
My God of grace & world of right 

I hope will me excuse, 
though almoise or yet equitie 

but slenderly I use. 
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to both of which Lord thou knowst 

my hart is most inclined, 
if thou therto hadst given the means, 

as thou hast given the minde. 
thy wisdom thus preventing will 

to do that good it would, 
thy grace will aid me as I trust 

to shunn all ill I should. 

I gather from this that his deafness prevented his administering '^ equitie ** by 
acting as a justice of the peace or in other public vocations. 

He sold some of his property ; for instance, the manor of Irstead and its ap- 
purtenances on 24th September, 1584, to Thomas Gleane, alderman of Nor- 
wich ; also the manor of Hingham Gurney*s, one of the most ancient of his 
possessions ; but, on the other hand, he purchased the manor and estate of Harp- 
ham, also the advowson of West Barsham. The former of these, however, he 
re-sold to Richard Hovel, Esq., in 1610. The list of his debts in 1580 and 
1581 proves that his prudence prevented his contracting any engagements of 
serious amount. It is as follows : —

The following account is for sums of money paid under the will of his grand-

though it is probable that he was, from his acquirements. His antipathy to 
Roman Catholicism may have arisen in part from his mother's second marriage 
with one of the Jernegans, or Jeminghams, who, as is well known, did not &vour 
the Reformation.

He left a legacy worthy of being imitated, viz., £10 to remain in the hands of 
the churchwardens of Great Ellingham, to be lent to necessitous persons in the 
parish, as a stock for ever, no one person to have a loan of more than 
twenty shillings, and interest to be paid. He probably kept up the honours 
of a good old English gentleman in his mode of life. Thus he mentions in his 
will his " bason and ewer of silver" and his *' chaynn of gould" which he be- 
queaths to his eldest son Thomas ; and in the list of his debts is a sum due for 
liveries. Many guests appear to have frequented his house^ but this was done 
in a very primitive way. In the account of repairs at Great Ellingham mention 
is made of the " little house on the other side of the moate then used for the 
cheefest geast chamber wherein Sir Christ' Heydon & his ladie did often lie." 
This building still exists, but the part of the moat near it has been filled up. 
He lived wholly at Great Ellingham, and does not appear to have had a house 
at Norwich, — his grandfather, Anthony Gumey, having sold the old family 
mansion there in St. Julian's parish called Gumey's place. Nevertheless, his 
eldest daughter, Elizabeth, was born at the parish of St. Martin at Palace, in 
Norwich, in 1573; and in 1583 his daughter Margaret died at Great Elling- 
ham, " we lying then at Norwich." He let West Barsham to his brother-in-law, 
Thomas Goldinge, who had married his sister Elizabeth ; and afterwards to her 
second husband, Leonard Dodington. He was left a widower, but it does not 
transpire in what year ; but in the testamentary paper given at page 456, and 
dated 1614, he directs to be buried in the parish church of Great Ellingham, in 
the north aisle, next his wife. There are many receipts for different complaints 
in the MS. ; several for deafness, with which he states himself to have been 
afflicted, — thus : — » 

" Sent by Hir Ma^ to y* L. North who was taken stone deaf so as he could 
not heare by no meanes any speech — ^given me by Mr. Arkenstall of Hadman 
in y* lie of Ely gentn. where to y* late lord North & now attendant of my L.

Henry Gumay, died 23rd February, 1616, (0. S.) aged 67. I have stated 
erroneously at p. 466, that he lived until he was seventy-five years old. 
I was led into this mistake fix)m supposing the year of his death had been 
that in which administration was granted to Anthony Gumey, his fifth son, on a 
testamentary paper, viz., in 1623, (see page 456,) nearly eight years after his 
death ; this paper is not signed nor any executors named. I cannot account for 
the delay in its being proved. He wrote his own epitaph, but whether it was 
ever placed on his tomb is doubtftil ; it was as follows : —

He married Martha, daughter of Edward Lewknor, 
Esq., of Denham» in Suffolk, and I find the following poem, by Henry Gumay,

Henry Gumay directs that he should be buried in the north aisle of Great 
EUingham church, next his wife. No moniunent of any of the Gumeys exists 
there at present (1866), or inscription respecting them, unless covered over by 
modem seats and pews. There are, however, slabs to the memory of the &mily 
of Potts, baronets, who eventually inherited the Great EUingham estate from 
them.

804 SUPPLEMENT TO THE HEOOBD 

The present proprietor, Mr. Barnard, recollects the entraaoe-hall, with a hage 
fire-place and grate. It was not above nine feet high, with cross beams, which 
remain, and in it was the original oak atair-case, still existing. 




A back passage led to the parlour, which was a large lofty room, now half pulled 
down. It had a wooden pillar in the middle of it. There are many dark rooms 
ill the attic story, now blocked up. 

Outside the moat, the building called the guest chamber is very apparent, 
now a stable. The barn and mill house exist as mentioned in the manuscript ; 
the bam all of fine oak timber, thatched, in perfect preservation, with clay walls. 
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In the house is still a portrait of Sir Roger Potts, Bart., who was a descendant 
of the Gunieys, and knight of the shire for Norfolk.

A library of nearly a hundred volumes, in the possession of a coimtry gentle- 
man at the close of the sixteenth century, when two or three books laid in the 
hall window usually satisfied the family predilection for literature, must have 
been very uncommon. This collection was indeed what we should now call a 
very small one, but it was made with judgment and taste, and was doubtless 
very useful at the time it was formed. There were four editions of the Bible, 
two in English and two in Latin j in English there was the " Great Bible " of 
1 562, then recently printed in folio, and another probably of a smaller size ; and 
there was what he calls the "Bible great in la. of hent. edition j*" for fient. 
we should read Vent, meaning Venetiae j editions of the Vulgate bible were 
printed at Venice in 1481, 1484 and 1487 severally. The " Vatab. editio."

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is clearly the Biblia sacra Vatabli^ printed by Bobert Stephens at Paris, in 1545, 
and a second edition the following year. Vatablus was an eminent Hebrew and 
Greek scholar of the period, bom in Picardy. There were also five editions of the 
New Testament, two in English, two in Latin, and one in French. One of his 
English Testaments wa&i that in quarto, with Beza's notes ; the rest we cannot 
determine from the list. 

Controversial divinity and law were the &vourite studies of our ancestors at 
the period when Henry *Gumay formed his collection of books, and there was 
accordingly a great preponderance of works on these subjects in the library at 
Great Ellingham. In the former were works of some of the puritan divines, as 
well as of the defenders of episcopacy, and in the latter were abridgements of 
the statutes, decretals, and works of Linwood, Lyttelton, and others. 

There were also works of the fiatthers, chronicles, voyages, biography, and 
various writings against popery j but very little poetry, which, considering 
the predilection of Henry Gurnay for versification, is rather remarkable. 
He had, however, Barclay's Stultifera Navis and Sydney's Book of English 
Poetry. 

Some of his theological works were given by Henry Gurnay to his son Ed- 
mund (" give Ed." " to Ed.") as he was brought up to the church j others are 
mentioned as having been lent to various friends, and others as being at West 
Barsham. 

There are many documents in Henry Gumay's Register, which, being less 
personal to himself, I print in the following note. No. 160 j also, some of his 
poems and proverbs ; but the following poem I insert here, as it explains how 
he first began versifying.

In the Patent Roll 14 Elizabeth (1571) part 10, membrane 43, is a grant 
to Henry Gumey, under age at the time, and therefore of an earlier date, of an 
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annuity to him through the Court of Wards, and the right of free marriage.

In the year 1588, Henry Gurnay sold the manor of Hingham Gurneys, pro- 
bably the most ancient possession of his family. This appears by two deeds of 
sale now amongst family papers, at Keswick, apparently duplicates; one in 
Latin, the other in English, the former containing by much the fullest particulars. 
The manor was sold to Paul Gooch, of Harpham (of whom Henry Gumey 
bought the manor of Harpham in the same year), for £800. The following is 
an abstract of these deeds of sale : — 

This Indenture, made the 10^ of Deer. 30*** Elizabeth (1588), witnesseth that 
Henry Gurney of Great EUingham, for and in consideration of the sum of £800, 
hath sold to Paul Gooche, of Harpham, all the manor of Gurnay's in Hingham 
mth the appurtenances, and the tenement commonly called Crosses with its ap- 
purtenances, in Hingham, Great EUingham and Rising, and all the messuages, 
tenements, cottages, &c. — with all the rents, suits, services, courts, &c., whatsoever 
to the said manor and tenements belonging. And also the said Henry Gurnay 
for the consideration aforesaid hath sold unto the said Paul Gooche all patents, 
charters, court rolls, extents, rentals, books of survey, deeds, evidences, muni- 
ments and writings conceming the said manors and tenements, — all which the 
said Henry Gurnay covenants to deliver to the said Paul Gooche undefaced and 
uncancelled on this side and before the feast day of the nativity of our Lord next 
coming after the date hereof. In witness whereof either of the said parties to 
this present Indenture their hands and seals interchangeably have put, the day 
and year above written. 
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The Latin deed is dated at Hingham, nine days posterior to the above, and 
gives the abuttals of the several pieces conveyed, containing together by estima- 
tion 123 acres. 

In the Patent Roll 7 James I. is a licence to Henry Gumey to sell to Richard 
Hovell, Junr., Esq'., the manor of Harpham with its appurtenances, &c. — the fol- 
lowing is an abstract : — 

By letters patent dated at Westminster 1st Deer. 7 James 1. (1610) licence 
is granted to Henry Gurney, Esqr., to sell to Richard Hovell, Junr., Esqr., for the 
need and use of the said Richard, his heirs and assigns for ever, the manor of 
Harpham with its appurtenances and 4 messuages, 4 cottages, 1 wind mill, 8 
gardens, 6 orchards, 200 acres of arable land, 6 of meadow, 100 of pasture^ 
4 of wood, 200 of furze and heath, and 50 shillings rental, with their appur- 
tenances in Harpbam, Attleborough and Snetterton ; as also liberty of fold with 
its appurtenances in Harpham ; and the advowson of the church in the same 
place ; all which were held of the King in capite.

The previous note 149 contains extracts from Henry Gurnay*s Register more 
immediately relating to himself; those I now give are of a less personal charac- 
ter, and on various subjects. 



Fuller, in his Worthies, states the inhabitants of Norfolk were much given to 
litigation. Henry Gumay does not seem to have been clear of this : — 

Stiles londes. 

** Notes out of a booke wr3^ten with the hand of ould James Style about the 
yere of our Lord 1550 of such londes as he held free or by copye of the Mannor 
of Elingham. 

Memorandum that these notes were taken out only of one syde of the booke 
the rest of the leaves beinge sealed upp by James the son when he deliuered the

cross at gatisendweye at th^assyses 1678. 

Howlett agreed with me & therfor 3^* suit seased he gave me a marke towardes 
my charges," 

It does not appear from the particulars given of these lands in what manner 
the standing of the cross depended upon them. Perhaps this was in some way a 
religious dispute. 

The account of estrays at Ellingham is curious. It must be remembered that 
Norfolk was then an open sheep walk, with only a small proportion of land un- 
der cultivation, so that the cattle and stock straying must have been numerous, 
and the possession of the estrays a manorial right of some importance. 

Estrays of valuable animals belonged to the king, as lord paramount of the 
soil, or to the lord of the manor by special grant from the crown. The estrays 
must be proclaimed in the church and two market towns next adjoining where 
they are found, and, after proclamation a year and a day past, belong to the king 
or his grantee. — See Blackstone, book I., ch. 8, xv. — Witnesses to all this were 
necessary. 

" Streyes taken at Elingham magna & Inioyed by the lord as nere as I can call 
to remembrance at this 8 Deceb, A^ El. 39. none of them or very few as I think 
recorded in the court throughe my follye in not rem*bring them yet most of them 
prised by the Inhabitants as in my yerly new books may be found.

to the stallond from whence he was brought to the pound & Inioyed as a strey 
by me about a dozen yeares after.

A Black nag or browne brought the ponde about ambling very well shaped & 
buttocky but very slowe and dull Inioyed about a dozen yeares taken about A** 
Dni. 1680. Witnesses, Huet, Jno. Jenke. Ed. Gaskeyn, Rich Butler. 

A graye or geldyng that kild himself with his shackles striving to leape a dyke 
at the lay close about A"" 1583. Witnesses as before after Inioying ii or iii 
yeares. 
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An other graye nagg or guildyng which had a kynd of horn growyng out of 
his hoofe behinde Inioyed about ii yeares then stoUi from the lay close. 

A little Gray nagg brought in by Jno. Jenken of the co'mon w"* being yeares 
& more I sould to my brother Atkins* for 40*. w** was stolne fro. him at 
Artham. 

A dark grey brought in by Rich. Butler about A** 1593 & w** I now Inioye 
& is Imployed chiefely at Hargha. called the child horse. 

A sow w^ certeyne piggs of on supposed to be of Attleborough & ran away 
about A° 1587, 

Shottesf vi brought in about hallowtyd fro. the stoUen by Phill Tumor A** 
1694 the same yeare the great snow fell on the first daye of the springe w"** I 
inioyed. 

Sheepe haf a dozen at one tyme of wethers suspectet to be stolne. 

Divers others in other yeares by on or two w** I rem*"' not, but p'haps are noted 
in my yeare bookes vntill as yet I do Inioy all strayes that happen without gain- 
sayng of Tenants or cleyme by any other.'* 



The following passages from the court rolls of Great EUingham shew, in the 
first place, that the tenants were fineable for non-performance of work done for 
the lord, a certain number of days* work being due to him ; and, in the second 
place, that poaching existed in the reign of Edward III. Here we have John 
Cosyn catching a hare, and Agnes Harvey and Matilda de Carbonel, accom- 
panied amongst others by John Path, Rector of All Saints, catching rabbits 
where they had no right. The fine or punishment is not recorded.

I have described (page 418) Gumey's place in Conisford-street, in St. Julian's 
parish, at Norwich. How long this old mansion had been in the family does 
not appear, but probably for some generations. It seems likely Edmund Gur- 
nay, who was standing council to the city of Norwich, temp. Ed. III., lived in it, 
but Thomas Gumey II. had his Norwich house in St. Gregory's parish, and 
William Gumey IV. in Pockthorpe. Mr. Norris states Gumey's place was sold 
to the Gawdys after the death of Anthony Gumey, but it appears he sold it him- 
self in the year 1548, and with it his lease of a meadow belonging to the Cathe- 
dral, for £140. This shows the value of a large town residence at that time.

Henry Gumay let West Barsham to his brother-in-law, Thomas Golding, 
probably with the domain lands. This accounts for his sending him the book 
of particulars of the estate.

At page 3121 give a copy of a fine respecting half a knighfs fee at Harpley, 
dated 30th Henry 11. (1184), on Wednesday before the feast of St. Luke (18th 
October), between Matthew de Gumaye and Rose his wife and Philip de Bum- 
ham. Henry Gumaye gives a full copy of this fine, and adds ; — 

" this fine is extant in parchment as yt was taken out of the court in these 
dayes & lyeth w**" the deeds copied in the page insuinge. box 18.** 

This shows how carefully he preserved the original deeds he possessed^ as do 
also his copies of early charters.

Gumay his heyres or assignes yerely for every yere during all the sayd terme 
of thirty yeres for y* forme of the saide five peces of londe & pasture seven bas- 
kets of good well feyedf sufficientlye chapmanable barleye at the scy te of y* 
chife mansyon howse or manor place of y" manor of Great Ellingham wherein 
y* said Hen. now dwelleth at or in y* daye of y* feast of the anuntiatio. of our 
lady yerely,*' &c., &c., &c. 

Here we have a parish rate, for several puiposes. Marshalsea money was the 
county rate, so called, it is supposed, as being partly applied for the relief of 
prisoners in the Marshalsea or King's Bench and other prisons. — See Forby's 
Vocabulary of East Anglia.

Although there is no date of the year in this letter, it seems written by Richard 
Duke of York, father of Edward IV., and son of Richard Earl of Cambridge by 
Anne Mortimer, daughter of Roger Earl of March, who, as the descendant of 
Lionel Duke of Clarence, third son of Edward IIL, had a superior claim to the 
crown to that of the house of Lancaster. Fotheringay Castle was given by Ed- 
ward III. to his fifth son, Edmund of Langley Duke of York, whose descendants 
possessed it for some generations. Richard Duke of York was killed at the 
battle of Wakefield, in 1460, and buried at Fotheringay. There is no parish 
named Gaysthwayte in Norfolk, and I do not discover what lands the Duke of 
York held in our county. The letter must have been written after the year 1420, 
when he was restored in blood, and probably to Thomas Goumey I., who was 
clearly a Yorkist. The house of York had many partizans in Norfolk. Sir 
Henry Heydon, of Baconsthorpe, was steward of the house to Cecilia Duchess 
of York, widow of this Richard Duke of York, and daughter of Ralph Neville 
Earl of Westmoreland. In the next generation, Anthony Widville, second Earl 
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Rivers, brother to Edward IV/s Queen Elizabeth Widville, married Elizabeth, 
daughter and heir of Thomas Lord Scales, of Middleton, in Norfolk ; and Ed- 
ward IV. himself, during his adverse circumstances in 1470, took shipping for 
Holland at Lynn, — ^it may be supposed from the interest he had in the neigh- 
bouring district through the family of Scales. 

Ico'mend me vntoyou & for the great kind- 
nes that I have founde in you & specially in my necessytye I in most harty 
wise thank you prayinge you of p*seuerance & require you to take it to none 
vnkindenes nor displeasure that your daye is not kept w* is right greatly against 
my will but the de&ut therof is for the non payme't of such money as the plea- 
sure of y* kinges highnes were not, I longe or this should have had in this coun- 
trye by reason of his assigneme't.

Thomas Earl of Surrey, the writer of this letter, was son of John Howard, 
first Duke of Norfolk of the Howard femily, slain at Bosworth field in 1485. 
Thomas Earl of Surrey was so created in the life time of his father in 1483. 
He was at the battle of Bosworth, and attainted by Henry VII. in 1486, and 
imprisoned in the tower of London ; but afterwards received into favour by that 
king, restored to the earldom of Surrey in 1489, and created Duke of Norfolk by 
Henry VIII. in 1 5 1 4, ob. 1 624, and was buried at Thetford, in the priory church there. 
Shireshotten Castle I think a miswriting for Sherry or Sherriff Hutton or Hoton 
Castle, in Yorkshire. This letter was written to William Gumey IV., who 
married Ann Calthorpe, and was of council to the Duke of Norfolk, and 
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escheator for Norfolk. The Earl of Surrey owed him money, as appears by the 
letter, which he was unable to pay when due. Whether the term cousin used 
in the letter implied a relationship, or was only used as a matter of courtesy, I 
do not discover. Very possibly some relationship existed between the Earl and 
William Gumey. The Gumeys were certainly amongst the dependants of the 
house of Howard.

Right welbeloved I comende me unto you. ffor as much as it is shewed unto 
me in y* behalfe of your Brother Jho.

John de Vere, tliirteenth Earl of Oxford of that ancient family, was attainted 
in 1476, but restored to his honours by Henry VII. in 1486, obtained a confir- 
mation of the office of Great Chamberlain in 1509, Lord High Admiral and 
K.G., died 1514. This nobleman was a strong partizan of the house of Lancas- 
ter, and gave a sumptuous entertainment to Henry VII. at his castle of Hed- 
ingham, in Essex. The great family of De Vere gave twenty Earls of Oxford 
in succession. It became extinct in 1 702. This Earl John writing in a way 
so authoritative to William Gumay (IV.) may have arisen from his having 
custody during his minority of the lands and person of William Viscount 
Beaumont, under whom the Gourneys held fiefs. Viscount Beaumont being 
descended from the Bardolfs and the elder line of the Gourneys. It appears. 
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also, that William Gurney V. and Thomas Sefoul had a grant from this 
John Earl of Oxford of the custody of the lands of Roger Wode, of 
East Barsham (see page 407), so that some connexion existed between them. 
In the will of Thomas Goumay II., fether of this William, (page 396), 
to whom the letter is addressed this annuity to John Gumay, also to 
Edmund Gumay, his son, is mentioned as having been given by the testator by 
deed. In the same will, half the furniture and jewels are left to William Gur- 
nay at the death of his mother, if he conducts himself dutifully to her and 
maintains the grant made to his brother ; so that Thomas Gumay seems to have 
anticipated that his son William would endeavour to avoid paying the annuity, 
as it appears he did. 

" Right worshippfuU I hertely comend me on to you advertisinge you that my 
brethre. with mature deliberatio. porposinge to doe your mastershipp pleasure 
be content that y* have two felles of y* carr in Netisherde within your lease of 
plyeres in stead of to hundred woode that they had graunted to you yerlye for 
the said yeres for y* w"^ yeres they graunt you also the advocatio. of y* vicarege 
of Netesyarde as oft as it shall be vacant after these p'sentatio. lately promised 
to one Sr. Hamonde Chaunte to whome if promise were not made both I and 
theye would gladly have done you pleasure at this tyme in that behalf as know- 
eth god whoe ev' p'serve your good mastershipp at St. Benetes the xxiiij daye 
of October..

small pleasures then meane men will in our dayes be for great pleasures to them 
that be but in degre next them selves.*' 

William Repps, alias Rugge, the writer of this letter, was son of William 
Rugge, of North Repps, Norfolk ; he was fellow of Gonville Hall, Cambridge, and 
appointed abbot of St. Bennet of Hulme in 1630. Six years after he was pro* 
moted to the see of Norwich, and exchanged the temporalities of the bishopric 
with Henry VUI. for those of the abbey, or rather, as it appears, for part only of 
the abbey lands, retaining, however, the palace at Norwich. He and his monks, 
twenty-one in number, subscribed to the king's supremacy in 1634. William 
Repps was either deprived of his bishopric or resigned it before his deaths which 
occurred in 1660. He was buried in Norwich cathedral.

not rightly informed of their sinnes & besides the bishops alowa^s must be had 
w* might also be uncerteine & yet if all were obteined what benifit hath y* 
p'uiders hereof for all their charge more then all y* cristien soules w**" have as 

much relife herof as they so as it ministreth 

folowe that 

either p*dons ar nothing or not iustly distributed." 

These pardons, as is well known, were very conmion during the middle ages, 
and were one great means of revenue to the court of Bome. The pardoners 
were the sellers of these indulgences. Chaucer thus describes the pardoner in 
the Canterbury Tales : — 

'^ He had a cross of Latine full of stones 
And in a glass he had pigge's bones ; 
But with these relikes, when that he fond 
A poore parsone dwelling in uplond.

Upon a day he gat him more money 
Than that parsone gat in months twey, 
And thus with fained flattering and japes. 
He made the parsone and people his apes. 
But truly to tellen at the last 
He was in church a noble ecclesiast." 

I suspect these lines of Chaucer apply to the case before us, and that this 
pardon was obtained by John de Gurnay H., rector and patron of Harpley (see 
page 342), who was such in the year 1300, for himself and his sister Matildis, 
whilst they lived and after death, " dum vixerunt (qu. vixerint) et animabus 
eorum post obitum ;" and for the souls of John de Goumay and Margery his 
wife, whom I take to be John de Gournay I. and his wife, father and mother of 
John de Gurnay, rector and patron ; and for the souls of William de Gurnay 
and Katherine his wife (morons being erroneously written for wororis), being 
William de Goumay H., who married Katherine, and was grandfather of John 
de Gurnay II., rector and patron of Harpley, who, in short, probably purchased 
this pardon for himself and his sister, and for the souls of his father and mother, 
and of his grandfather and grandmother. This great abuse of indulgences and 
Martin Luther's resistance to them brought about, as we all remember, the great 
Reformation in the 15th and 16th centuries. 

Of the prelates at the head of the document, I conjecture "adenulphus consanus 
archiepiscopus " may be archbishop of Cozenza in Apulia ; the others may be 
titular bishops in partibus. The last named, " Jacobus Calcedonius episcopus,*^ 
certainly is. I do not discover of what places the other prelates were bishops, 
whether real or titular. 

Boniface VIII., during whose papacy this pardon was granted, was Benedict 
Caietan, bom at Anagni. He occupied the papal chair from 1295 to 1303, and 
was a man of considerable ability, but during his whole reign in troubled waters, 
both at home and abroad.

The above has reference to John de Goumey I., and is mentioned at page 
329. I have thought it worth the while to get an office copy of this plea, as it 
is of much interest, both from its antiquity and contents, and in some measure 
gives the particulars of a trial by combat.

This Thomas Gumay, brother of Henry, married a daughter of Beams, by 
Aylsham, (page 458,) probably of Overstrand. By this it seems she was a widow, 
and Matthew Pratt, her son by her first husband. Thomas Gumay's daughter 
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Elizabeth was bom in St. Edmund's parish, Norwich, UthJune, 1091 (page 
837). He himself was buried at EUingham, August, 1593 (page 890). 

The &mily of Reams of Overstrand was of great antiquity (see their pedigree 
in Norris MSS.), and, according to Blomeiield in Tasbui|;h, were anciently 
called Oe Ramis. Rainthorpe or Ramisthorpe is a manor so designated from 
them, in Florden and Tasburgh. This femily came to England at the conquest, 
and had the honour of the barony of Raines or Reynes, consisting of 10 knight's 
fees, in Essex. They bore sable a chevron between three Uons rampant aigent 
— Blomefield in Overstrand. 




See also Morant's Essex, vol. II., p. 403, for an account of this family, which 
appears to have taken its name from Rayne or Little Rayne, in Essex. Other 
authorities say from Rennes, in Britanny, but that seems hardly probable. 

Their ancestor, Roger de Bamis, held lands in capite in Essex and Norfolk.

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Manners, Earl of Rutland, and the three last Barons are not included in the 
parliamentary summons, 39th of Elizabeth, 1597. The Earl of Rutland was 
abroad at the time, and Lord Vaux a minor. The reason why Lord Wentworth 
and liOrd Saye & Sele were not summoned does not appear. It is to be ob- 
served in Henry Gumay's analysis of the house of peers, that there is no Duke. 
The dukedom of Norfolk was under attainder since 1572, when Thomas Howard, 
4th Duke of that name, was executed ; and the dukedom of Somerset was in like 
manner under attainder since the execution of the Lord Protector in 1552; 
these two were the only ones then existing. Of these eighty-six peers, twenty- 
six, or more than one quarter, were spiritual peers, and before the Reformation, 
when the mitred abbots sat in the house of peers, the proportion of ecclesiastics 
was considerably more. The numerous creation of lay peers since 1596, has in- 
deed wholly altered the ancient proportion of spiritual and temporal members 
of the upper house.

Mortimer and Fitzralf. 
I must refer to note 143, page 862, where the memorandum here given is 
mentioned. It shews the line of descent of the Gumeys from the Fitzralfs, and 
that according to modem ideas of heraldry, they ought not to have quartered the 
arms of Fitzralf or Mortimer; but it appears that anciently quartering of arms 
was the representation of estates in possession, inherited, whether by heiresses or 
not ; and I doubt whether younger sons, not in possession of such estates, had 
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originally the heraldic right of quartering the arms. The memorandum itself is 
a good specimen of English writing at the end of the fifteenth century. 

Mortimers Petigree as by an auncient p'sident in p'chment vnder scale ap- 
peareth (written in the same manner of English as hath the p'sident. — ) 

The descent of Mortimer of Attleborough from Sir William de Mortimer, 1296, 
to the children of Sir Thomas Mortimer who died in 1406, is first given j — these

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It seems likely that some of the Gournays remained in Nonnandy after Philip 
Augustus conquered it, and it was separated from England. The following 
charter of Walter de Goumay, confirming the grant of Richard, his £sither, son 
of Gwarin (de Goumay) of half the church and tithe of Verneuil, and the pre- 
sentation to that of Puisaye, to the abbey of Jumieges, was formerly sent me by 
M. Achille Deville, at that time residing at Rouen, the historian of Chateau 
Gaillard, and author of other standard works. The date of this charter is 1207. 
Verneuil is at no great distance from the ancient fief of the Gournays at Ecouchfe.

* Shack, — ^the right of pasturage over other men^s lands in the winter months, chiefly preyalent in Nor- 
folk and Suffolk. Lands uable to shack are called "half-year lands,*' b^g common naif the year and 
private the rest. This still contmues in many parishes where there has been no indosure of commons. 
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This singular poem on our own county contains much curious matter. In 
stanza 5, the statement that the produce of wheat in Norfolk was ten coombs an 
acre is worthy of observation. Either the coomb or the acre is different in mea- 
sure to what it now is, or it could only apply to the richest portions of land, 
where sheep had been folded, or much manure used; perhaps the explanation 
is that the land was sown with wheat at rare intervals, say ten years apart. 
Wheaten bread was not the food of the masses at that period, but oaten bread 
or rye bread, so that the breadth of wheat cultivation was small. Two horses and 
one boy to plough and till the ten acres seems a large allowance considering the 
slovenly methods of agriculture at that time. 

One third of Norfolk being common land (stanza 13) was undoubtedly a 
great evil, and Henry Gumay's arguments against such a system are sound. I 
presume the right of commonage became limited to certain houses in parishes, 
after his time, — new comers not being allowed to interfere with the old common 
right owners. The introduction of turnips and other green crops in the winter 
renders the system of half year lands incompatible with modern agriculture. 

Fuller in his Worthies notices the tendency in the inhabitants of Norfolk to 
go to law. — " Such the skill of our common people hereof in our conmion law — 
if I must go to law, I wish them rather of my counsel than my adversaries," — 
but this peculiarity seems gone by.

The initials in the first stanza of those gentlemen in Norfolk who could afford 
to spend £1000 a year, I conjecture to mean Bacon, Coke, Calthorpe, Drury, 
Gawdy, Grey (De Grey), Jerningham, Kerville, Knyvett, Lestrange, Paston, Pettus, 
Spelman and Townshend. I should not have thought with Henry Gumay, that 
the proportion of wealthy gentry and yeomanry either in his day or at the pre- 
sent was small as compared to other counties.

This poem on England is interesting, as shewing the feeling of as English 
country gentleman on the public affairs of the country at the time. The ob- 
servations in stanzas 7 and 8, as to the several classes imitating the appearance 
and habits of those above them, have been made at all periods, and it is to be 
inferred, apply to human nature generally ; but they are curiously pourtrayed 
in these verses. The great advance in prosperity and civilization in the reign 
of Elizabeth is well described by Henry Gumay, and in very great measure, 
may be attributed to the vigour and wisdom of her government. 

The more we reflect upon the responsibilities of her mission in the world, the 
more we must be impressed with Queen Elizabeth's capacity, and with the &ct 
of her having been a most important instrument in the hands of Providence* 
The internal peace which prevailed in her reign is remarkable, and the security 
of the husbandmen (stanza 14) and of all classes which resulted, created a large 
accumulation of national wealth, which, whilst it increased the prices of com- 
modities (stanza 12) fourfold, increased in a still larger proportion the power of 
purchase (stanza 13), the precious metals abounding, and plate and jewels five- 
fold what they had been heretofore (stanzas 13 and 15). So that, although 
taxation waj» heavier in amount, it wa^s lighter as a grievance (stanzas 16, 17, 
and 18). 
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The discovery of America, abont a century before, and of the passage to India, 
by the Cape of Good Hope, were events which brought with them a vast change, 
and to the nations of commercial enterprize great wealth eventually. They 
must be considered as amongst the most striking occurrences in the history of 
the human race. It is indeed a wonderful subject of contemplation that the dis- 
covery of the precious metals in America, and in our own times in Australia 
and California, should, in each instance, have been cotemporaneous with a large 
expansion in the circumstances and pursuits of the human &mily. 



There are many rent rolls, leases, court rolls and other documents copied in 
Hemry Gurnay's register, principally of the three manors of Hingham Gumey*s, 
West Barsham and Great EUingham, also of Irstead. The rent rolls of Hing- 
ham Gumey's are of much interest, from their great antiquity. The earliest are 
those of Edmund Gumay, who lived in the reign of Edward IH. and Richard IL 
(p. 367 of our Record) ; of Thomas Gournay I., 15th Henry VI. (1436) ; of 
WiUiam Gurnay IV., his son, 1st Richard HI. (1483) and 6th Henry VII. 
(1490); of Anthony Gumey, 33rd Henry VIII. (1541), also 2nd and 3rd of 
Philip and Mary (1555), and of the years 1573, 1578 and 1580. I give short 
extracts of some of these.

By these documents it seems that the manor of Irstead was about a century in 
the possession of the Gumeys, having been the portion of Ann Heydon, who 
married Willicun Gurney V., which marriage took place about the year 1484 ; 
and Henry Gurnay sold it to Thomas Gleane in 1679. It had been leased to 
Christopher SeyVe, who married Ela Gurney, aunt to Henry. 

It is to be observed that under the feudal system the lords of manors held 
their demesne lands in fee, and let them to farm tenants for money rents, rents 
in kind, or services, as might be agreed upon 3 frequently by leases obtained by 
a fine ; but generally retaining a large proportion of the demesne lands in their 
own hands, the produce of which they themselves consumed or sold, as occasion 
required. 

Other lands held of them by free tenants (liberi), by nativi* or villeins 
(villani), were such as were subject to customary fines, payments or services, 
which did not alter. These have become in modern times quit rents and fines 
certain; the arbitrary fines being liable to change. The villein tenure is sup- 
posed to have originated the copyhold tenure, which was by copy of court roll 
in the lord's manor. A very large proportion of the land was, however, lord's 
waste or common. Over this at remote periods the lords granted rights of com- 
monage, which became vested eventually in certain houses of each village, the

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lord reserving the right of sheep walk, — the sheep and the wool being perh^cps 
the principal sources of revenue in those early times. At a later period part of 
the common lands was cultivated, which created what are called "half-year 
lands," which are arable lands, over which in the winter months the commolb- 
right owners had the right of feeding their stock. Henry Gumay mentions that 
in his day one-third of the whole county of Norfolk was waste or common. 

Of the payments in kind occurring in these early rent rolls of the time of Ed- 
ward III., a hen or capon, or a pair of gloves, occurs ; and a day's work or days' 
works in autumn, the time of ploughing and cleaning the soil. For one acre, 
three bushels of barley was the rent ; for four acres, two quarters of barley ; for 
three acres, one quarter four bushels of barley j rent of a cottage, twopence and 
a day's work in autumn. The money rents are strangely low : 4d. an acre for 
a year's rent of arable land ; but a meadow at Hingham, called the Wromeadow^ 
of eight acres, let for fourteen shillings a year, or 2 Id. an acre. Pasture land 
inclosed produced a higher rent, from its rarity and the value of the hay, the 
commons being the chief source to be relied upon for grazing cattle and sheep. 
The valuation of Anthony Gurney's manors (from the year 1556 to 1569 inclu-' 
sive), given at pages 972-4, seems extraordinarily low, and can only be the 
account of demesne lands let to tenants, exclusive of those in his own hands, and 
exclusive of payments in kind and services ; at least, I can only so account for 
the small amount. I presume the variation in the rents from year to year must 
be attributed to irregularity of payment. 

Whitaker, in his history of Craven, page 71, says that in the 22nd year of 
Elizabeth (1579), the Earl of Cumberland gave a lease of a messuage and two 
oxgangs of land for three lives for a rent of 13s. 4d. and a fine of £10, which 
would make the rent rather more than a shilling an acre. He adds that at that 
time the lords did not receive more than an eighth part of the annual value of 
their estates in money, and that the extreme lowness of rents was a principal in- 
ducement with the lords of manors to retain so much demesne land in their own 
hands. These same lands in question, in Dr. Whitaker's time, were let for 40s. 
an acre. He considers one main cause of the influence of the great nobles in 
the 16th century arose from the low rents and short leases, and the same obser- 
vation would apply in a minor degree to the gentry. 

In the 4th chapter of Sir John CuUum's History and Antiquities of Hawsted 
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aie many interestmg particulars of the value and cultivation of land from the 
nth to the 18th century. I copy that part that relates to Anthony Gumey's 
time: — 

Page 229.1 — "In the reign of Henry VIII. (the year not specified), 31 J acres 
€f arable land were let for 1/ an acre, and 34^ acres of arable land and 4^ acres 
of meadow for 42/, which is 1/an acre for the arable and 20d. for the meadow. 

" In 1636, 4 acres of arable land were let for 4/ a year; 7 acres for 8/; and 
25 acres for 20/. 

"In 1546, 2 acres 3 roods of meadow were let for 14/ a year ; half an acre of 
Vieadow for 2/6 ; 3 acres of pasture for 4/; and 2 acres of arable land for 2/. 

** In 1672, 39 acres, consisting of * londe (i.e., arable land), meadowe, and 
pasture,' were let for 21 years for £4 9/ a year, which is about 2/3 an acre. 

" In the same year, 14 acres 3 roods were let for 21 years for £2. 9. 2 a year, 
which is about 3/6 an acre ; also 4 acres for 4/. 

** In 1674 (page 232), 16 acres were let for 21 years hi 18/4 a year, which is 
less than 1/3 an acre. 

" In 1677, 21 acres in the ^ towne fylds and hamlets ' of Hawsted were let for 
21 years for £1. 11. 8 a year, which is about 1/6 an acre. 

*^ In 1589 (page 236), 24 acres were let for 11 years for 41/8 a year, nearly 
1/9 an acre. 

*^ By an inquisition taken at Bury, 24 Sept this year, it appears that 40 acrea 
of meadow and pasture, in this village (Hawsted), were worth £10 a year, which 
is 6/ an acre ; and that wheat was 8/ a comb, barley 6/8, and rye 6/." 

And lastly, from an extract given at page 237, it appears that 231 acres 3 roods 
were let for 3 years for £67. 13. 9 a year, which is nearly 6/ an acre j and 76 
acres 1 rood for £16 a year, which is above 4/3 an acre. Here the quantity of 
meadow land is not mentioned, which being generally of greater value than arable 
may account for the greater price per acre. 

At page 238, Sir J. CuUum observes : "Land, from the above statement of 
its rents, seems to have increased but little in its value during the long and 
prosperous reign of Elizabeth ; even the pastures of the Park, towards the close 
of it, had only reached the rent of meadows 200 years before.'*

It must be borne in mind, however, how very little money was then in circu- 
lation, and that what we call credit was at a very low ebb j both of which circum- 
stances would of course greatly affect the prices of produce, and so the value 
and rent of land. 

It is difficult, if not impossible, to ascertain the relative value of money in 
England at different periods. This arises partly from no good criterion being 
obtainable to form a basis of calculation. Wheat was not the food of the masses^ 
and it3 price, and that of all kinds of com varied, of course, with the quality of 
the harvests. Therefore, no sound inference can be made from the compaj^tive 
price of grain. Neither is there any other article either of produce or of daily 
use which is not subject to nearly as much variation in value j and this applies 
equally to the prices of agricultural stock and horses. The interest of money 
might be supposed to be a fair test j but here again the supply and demand of 
money at the particular moment regulate the rate, and the state of the exchanges 
with other countries has a main influence. Possibly the price of sheep and of 
wool might be the safest guide in an investigation of the value of money at 
different periods j but even this cannot be sufficiently accurate to be fully relied 
upon. 

In various works this interesting subject is noticed, and particularly in An-r 
derson's History of Commerce, where are tables of prices from the period of the 
Conquest to the present day. Nevertheless, no really satisfactory conclusion aa 
to the comparative value of money can be formed. 

As a rough calculation, if the clear value of Anthony Gumey's manors in the 
reign of Elizabeth was about JEIOO a year, according to the MS., and the rental 
at that time was about one shilling an acre, the same land would probably now 
let for thirty shillings an acre, and produce a rental of £3000 a year ; and if to 
this is added the land paying rent in kind, and the commons now inclosed, sucl) 
amount would be doubled ; but this may be too favourable a view pf the pasCt 
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Amongst other peculiar conceits of Henry Gumay, he composed rather more 
than a hundred proverbs in English verse, the majority of them translations of 
others in Latin ; most of which, I think, were nevertheless his own. Some of 
these proverbs have much merit and originality, and I have thought it worth 
while to insert them amongst the extracts from his register. At all events they 
are characteristic, although they may not entitle him tc:> be considered a modern 
Epictetus.

Helen Gurney, widow of Francis, remarried John Jemegan or Jemingham, 
Gent, 3rd January, 1659, at St. Mary's, Norwich.

16th September, 169L — See page 886.

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It is to be observed that Robert Holditch, the &ther-m-law of Francis Gumey, 
was steward to the Duke of Norfolk, which may account for members of the 
Duke*8 fiimily being sponsors for Mrs. Helen Gumey*s children, independent of 
any connexion which may have been with the Gumeys, who had been amongst 
the dependents of the house of Howard. In the " Memorials of the Howard 
family," by Mr. Howard of Corby, the ages of these spomors to Francis Gumey'a 
children are given, and it is remarkable how young they were when they under- 
took the office of godmother, — ^Lady Jane Howard being at the time only ten 
years old, and Lady Catherine only seven. Undoubtedly it must have been by 
proxy ; and I believe it was not uncommon for persons of high consideration to 
stand sponsors when they were themselves very young. The widowed Countess 
of Surrey was godmother to another of Francis Gumey's children, a year and a 
few months after her husband*s execution, although Anthony Gurney, the father 
of Francis, was still living, who had been foreman of the Grand Jury which 
found a true bill against the Earl of Surrey. The particulars are as follows : — 

Lady Jane Howard, bom 1537 or 1538, — godmother to Frances Gumey, De- 
cember, 1547. 

Lady Catherine Howard, bom probably 1541 or 1542, — ^godmother to Henry 
Gumey, January, 1548. 

Frances Vere, daughter of John 1 5th Earl of Oxford, married the Earl of Sur- 
rey, 1532, who was beheaded 1547, — ^godmother to Anthony Gumey (son of 
Francis), March, 1650. 

There is an unravelled mystery hanging over the trial and execution of the 
accomplished Thomas Howard Earl of Surrey. 



Note 152. — ^Anthony Gurnet and Susan Palgrave. (page 458.) 

They were married at Hempstead by Holt, in the county of Norfolk, as ap»- 
pears by the register there. — 1586. 

" Mr. Anthony Gumye & Susan Palgrave married y* 7th. of Apr.** 
I have said his daughter Elizabeth married ^^ Leedes^ a preacher ; " but thk 
does not, as I supposed, prove a puritanical tendency. The preachers were such 
of the clergy as were licensed to preach, the bishops being indisposed to give 
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these licenses in the early period of the Reformation. It is possible that the 
person here intended was William Leedes, minister and preacher of St. Mar- 
garet's church at Lynn, from the 1st of August, 1602, to the 3rd of November, 
1628. He was buried in St. Margaret's church, and had this inscription over 
him on a brass plate : — ^* Here lieth the Body of William Leeds, who was 
tninister and preacher in this church 26 years. He lived 80 years, and died 
November 3rd, 1628."

Note 163, — Elizabeth Gurnet, (page 468,) 

Elizabedi Gurney's first husband was Thomas Golding, Gent. She is said to 
have had Bendyshe of Bumstead, in Essex, for her second husband, but this is an 
error, for her second husband was Leonard Doddington, Gent. Both her first 
and second husbands lived at West Barsham, which they hired of her brother 
Henry Gumey, as also did she herself in her widowhood.

Frances and Ajine Gumey, her sisters, married, the former William Bendyshe 
of Bumstead, in Essex, and the latter Francis Bendyshe, his cousin.

Note 154. — The Family of Blennerhasset. (page 462.) 

The branch of this family which settled in Ireland received large grants of 
land from Queen Elizabeth, on the forfeiture of the Earl of Desmond's estates. 
Most of these they still possess. They have intermarried with many of the 
principal families in the county of Kerry j and were created baronets in the last 
century. — (Playfiedr's Family Antiquity, vol. VH., p. 897,) 

There were in England many offshoots from the parent stem in Westmore- 
land ; one of these was possessed of Ludham Hall, in Pettistree, in Suffolk, and 
held lands in Campsey Ash, where they gave the Communion plate in 1641. 

The Blennerhassets of Barsham, in Suffolk, were a junior line from those 
at Frenze, in Norfolk. They possessed Hasset's Hall, in Pockthorpe, near Nor- 
wich. 
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The above engraving of Haaset's Hall was taken from a picture of the old 
mansion in my possession. It stood on the site of the present hospitid of the 
modem barracks, in the part of Norwich called Pockthorpe, and in the parish 
of St. James's. This mansion, formerly called the Lathes, was leased of the 
Dean and Chapter of Norwich by the Calthorpes, and afterwards by the Blen- 
nerhassets, WUliam Blennerhasset having obtained a lease of it in 1047. — 
(Blomefield, vol. iv. p. 438.) It was described to me by an old man and 
woman named Nelson, who are Poctoriata (natives of Pockthorpe), as a brick 
building with a court-yard before it^ and a flight of stone steps ap to the door. 
It was surrounded by a large walled garden, of which some part remains at the 
back of the barracks. These elderly people remembered the old house well before 
it was taken down about 60 years ^o. It was eupposed to be haunted, and the 
soldiers in the hospital of the barracks have been often disturbed by strange 
apparitions! The brother of my informant (Nelson) was, when yoimg, in 
Hasset's hall, and saw an apparition of a dead body roll across the room ! The 
old woman told me, with a grave face, there was a closet in the old mansioD 
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which never had been opened, and no one knew what was there ; and the doors 
of two rooms had been plastered up, in attempting to open which two people 
had been struck blind. The strange tale ran that old " Hasset " often " rode " 
in his coach and four over Bishopgate and over the tops of houses — the coach- 
man and horses without heads, anfl when the whip was cracked, flashes of fire 
came out which illuminated the whole city !* 

Hasset's Hall was the manor house of Pockthorpe, which was originally a 
separate manor, and suburb of Norwich — having been severed from Thorpe — 
hence its name, meaning little Thorpe. Pockthrope contained within it the mo- 
naatery of White Friars, founded by William de Cowgate, in 1268. William 
Gumey IV. in his will (page 403), calls liimself of Pockthorpe, and I do not 
doubt lived occasionally in this old house, with the Calthorpes, who then held 
it, and one of whom he married, it being the custom for the various branches of 
a fiimily to have rooms in their mansions — meeting in the hall for meals — some- 
thing in the style of our colleges at present William Blannerhasset, Esq , 
obtained the lease of this mansion called the Lathes, &om the Dean and Chapter 
of Norwich in 1647, on tlie surrender of the ancient lease by Dame Jane Cal- 
thorpe, his relation, she having been daughter of John Blennerhasset, Esq. 

Close at hand to Hasset's Hall, but on the opposite side of the river, stands 
Hasset's Tower now remaining. — It is in St. Helen's parish, and is more commonly 




* A like trodiUon exists at Baraliam, in Suffolk, where it is believed " Old Blimderbazanl " driveB out 
every Christmas eve, just before iiiidnb;ht, in a coach and six, to vint Hasset's Tower at Norwich, and to 
return to Banham b^ore he mav bdou the momiiig air. The Banham Story makes the horsee without 
houis and yet fire ftashing out of th^ nostrili I 
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called Cow Tower. It was probably named Hasset's Tower fix)in being inha- 
bited by some of the Blennerhassets^ at some period ; or perhaps the command 
of it entrusted to them, it being the principal tower of defence of the city of 
Norwich on the river side. It was re-built by the city in 1378 — and called 
the Dungeon. — It is of brick, the windows cased with stone, and was laige 
enough to hold a somewhat numerous garrison. — It is circular, with a cir- 
cular stair-case on one side. 

In one of the parish books of St. James's are some curious entries respecting 
the Blennerhassets. — ^They are licences from the curate and churchwardens to eat 
meat during the time proliibited — long subsequent to the reformation. — ^They are 
as follows : —

In the register books of St. James's the following entries occur : — 

1662. — ^Francis Hassett, the dowghter of Mr. William Blenardehassett, was 

baptized the first day of September. 

1622. — Susan, the daughtr of Raph Blennerhasset, Esqyer, bapt. Sept. (sic.) 
1629. — ^Debora, the daughtr of Raph Hasset, Esquyer, baptized August 4. 
1630. — ^Mary, the daughtr of Raph Blennerhasset, Esquyer, baptized Octob. 7. 
1648. — ^Augustine, the sone of Ed ward Blennerhassett, Gentellman, baptized 

the 12 day of March. 



There were Hassetts, or Blennerhasset!, at Lynn, as appears by the parish 
rasters. 

Walter Hassett, son of William Hassett and Frances Parker, was baptized at 
St Margaret's church, 20 March, 1609-10. 

Robert Hassett, son of Robert Hassett, baptized at St Nicholas' chapel, 26 
May, 1643. 

And in the church of Caistor, by Yarmouth, is a costly monument of John 
Blennerhasset "Stirpis inter Icenates ultimi." He died 11 Cal. June, 1704, 
aged 52. 

It appears, by Blomefield, vol. 1, p. 146, that John Blennerhasset, buried at 
Caistor, was the last of the family seated at Frenze. At Mr. Hill's, at Caistor, 
whose sister he married, Blomefield saw an ancient canvas, surrounding two 
rooms, painted with the matches of the Blennerhassets. 

* An act passed in the rei^ of Edward VI. enjoimnff the observance offish-days (so termed in the sta- 
tate) ; and bj another act in the reign of Euzabeui the clergy were empowered to grant to their 
parishioners hcenses to eat meat on fish-days under certain circamstances, particularly in case of sickness. 
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Of the parties mentioned above, William Blennerhasset, of Hasset's Hall, was 
third son of Ralph Blennerhasset, of Princethorpe, in Warwickshire ; and Balph 
Blennerhasset^ of Hasset*s Hall, was his grandson, according to the following

In the will of Thomas 2nd Duke of Norfolk, Sir Thomas Blennerhasset of 
Frense is called his servant, and was named one of the executors. — Test Vet, 
vol. II., p. 604. 

In the will of Sir John Comwallis, Knt., John Blennerhasset of Barsham, in 
Suffolk, is mentioned as his son-in-law. — Test. Vet, vol. II., p. 716. 

John Blennerhasset was buried at Barsham, near his wife, 29th June, 1573. 
— Dodsworth's Coll., Bodleian Library, No. 154. 

Edward Etchingham of Barsham married Eleanor or Anne, daughter of 
Erasmus Paston of Paston and Mary Windham. Erasmus was the eldest son 
of Sir William Paston, the Judge, and Bridget Heydon.

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Note 156. — Thomas Gurnay III. (page 462.) 

Thomas Gurnay was bom on the 10th of May, 1672, at Barsham by Beccles, 
the residence of his grandfather, John Blennerhasset, Esq. Thomas Blenner- 
hasset, his uncle, and Thomas Colby, Esqrs., were his godfathers, and the Lady 
Warner, godmother. He married, at Denham in Suffolk, loth of November, 
1696, Martha daughter of Edward Lewknor, Esq. — (See page 884.) 

It is stated that Thomas Gurnay died in the life time of his father ; but this is 
a mistake, as appears by the inquisition held at Watton, of which an abstract is 
given below. We there see that Henry Gumey died 23rd February, 1616, and 
Thomas Goumay, his son, about a year after, that is 26th February, 1616. 

Inquisitio Post Mortem. 

Inquisition was held npon the death of this Thomas Gurnay III., at Watton, 
26th May, 14 James I. (1616), in consequence of a brief directed to the Es- 
cheator of Norfolk, dated 22nd March, 13th James I. (1616) ; by which it appears 
that Henry Gurnay his father was seised of the manors of West Barsham, Southall 
and Gauntshall with their appurtenances ; and of the manor of Ellingham Magna 
or Ellingham Hall with its appurtenances, with court-leet or view of frankpledge 
belonging to the said manor ; as also of 60 acres of land in Ellingham Magna, 
Depeham, Attilborough, Hyngham, and Ilockeland, together with the Advow- 
aon of the minor part of the Church of Attilborough j and of divers parcels of 
land in West Barsham and Skulthorpe. And that a fine was levied between 
Edward Lewkenor, Esqr., llobeil Jermyn Knight, and John Heigham, Knight, 
querents, and Henry Gurnay and Helen his wife deforciants, of the aforesaid 
manors, lands, tenements, and advowson, to the need and use of Thomas Gur- 
nay and Martha his wife, and of their heirs lawfully begotten ; failing which, to 
the heirs of the said Henry lawfully begotten. This to take effect after the death 
of the said Henry Gurnay according to an Indenture made between the respec- 
tive parties above named, dated 26th Octr. 38 Elizabeth (1590). Moreover that 
Henry Gumey was seised of the Rectory of the Church of West Barsham, and 
of the Advowson of the Vicarage of the same church, and that by Indenture 
bearing date 7th Jan. 46 Elizabeth (1603) tliese devolved by way of jointure 
on Thomas Gurnay and Martha his wife. And that Thomas Gurnay was seised

of divers other tenements and parcels of land in Great Ellingham and West 
Barsham; and that by deed bearing date 19th Feb. 13 James I. (1616) he 
enfeoffed Robert Osgoby of the Kectoiy of West ^arsham with its appurte- 
nances, together with the Advowson of the Vicarage of the same church, with 
the tenements above mentioned, to be held for the use of Martha his wife and 
her assigns for sixteen years, and then to the use of Thomas Gumay, son of the 
said Thomas and Martha, for ever. And the Jurors further say that the aforesaid 
Henry Gurnay died at Great Ellingham 23d Feb. 12 James I. (1616), and that 
Helen his wife had died before him, and that Thomas Gumay (his son) named 
in the brief died at Great Ellingham 25th Feb. last past (1616) ; and that 
Martha his late wife survived him, and was living at Great Ellingham ; and that 
Edward Gumey was his son and heir, and at the time of Thomas Gumay's 
death was under age, being seven years, eleven months, and twenty two days old. 
And the Jurors say farther that the manors of West Barsham, Southall, and 
Gantshall, with their appurtenances were held of Sir Edward Coke, LonI Chief 
Justice, as of the honour of Castor and manor of Castleacre, at one knltcht's fee 
and a half, and were worth £20 per annum j and that the manor of Ellingham 
Magna with its appurtenances, and the Advowsf)Q of the Church of Attilbor«.iugh 
was held of Robert Rich, Knight, and danie Frances his wife as of the honour of 
Wormegay at the tenth part of a Knight's fee, and were worth £13. 6*. 8rf. per 
annum ; and that the premises in West Barsham, together with the Rectory and 
Advowson of the Vicarage of the Church there, with their appurtenances were 
held of the King as of his honour of East Greenwich in Kent, in fealty and in 
free soccage, and not in capite, or by military service, and were worth 6s. 6d. 
per annum j and that the two pieces of land in Skoulthorpe were held of Thomas 
Fermor in free soccage, and were wortli 12d. per annum ; and that the other 
tenement with its appurtenances in Ellingham Magna was held of Sir Philip 
Knyvet, Bart., as of his manor of Le Close, at the annual rent of 4e/., and was 
worth 6s. per annum. 

From the original in the Public Records in the 
Custody of the Master of the Rolls, and pre- 
served in the Rolls Chapel ; to wit : — Escheats 
16 James Ij part 2, No. 126. 
The total annual value of the several manors, &c., appears to have been 
£34 Os. 4d. 
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Again, in consequence of a Commission dated at Westminster 26th. Feb. 15 
James I. (1617), Inquisition was taken at Harleston 23rd March in the same 
year, upon the death of Thomas Gumay, Esqr. And the Commissioners say 
that divers parcels of land in West Barsham were lately bought of Thomas 
Farmer, Esqr., by Henry Gurnay, father of Thomas Gurnay. And also that the 
Rectory of the church of West Barsham, with its appurtenances, and the Advow- 
6on of the Vicarage of the same church, wliich by a former Inquisition were said 
to have been held of the King as of the manor of East Greenwich in Kent, in free 
and common soccage, are now held in capite by military service, but at what 
part of a Knight's fee the Jurors know not

Note 166. — ^Henry Gurney. (page 463.) 

This Henry Guiney was probably dead before the year 1633, as his name is 
omitted in the account of his jGatmily by his brother Francis. — See page 624. 



Note 167. — Edmund Gurnay. (page 463.) 

His tutors at Queen's College, Cambridge, were Mr. Robert Rudde, of St. 
Florence, in South Wales, and Mr. Henri Godby, of Onehouse, Suffolk. — See 
preface to his work called " Corpus Christi." 

He was fellow of Corpus Christi College, but vacated his fellowship upon 
marrying, as appears from the following memorandum, in an old order book be- 
longing to that College : —

The Master of Corpus Christi CoDcge, Cambridge, when Edmund Gumejr 
W!3S tdiUyw there, was Dr. John Jegon, Chaplain in Ordinaiy to Queen Elizabeth, 
Dean of Norwich in 1601, and Bishop of the same in 1602; so that Edmund 
Ctrvmef^ differences with him were both as Master of the College and as Bishop. 
Hid discipline at college was so severe that with the fines inflicted on the 
nndergiaduates he repaired the College Hall, on the screen of which one of the 
smi&ren wrote this couplet : — 

" Dr. John Jegon of Benet College Master 
Broke the scholars' heads, and gave the hall a plaster.** 
Which being seen by the Doctor, he added : — 

^ Knew I but the wag that wrote this in his bravery 
rd commend him for his wit, but whip him for his knavery.** 
Was Edmund Gumey the wag? — See Manship*s Yarmouth, page 251. 
Prom a MS. account of all the livings in the diocese of Norwich by A. Harri- 
.v>n, fiwr the use of Jegon, Bishop of Norwich, 1603, it appears that at the time 
Edmund Gumay was Rector of Harpley the living was worth £22 a year.

Edmund Gumey was buried, and probably died, in St. Peter's Mancroft 
parish, Norwich, where Thomas Osborne, his brother-in-law, had been minister 
(p, 700). This is certain from the following extract from the Register of Burials 
of that parish, 1648 : "May 14th, Mr. Edmd. Gumy Minister of Harpley in 
NoriVilke.** 

From the entry in the Institution books at Norwich, it appears that George 
Heyhoo, A.M., was instituted to the living of Harpley, vacant by the death of

With regard to the inscription outside the chancel of Harpley church (see p» 
466), in examining the stone on which it is cut, my conjecture is confirmed, as 
in the defaced part, after the word Protestant, the letters — R N A Y are trace- 
able, and there is little doubt that Q V preceded them. 

Edmund Gumey was probably in needy circumstances — ^in an ancient ac- 
count book at Hunstanton of Alice Lady Lestrange, it appears that £20. was 
lent to him. " 1637. Nov. 7. Lent to Mr. Edmund Gumey to be payd on the 
7th Nov. 1638.— £20." 

Sir John Hobart, to whom Edmund Gumey dedicated his work against images, 
was member for Norfolk in the Long Parliament, and took the Solemn League 
and Covenant. — ^Lady Frances was daughter of the Earl of Bridgewater. — Sir 
John's brother. Sir Miles Hobart, was a strong Parliamentarian ; his son, Sir 
John Hobart, 3rd baronet, married Mary, Oliver Cromwell's youngest daughter, 
and widow of Col. Hamond, who had the custody of Charles I. at Carisbrook. 
The Hobarts intermarried with the Heydons and Blennerhassets, and in that 
way were distantly related to the Gumeys of West Barsham. — See Noble's 
House of Cromwell, vol. XL, p. 127 ; also Anecdotes and Traditions, published 
by the Camden Society, p. xxiii. 

John Stubbe, probably of the family of Richard Stubbe, who married Eliza- 
beth Gumey, was a strong puritan in the reign of Elizabeth, and published a

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pamphlet against her marriage with the Duke of Anjou. In consequence of this 
he suffered amputation of his right hand and imprisonment in the Tower.- 
Marster*s Hist, of Corpus Christi College, Cambridge^ old edition, p. 427.- 
This John Stubbe was of Thelnetham, in Norfolk. 



Note 158. — Anthony Gurney. (page 467,) 

To this Anthony Gurney administration was granted of his father^s will or 
testamentary paper, dated May 1614, 31st October 1623, nearly eight years after 
Henry Gurney 's death, he having died 23rd February 1615. 

On the 17th November, 1603, a suit in Chancery occurred between this An- 
thony Gurney, his father Anthony Gurney (obviously so called by mistake}, 
and Andrew Womocke, of a house and lands in Harpham, the lease of which 
was claimed by Robert Rowse, of IIarj)ham. 

Anthony Gurney was twin with his brother Francis, and bom September 
13th, 1581. 



Note 159, — ^Elizabeth Gurney. (page 467.) 

In an old register book of St ]\Iartin's at Palace, Norwich, is the Baptism of 
this Elizabeth Gurney : — 

"Elizabeth daughter of Henry Gurney Gent, baptized 9th August 1573.** 

She married, 7th February, 1591, Thomas Moulton, son and heir of Auditor 
Moulton, of the Exchequer, who after marriage "sould his law and reserved all.** 

Henry Gumay*s Register. 

Auditor Moulton was lord of the manor of Wicklewood, in Norfolk. Thomas 
Moulton, his son, sold this in 1595. Unless — Salford was her second husband, 
her marrying to that name is erroneous. 



Note 160. — Thomas Osborne, (page 468.) 

Blomefield gives the arms of Osborne arg. on a bend between 2 lions rampant 
sable three dolphins of the first 

Thomas Osborne was fellow of Corpus Christi College, Cambridge, and had 
a dispute with Jegon, the Master. — (See LamVs Masters* lEst of Corpus Christi 
College, p. 341.) — ^He was afterwards assistant nainister of St Peter^s Msncrof^ 
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Norwich, where he died, and was buried 2nd November, 1642, and his son Tho- 
mas 6th November, 1364. This family were of Seething, and John Osborne 
was Mayor of Norwich in 1661. 



Note 161. — ^Abigail Gurnay. (page 468.) 

Abigail Gurnay appears to have married — Capps, and to have had a daugh- 
ter, Elling Caps.

Note 162. — ^Pedigree of Lewknor. (page 470.) 

Three alliances by marriage took place between the Bussells, of Chippenham, 
and Oliver Cromwell's fitmily. Sir John Russell married Frances, the Protec- 
tor's daughter, and widow of the Honorable llobert Elch.

Note 163. — ^Edward Gournay. (page 471.) 

It appears by the Inquisition taken on his father's death, which happened 
25th Feb., 1616 (see p. 468), that Edward Gurnay was then seven years, 
eleven months and twenty five days old. He was therefore bom 5th March 

1608 (O.S.) 

Licence of Alienation. 

In the Patent KoU, 6 Charles I. is a licence to Edward Gurnay to settle 54 
acres of land in West Barsham on Frances his wife. — Trustees Richard Hovell 
Esq. and Richard Hovell his son. — The following is an abstract : — 

By letters patent dated at Westminster 1st March, 6 Chas. I. (1631), licence 
is granted to Edward Gournay, Esq., to convey to Richard Hovell, Esqr., and 
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Richard Hovell his son, for the need and use of Frances his wife, in full satis- 
faction of her dowry, and after her death for the need and use of the heirs male 
of the said Edward and Frances lawfully begotten, and in defect of such heirs 
male, for the need and use of the lawful heirs of the said Edward for ever, fifty 
four acres of land with their appurtenances in West Barsham, which were held 
of the king in capite. 

See Patent Roll 6 Charles I j part 21, No. 76. 



Edward Gumey lived at the beginning of the melancholy troubles of the civU 
wars J but died in August, 1641, before the conflict had assumed the form of abso- 
lute warfare. — In 1639 the state of Scotland had induced Charles I. to raise an aimy 
to oppose the Covenanters ; and I find in the Tanner MSS., in the Bodleian li- 
bary. No. 177, a roll or list of such knights and gentlemen of Norfolk who sent 
horsemen and money to aid the royal cause on this occasion. Amongst these 
Edward Gumay contributed one harquebusier, complete, named Thomas Baker, 
and £20 in money. The Lord General of the army was Thomas Earl of Arundel, 
Earl Marshal, and Lord Lieutenant of Norfolk ; the Earl of Essex was Lieutenant 
General. They marched to Berwick, where the King placed himself at the head 
of the troops; but after some skirmishes a treaty was begun and peace concluded; 
in consequence, the King*s forces were disbanded* The great differences between 
the King and Parliament were not fully developed in this year, 1639. It will 
be observed that the Earl of Essex, afterwards the great Parliamentary General, 
was second in command ; and in the list of those who in Norfolk at that time 
contributed men and money to the royal army, will be found names of perso^s who 
afterwards were zealous partizans of the Parliament. I have thought it worth the 
while to print this roll entire, as a document of much interest as it respects our 
county: — 
A Rol or List of the names of such Knights aud Gentlemen in the Countie 
of Norff. that find and sent the service of Horse to his Excellence the 
Lord Generall for the service of his ma*^ in the Northeme parts. 
Which troope marchede from Swaffham in Norff. the place of their ren- 
dezvous under the conduct and conunand of Sr William Drurye knight. 
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by vertue of a speciall comission from the Lord General! unto him di- 
rected on Tuesday the 23th of April 1639, towards Yorke, or any other 
place wher his Excellence shall bee.

Inquisitio Post Mortem. 
By virtue of a brief, dated at Westminster, 16th August, 17 Charles I. (1642), 
and directed to the Eschaetor of Norfolk, inquisition was held at East Dereham, 
13th October following, upon the death of Edward Gomay. And the jurors 
say that at the time of his death, the said Edward Gomay was seised of the 
manors of Great Ellingham, West Barsham, North Barsham, otherwise called 
Southall in North Barsham, and Houghton, otherwise called Gantshall in 
Houghton, with their appurtenances ; and of all the messuages, lands, tenements, 
&c., in the aforesaid manors ; as well as of 54 acres of land with their appurte- 
nances in West Barsham, which Henry Gomay, Esqr., his grandfather, lately 
purchased of Thomas Farmer, Esqr. And that by indenture made 23rd March, 
6 Charles^. (1631), between the said Edward Gomay, Esqr., on the one part, 
and Richard Hovell, Esq. and Richard his son on the other part, for and in con- 
sideration of the love and affection he had towards his wife, the daughter of Richard 
Hovell, senr., and for a certain sum of money paid to him by the aforsaid Richard 
Hovell, the father, and for her jointure and competent perferment, &c., &c., 
according to forms of law by fine the said Edward Gomay secured to the said 
Richard Hovell in favor of Frances his daughter, wife of the said Edward 
Gomay, the manors, lands, tenements, &c., aforesaid, for the need and use of the 
said Frances during the term of her natural life, in full satisfaction of her dowry, 
and after the death of the said Frances, then for the need and use of the heirs 
male of the said Edward Gomay and Frances his wife, &c„ &c. And the jurors 
further say that the said Edward Gornay made his last will and testament in 
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writing, on the 6th Nov., 1639, and appointed Frances Gomay, his good 
wife, Susan Gomay, his eldest sister, and William Davy, Esq., his brother-in-law, 
and also his sister, Ellen Gornay, his executors j and that be died on the 6th 
of Ai^st last past before the taking of the Inquisition ; and that Henry Gomay 
was son and next heir of the said Edward Gornay by France his wife, and at 
the time of the death of his &ther was nine years, seven months, and fourteen 
days old. And, moreover, the jurors say that the manors of West Barsham, 
North Barsham, and Houghton, at the time of the death of Edward Gomay, 
were held of Robert Coke, Knight, as of his manor of Castleacre, by military 
service, but at what part of a Knight's fee they know not, and that they were 
worth £13 per annum ; and that the 54 acres of land in West Barsham were held 
of the king in capite by military service, but at what part of a Knight's fee 
they know not, and that they were worth £l per annum; and that the manor 
of Great Ellingham, &c., was held of Robert Rich, Earl of Warwick, as of his 
honour of Wormegay, by military service, but at what part of a knight's fee they 
know not, and was worth £6. 6s. 8d. per annum. 

From the original in the Public Records, in 
the custody of the Master of the Rolls, and 
preserved in the Rolls Chapel; to wit: — Es- 
cheats xvii, Charles I. ; part 3, No. 60. 
Edward Gumay also lefl a son named Edward, mentioned in the will of his 
aunt Susan Gumay — but probably posthumous. (See his will, page 477.) 



Note 164. — Thomas GotfRNAY. (page 476.) 
By inquisition taken after the death of his father, the Rectory of West Bars- 
ham with its appurtenances were settled on this Thomas Gouraay, — (see page 
1010), after sixteen years, from 19th Feb. 1616, when he perhaps came of age, 
and would therefore have been bom about 1611. 
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The arms impaled by this Thomas Gumay, on his wife's monument in Nor- 
wich Cathedral, are those of Thwaites, of Hardingham. It seems that Bridget 
was probably daughter of Anthony Thwaites, Esqr., of Hardingham. She was 
heiress with her eldest sister Elizabeth, who married Jeffrey Cobbe, of Sandring- 
ham, Esqr. But in Norris' MSS. it is stated " obiit ccBlebs ut videtur." — 
Anthony Thwaites settled his estates upon his father and brothers, and away 
from his daughters. 

It appears by the Register of Salle, in Norfolk, that " Thomas Gurnay, Gent., 
and Bridget Th waits, were married there 29th Deer., 1641." 



Note 165. — Susan Gurnay. (page 477.) 

The will of Susanna Gurnay, of West Barsham, single woman, in the office 
of the Archdeacon of Norfolk, dated 10th June, 1642, and proved 19th August, 
1645, gives legacies to her sisters and their children; and to her elder brothers 
children, Henry, Francis (a daughter), and Edward; ten pounds to Thomas 
Gumay, her godson, son of her uncle, Francis Gurnay ; and a legacy to her 
aunt, Abigail Capps, and her daughter, Ellen Caps ; appoints her brother, 
Thomas Gumay, Esq., of Lincoln's Inn, and her sister, EUing Gurnay, execu- 
tors. — ^Her signature, "Susanna Gou may;" — the seal an engrailed cross in a 
lozenge. 

Will of Susanna Gurnay. 

In the name of God Amen, — the tenth day of June in the yeare of our Lord 
God one thousand six hundred fortie & two, I Susanna Gumay of West Bars- 
ham in the Countie of Norffe singlewoman being in perfect health understand- 
ing & memory att this present time (thankes be to God for it) doe make ordaine 
& declare this my last will & testament in manner following First I bequeath 
my soule to Allmighty God my most mercifull & loving Father humbly intreat- 
ing him for the merits of his deare Sonne Jesus Christ my only Saviour to 
pardon & forgive me all my sinnes & so long as I shall live & continue in this 
world so to direct & guide me by his Holy Spirit that I may live to his glory & 
to feare him in all my waies words & actions, that after this sinfull life ended he 
may receive my soule amongst the rest of his elect & chosen servants, my body 
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I committ to the care & discretion of my Executors & friends to be buried after 
the usuall & ordinary manner of Christians in hope & certaine assurance of the 
resurrection of it into etemall life att the great and terrible day of iudgement — 
Item I give & bequeath unto Martha Smith my deare and loving sister five 
pounds to buy her a Ring to weare for my sake as a remembrance of my love 
Item I give & bequeath to Elizabeth Crowe my deare & loving sister five 
pounds to buy her a Ring to weare for my sake as a remembrance of my love 
Item I give & bequeath unto Margaret Davy my deare and loving sister five 
pounds to buy her a Ring to weare for my sake as a remembrance of my love 
Item I give & bequeath unto Francis Gurnay my deare and loving sister late 
wife to my brother deceased five pounds to buy her a ring to weare as a remem- 
brance of my love Item I will and bequeath unto Henry Gurnay my eldest 
Brother's sonne twenty pounds to be paid him when he shall be eaighteen yeares 
of age as a remembrance of my love Item I give and bequeath unto Francis 
Gurney my Elder Brother s daughter twenty shilling to buy her a Ring to wear 
for a remembrance of my love when she shall be ten yeares of age that she may 
remember that she had such an Aunt Item I give & bequeath unto Edward 
Gurnay my Eldest brother's sonne and my Godson fiftie pounds to be paid him 
when he shall be eaighteene years of age and fortie shillings every yeare untill he 
come to eaighteene years of age and then to have his fiftie truely paid him Item I 
give and bequeath ifnto Christopher Crow & Elizabeth Crow my brother Crow's 
children twenty shillings a peece to be paid to them att ten yeares of age to buy 
them Rings to weare for my sake in remembrance of my love and to remember 
they had such an Aunt Item I give and bequeath unto Martha Crow my sister 
Crow's daughter and my Goddaughter ten pounds to be paid her when she shall 
be eaighteen yeares of age Item I give & bequeath unto my loving Cosen Judith 
Cattaline* my Aunts' daughter twenty shillings as a remembrance of my love 
Item I give unto Mary Davy my sister's daughter twenty shillings to be paid her 
when she shall be ten yeares of age to rem'ber me Item I give unto Thomas 
Gurnay t my Uncle Francis Gurnay's Sonne and my Godson ten pounds to be paid 
him when he shall be eaighteene yeares of age Item I give and bequeath unto 
Elizabeth Ringstead my God-daughter twenty shillings to be paid her within

Note 166. — ^Dorothy Gurney. (page 477.) 

From the Register of St. George*8 Tombland, Norwich, it appears that " Mrs. 
Dorothea Gurney was buried Novemb. 14. 1641." 



Note 167. — Ellen Gurnay. (479.) 

From the parish Register of Southburgh, Norfolk, it appears that " Robert 
Long Esqr. and Mrs. Ellen Gumay were married the 24th day of August, 1670." 

As Thomas Gurney, father of this Ellen, was dead before 1616, there must be 
some error here, as she would have been near 60 years old at her marriage, and 
could not have had three children. I am disposed to think the Ellen Gurney, 
who married Robert Long, was daughter of Thomas Gurney and Bridget 
Thwaits, — See page 476. — ^This doubt is confirmed by the feet that Ellen Long, 
who married Richard Ferrier, was bom in 1675. 

Tumer^s Yarmouth Sepulchral Reminiscenses. 
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Mr. Long, of Spixworth, descended from Robert Long, has no documents re- 
Bpecting this marriage.

The family of Ferrier possess a seal Gumey arg*. a cross ingrailed gules im- 
paling Smith of Yarmouth gules on a chevron axg^. between three handfuls of 
barley, each containing five ears or as many bees proper, I find no record of 
this marriage. 




By the execution of this seal it seems of about the latter part of the 17th cen- 
tury. Another more ancient, simply the coat of Gumey, was given to me by a 
member of that feunily. 
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Note 168. — ^Marqabet Gurney and William Davt. (pt^ 478.) 
Margaret Gurney was the youngest* sister of Edward Gumey, after the death 
of whose children she became co-heiress with her sisters of the estates of the 
Gumeys. West Barsham was left by Henry Gumey, her nephew, to his wife ; 
at least, so I understand his will (page 485). Great Ellingham fell to the share 
of Margaret Gurney and her husband ; I suppose partly by purchase. These 
two estates appear to have been all that remained of the ancient territory of the 
Gumeys on the death of Henry Gumey H., the last of the West Barsham line, 
who died in 1660. William Davy was of an old Norfolk femily, settled at 
Ganthorpe and Ingoldesthorpe. He was a barrister of Lincoln's Inn, and ap- 
parently in considerable practice. He was greatly in the confidence of the Gur- 
ney £unUy, several members of whom appointed him their executor. 

In the collection of Noriblk letters in my possession, mentioned at page 840, 
are many of the Davy &mily. Those of this William Davy I have considered it 
worth while to insert here; and there is one of Margaret, his wife. The contents 
of them are of some general interest, and illustrate the tone of the period. Several 
of the early ones are from West Barsham, and of the latter ones from Great El- 
lingham, oi whicli William Davy was eventually in possession. Most of these let- 
ters are sealed with the arms of Davy, — sable a chevron engrailed ermine between 




three annulets argent. Some of the letters have lost the address, but they are all 
written to members of the Gawdy family, chiefly to Bassingboume Gawdy, 
Esq., of West Harling. The Gawdys were seated there and at Gawdy Hall, 
near Harleston. They descended from a French knight, who was taken pri- 
soner in the wars of Edward III., and established himstlf in Norfolk. William

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dealeing inserted againe ; The Archbpp. did desire it might be publikely spoken, 
in Starchamber y^ he had noe hand in it, for what with y"" papist & y* puritaine 
he is much spoken of though it be undeservedly.

Sir Owen Smith, of Irmingland, mentioned in the above letter, was ccmnected 
in some way with Francis Gumey, of London (ancestor of the Gumeys of 
Keswick). — See appendix C, page 584. They appear to have entered into 
speculations together, which were not successful, and Sir Owen Smith probably 
died in difficulties, as this letter seems to testify. The Smiths, of Irmingland, 
intermarried with the family of General Charles Fleetwood, Oliver Cromwell's 
son-in-law. Blomefield vi., p. 325.

The following letter is without date or address, but was probably vmtten in 
the year 1639, when the question of ship money was in agitation, and the 
mutiny in Scotland occurred, mentioned at page 1016 : —

According to my p'mise y* this Thursday I would writte vnto you wherin you 
may vnderstand y* I haue deliuered you' lette' to M' Ashly Brampton who haue 
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p^mised me before this time to repaire vnto me wherby wee might doe some 
thinge in you' bu sines for the longer it be delayed the worse it will be because 
vppon every licence of alienation ther shall be aurum Reginae paid w** as I am 
informed is the x part of y* w** is p'd to his Ma***" vppon euery licence of aliena- 
tion, I haue mett w* M' Brampton againe and he hath appointed to come to me 
as to morrow y* wee may p'ceede therin : Howsoeuer thar shall be noe default 
in me.

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The Queen Mother, whose entry into London is described in the following 
letter, was Mary of Medicis, widow of Henry IV., of France, and mother of 
Henrietta Maria, Queen of Charles I. ; she died in 1642. Anne of Denmark, 
mother of Charles I., had died 1st March, 1618. 

The Bishop of Lincoln, here mentioned, was Dr. Williams, who had been 
originally patronized by the Duke of Buckingham. He was Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal, in 1621, and a man of extraordinary talent; he was convicted of 
corrupting witnesses in the Star Chamber, and imprisoned in the Tower j he died 
Archbishop of York, in 1649, after various fortunes and vacillations in his poli- 
tical course.

Note 169. — Accounts at Hunstanton, (page 471 and seq.) 

In Hunstanton Hall are various account books and expense rolls, some of 
great antiquity j of the latter, the household disbursement rolls, of the time of 
Edward II. exist, and are of great interest. I doubt whether any so ancient of a 
private family are to be found elsewhere. Of the account books, some extracts 
were sent by me to the Society of Antiquaries, and published by them in the 
Archoeologia, in vol. xxv. — Alice Lady Lestrange was wife of Sir Hamon 
Lestrange, of Hunstanton, and nearly related to the Gurneys, of West Barsham, 
according to the following pedigree. She married in the year 1606, and died 
in 1656. There are several account books at Hunstanton, in her hand- writing ; 
fh>m one of these I insert entries relating to the Gurneys and their connexions 
of the generation of Edward Gurney, who married Frances Hovell (page 471 of 
the Record). It is to be observed that Nicholas Lestrange and Ann Lewknor;, 
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as appears by these accounts, were married at St. Gregory's parish, in Norwich, 
and that Lady Lestrange mentions going to Maiden, in both which places the 
Gurneys resided.

Henry Goumey 11. was bom at Hillington, his mother having been Frances, 
daughter of Richard Hovell, Esq., of that place, and wife of Edward Gumay, 
Esq., of West Barsham. He was educated at Gressenhall by Mr. Daniel Greene, 
who was rector there from the year 1634 to 1663, and was afterwards a Fellow 
Conmioner of Caius College, Cambridge, to which society he presented a sil- 
ver cup on his entrance. These particulars appear in the matriculation book of 
that college, as follows : — 

" Henricus Goumey filius Edwardi Goumey de West Basham in Comitatu 
Norfolciensi armigeri defuncti, natus apud Hillington, in eodem Comitatu, Ute- 
ris grammaticis institutus apud Gresnall sub M"*. Greene, et novendecim annos 
natus, admissus est in Collegium nostmm Pensionarius major in Commeatum 
Sociorum 18 Feb. 1647-8 fide jussore M^ Ffoster et soluit in ingressu poculum 
argenteum." 

The age assigned to Henry Goumey in this document is erroneous, as it ap- 
pears by the inquisition taken at his father's death (see page 1023) that he was 
bom 23rd January, 1631-2. He was the last of his &mily in possession of the 
West Barsham estate, dying in 1660 without children.

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Note 171. — Sir Lestrange Calthorpb, Knt. (page 486.) 

Lestrange Calthorpe was knighted at Whitehall, 26th Feb., 1674. He married 
Anne, daughter of Arthur Tumour, Serjeant at law, and father of Sir Ed. Tumour, 
(ancestor of the Earl of Winterton,) by whom he had Arthur and Lestrange, who 
died S.P., and James, drowned at sea in 1691, and who by Elizabeth Cooper, his 
wife, had one son and two daughters who all died S. P. — (From information 
given by J. R. Planche, Esq., Rouge Croix.) Perhaps there is some error as to 
these children of James Calthorpe dying S. P., as Blomefield states that West 
Barsham came to the Morleys from the Calthorpes. Sir Lestrange Calthorpe is 
said, by the same authority, to have purchased West Barsham of Henry Gumay 
II. ; but it was in fact sold after his death, probably by his widow, to whom he 
bequeathed it. 

Note 1 72. — Potts of Mannington. (page 488.) 

Sir John Potts, Bart., father of Sir Roger, was one of the members of Parlia- 
ment for the county of Norfolk during the civil wars, and took the solemn league 
and covenant. There is mention of him or of his son in " Gests and Anec- 
dotes,"* see page 482. I visited Mannington in 1852. A part of the ancient 
house remains, — probably a gate-house, — apparently of the 15th century. The 
house was surrounded by a moat, and near it was a chapel, now in rains. Man- 
nington is now the property of the Earl of Orford. 

The family of Potts were, I think, somehow allied to the Gumeys of West 
Barsham before the marriage of Mary, the daughter of William Davy, Esq , and 
Margaret Gumey, with Sir Roger Potts. In West Barsham Church is a slab, 
with the following inscription : —

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Roger Godsalue, Esq., was of Buckenham Ferry. 

I have stated that Susan Potts, the heiress of this family, married Matthew 
Long, Esq., of Dunston. The present family of the Longs is not descended 
fix)m this marriage, all the issue of which is extinct, but from Judith, the sister 
of Matthew Long, who married Henry Davy, of Swardeston, and their descend- 
ants assumed the name of Long. 



Note 173. — Robert Gurney of Aylsham. (page 497.) 

In the year 1626, October 10th, Robert Gurneye of Aylsham, Gent, conveyed 
to Henry Croft of the same place, Gent, two pieces of land in Aylsham j one of 
three acres for forty pounds^ and another of two acres lor forty-five pounds. The 
price of £22 an acre seems very high for the period ; it was probably land in, 
or close by the town. 



Note 174. — Gurneys of Dartmouth and London, (page 498.) 

A Richard Gurney, perhaps the Richard named in the pedigree, was rewarded 
for services done in the war in Scotland, in which he was Captain of Hadington. 
He received two hundred marks, by order dated 22nd May, 1650. 

Great disputes arose on the death of Richard Gourney, Alderman of London, 
in his family. His widow Anne (not Jane) married again to John Duminge, 
between whom and Thomas Gurney the son, a suit in Chancery arose, 22nd 
January, 1604.

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Note 176. — Venta Icenobum. (page 606.) 
It appears that Norwich was the Venta TceDonim inhabited by the British and 
a British town, and Caister was the Roman fortified camp near at hand. Wil- 
liam of Poictiers, who was chaplain to William the Conqueror, and Ordericus 
A^talis, a contemporary, both state that he built a strong fortress at Gtventa : 
" urbs nobilis atque valens," " opibus et munimine nobiUs urbs," are the words 
of these two authors ; and there can be no doubt the castie at Norwich was the 
one here mentioned. The name, North wic, or north fortress, may have been 
so given by the Saxons from its position with regard to Caister. There were 
three Ventas in England: Venta Belgarum, Winchester; Venta Silurum, 
Caerweut, in Monmouthshire ; and Venta Icenorum, Norwich, The latter is 
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clearly intended by Gwenta, as both authors state the object of building the 
castle there was to keep in check the northern part of the kingdom. — See letter 
to Dawson Turner, Esq., on the Venta Icenorum, by Hudson Gumey, Esq. 



Note 176. — Cromwells and Russells. (page 609.) 

There were three marriages between the Crom wells and Russells ; and Edward 
Lewknor, nephew of Mrs. Martha Gumey, married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir 
William Russell ; whose grandson Sir John Russell married Frances, Oliver 
Cromwell's daughter. She was widow of the Honble. Robert Rich.

Note 177. — Martha Heathcote. (page 509.) 

Martha Heathcote was a grand daughter of Gilbert Heathcote, M. D., an emi- 
nent quaker physician, by Frances his wife, sister of Sir John Rodes, the last 
baronet of the family. She was sister of Gilbert Heathcote, who succeeded to 
the estates of his great uncle Sir John, and took the name of Rodes. The family 
of Rodes were quakers for some generations, and were buried in the quaker's 
burying ground at Hensworth-Woodhouse, Yorkshire.

Note 178. — Branthwaites. (page 510.) 

Henry Branthwaite of Hethel, married Mrs. Davy, grandmother of old Lady 
Potts, who was daughter of William Davy, Esq. and Margaret Gumey.

The name of Branthwaite occurs in the parish Register of St. Gregory's, Nor- 
wich, And members of the family were present at the early marriages of the 
Gumeys, according to the custom of the Society of Friends. 
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Note 179. — Captain Lawrence, (page 610.) 

Captain Lawrence's granddaughter Sarah Lawrence married Samuel Gurney, 
who died in 1783, leaving two daughters, Mrs. Kett and Mrs. Hoare. 



Note 180. — Mr. Arderon. (page 521.) 

Arderon was the miller at the new mills at Norwich ; a fellow of the Royal 
Society ; an uneducated man, but of much curious observation. 



Note 181. — Francis Gurnet of London, (page 624.) 

Francis Gumay, sixth son of Henry Gumay, Esq., and Ellen Blennerhasset, 
ancestor of the present family of the Gumeys of Keswick, was bom 13th Sep., 
1681, being twin with his brother Anthony Gumay e (see page 886), Mr. 
Francis Wodehouse of Breckles, John Blennerhasset his uncle, and his aimt 
Elizabeth, wife of Thomas Golding, Gent., being sponsors. ** Lower than his 
brother Anth. at their age of 16 years just four inches, his voice unchanged whereas 
his brother Anthony's changed almost a year since." This is his father's account 
of him at that period (1697). He was bound apprentice in London to Henry 
Tryme, a member of the Merchant Taylors' Company, and " assigned over" to 
William Smooth, another member, as appears by the documents of that Com- 
pany, and moreover that " Francis Gumay, son of Henry Gurnay of Great 
Ellinggam, in the county of Norfolk, was admitted and sworn to the freedom of 
the Merchant Taylors' Company, on the 16th day of June, 1606." He 
seems to have been a man of somewhat unsettled and speculative habits. 
He and Sir Owen Smith, of Irmingland in Norfolk, were certainly connected 
in purchases of land together, as is proved by the copy of deeds, page 684. 
Sir Owen Smith was related to the Gumeys through his mother Dorothy 
Hopton, grand daughter of Sir Owen Hopton, by Anne, daughter and co-heir ol 
Sir Edward Etchingham, Knight, — ^Mary, the other co-heir of Sir Edward Et- 
chingson, marrying John Blennerhasset, Esq. of Barsham in SulfTolk, whose 
daughter Ellen was this Francis Gumey's mother. Sir Owen Smith died in 
great difficulties in 1637. This is apparent in the letters of William Davy, Esq.

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(pages 1033 and 1035), and some of the estates which he had purchased were 
then sold. Francis Gumay, I have stated, (pRge 526), was also in difficulties 
about the year 1625, when Sir Hamon Lestrange paid £100 to the corporation of 
Lynn, to whom he was bound for him, as was also Sir William Yelverton, they 
having been parties with Francis Gumey and others in setting on foot a manufiek;- 
tory in the desecrated church of St. James's, at Lynn, and which proved a fieiilure, 
Sir Henry Spelman supposes, in consequence of its having been attempted in 
what had been an ecclesiastical building. — (History of Sacrilege, p. 184). — 
I have given copies of the documents respecting this transaction at pages 531 
et seq. 

Francis Gumey was occasionally resident at Norwich and Lynn. His agree- 
ment with the corporation of the latter place on 11th October, 1622, being that 
he and his partners Ambrose Tompson and Martyne Hill should be resident in 
Lynn for three years from that date j and by the account books of Alice Lady 
Lestrange, his relation, it is clear that he was resident at Norwich occasionally, 
and frequently at Hunstanton. I have given extracts from these ancient account 
books at pages 529 and 1044 ; but there are other entries respecting Francis 
Gumey before omitted which I now insert :

By these accounts it is evident Francis Gumey acted as a sort of banker and 
agent to the Lestranges ; and probably to others ; but his condition in life ap- 
parently became deteriorated after his failure in 1626. 

I do not discover in what year he married ; but his eldest child mentioned in 
the parish register of St. Benet Fink, London, was Dorothy, bom in 1619. 

It is likely that his eldest son Roger, bom in 1621, died young, as there is no 
tnention of him in the account of the family given by his brother, Francis Gur- 
ney, of Maiden, in 1664.— (Page 639.) 

It seems that Francis Gumey had an annuity of £8 a year charged upon 
his lands by his father-^in-law (apparently), which he had sold to Thomas 
Browning. This is mentioned in " Royalist Composition papers," H.M. State 
Paper Office, 2nd series, xiv., 779 : — 

Thomas Browninge of Essex clarke — ^His delinquency that he deserted his 
dwellinge & went & lived in the enemies quarters — &c. He is seized &c. of 
lands in Rayleigh &c. — He claims to be allowed one annuitye of £8 per annum 
to firancis Gourney charged upon his said lands by the last veill of his grand- 
fether dated the 23rd April 1636— to hold during his life &c. 3 7*''*» 1646. fyne 
is 318^ 

I have not found in what year or where Francis Gurnay, of London, died. 
There is no notice of his death or burial in the legister of St Benet Fink. 
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Note 182. — ^Thohas Gubnay. (page 527.) 

This Thomas Gurnay was a legatee in the will of Susannah Gurnay, of West 
Barsham, his cousin, to whom he was godson. — ^Will dated 16 June 1642. 
" Item I give unto Thomas Gurnay my uncle Francis Gumay's sonne & my 
Godson, ten pounds to be paid him when he shall be eighteene years of age." — 
See p. 477. 



Note 183. — ^Family of Browning, (page 631.) 

I find in St. Gregory's parish register, at Norwich, the parish where John 
Gumey afterwards lived : — 

"Adam Browning son of Adam Browning & Rebecca his wife, bap. 13th 
Aug. 1649." 

Also in the books of the Society of Friends at Norwich, amongst the burials : 

" Mary Browning of Pulham, widow." (No date). — See page 708, where the 
burial of William Browning, son of William Browning, in 1668, at Irstead, is 
mentioned. 

It seems likely these Brownings, originally of Irstead, settled at Norwich and 
Maldon, and had all along some connexion with the Gumeys. 



Note 184. — Sir Richard Gurney. (page 634.) 

He was created a Baronet 14th Dec. 1620, as appears by a copy of the patent, 
in the patent roll 17 Chas. I. part 4, No. 6. 



Note 185. — Francis Gurney of Malden. (page 636.) 

Francis Gurney was appointed an alderman of Maiden in 1662, under a royal 
commission, pursuant to an Act 14th Chas. U. for the " well governing and re- 
gulating of corporations." The aldermen then appointed were Reuben Bobin- 
son, Gent., John Hart, Gent., Francis Gumey, Thomas Horsenaile and Henry 
Symonds.

The Gilmans were of Caston and Hingham for many generations. A branch 
of this family emigrated to America, and founded New Hingham, and Gilmans- 
town, and have been high in office there. 

Some of the descendants of Daniel Gilman appear to have been of St. Gregory's 
parish, Norwich j — in the register there I find " John son of John Gillman & 
Hannah his wife, bap. 20 feb. 1660. 

" Daniel son of John Gilman & Ann his wife, bap. 9 April 1693." 



Note 187. — ^John Gourney. (page 642.) 

John Gourney was a.man of good education, and this is farther proved by a 
book in my possession which once belonged to him, with his signature, and the 
date 1699, the title of which is " A godlie and learned exposition upon the 
whole epistle of Jude, containing three score and six sermons preached at Cam- 
bridge, by the Eeverend and faithful! man of God, Master William Perkins,** 
&c., &c. This is a work of much learning and research, and which he would 
not have possessed unless well instructed. It is said that he was an easy man 
as to his affairs, and that his wife urging him against his will to ^' take stock,** 
they found to their surprise that they were possessed of considerable opulence. 

John Gurney had the erroneous idea that he was entitled to an earldom or 
barony by inheritance. This no doubt originated in his descent from the Anglo- 
Norman Barons of Goumay, or perhaps from the Lords Mortimer. 
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Note 188. — ^Elizabeth Swanton. (page 660.) 

Elizabeth, the daughter of William Paston, of Paston, and his wife, — Stal- 
ham, married John Swanton. She had a daughter and heir, who married — 
Walsham ; and they had a daughter and heir, who married — Lovell. 

See account of the Paston family in a MS. be- 
longing to the Duke of Newcastle, by Francis 
Worship, Esq., in "Norfolk Archaeology," 
vol. iv., p. 13, note. 



Note 189. — Bartlett Gurney. (page 556.) 

Bartlett Gurney was the individual who very much extended the Gumeys' 
bank in Norfolk. He was a man of strong Liberal politics, and was on one 
occasion a candidate for the representation of Norwich, but unsuccessfully, as 
he did not feel disposed for parliament, and went away before the election. 
There is a good portrait of him at the Norwich bank, by Vandermin, a Flemish 
painter of some merit in his day. 

Bartlett Gurney died in 1803. Subjoined are engravings of him and his first 
wife, Hannah Chapman, of the Whitby family. 
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Note 100. — Middlbton op Belsat Castle, (page 658.) 
A new house haa been built at Belsay by the present owner, Sir Charles Mid- 
dleton Monk, Bart, but the ancient tower remains, and some part of the house 
that was attached to it of about the time of James I. Belsay castle appears to 
have been built in the early part of the fourteenth century. It is one of those 
bonier fortresses of the better sort, of which several remjun. 




Note 191. — ^Ttzack family, (p^e 661.) 
Peregrine Tyzack married Elizabeth Middleton, sister of Hannah Middleton, 
Joseph Gumey's wife. The Tyzacks were a French Protestant family, who 
emigrated to England, together with two other French fiunilies, — Henzay and 
Tittery. They were all three, it appears, noble families at the Vosges, in Lor- 
rtune, and were related to each other. On their coming to England, they settled 
at Newcastle-on-Tyne, and in Staffordshire and Worcestershire,— and established 
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the broad or window-glass manufacture in England. — (See "Gentleman's Maga- 
zine" for November, 1856, p. 592 ; for December, 1856, p. 728 ; and for Jan., 
1867, p. 72.) — The exercise of this art of glass making was in no way deroga- 
gatory to the dignity of nobility in France. Those who practised it were called 
"Gentilhommes Venders." The family of Tyzack was called DuThisac in Lorraine.

Henry VII. The great grandfether of Gazeley Paynell, Henry Paynell, of 
Belaugh, married Bridget, daughter of John Walpole, Esq., of Houghton.

Note 200. — Robert de Gournay H. (p. 614.) 

Dugdale, in his Baronage, calls this Robert de Gournay son of Anselm de 
Gournay, a younger son of Hugh de Gournay V., and quotes two authorities : 
1st, "Ex Coll. R. Gl. S.f and, 2nd, "Pipe Roll 9 Heniy III. Somerset." 

The first means Ex Collectione Roberti Glover, Somerset. These collections 
are at the College of Arms, and have been examined for me by Sir Charles G. 
Young, Garter. He finds mention of Robert de Gournay in transcripts of the 
two Charters given at page 607, which prove Robert to have been son of Thomas 
de Harptree and Eva de Gumey. 
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The extracts from the Pipe Roll have been obtained for me by Sir Francis 
Palgrave, and are as follows : — 

Pipe Roll, 9 Henry lU. 

" Robertus de Gumaeo filius et haeres Thomae de Harpetrie reddit Compotum 
de XXV libris et xl denariis pro licentia concordandi sicut continetur in Rotulo 
secundo. In Thesauro xxxv solidos. Et debet xxiii libras et viii solidos 
et iiij denarios sed respice in&a. per annum Ixxii solidos. 

Robertus de Gurnay haeres Evae de Gumay debet x marcas pro predicta 
Eva de Fine ejus ne distringatur ad se maritandam quae requirebatur supra super 
Mauricium de Gand. 

Robertus de Gumaeo xxiij libras et viii solidos et iiij denarios pro licentia 
concordandi sicut supra continetur. Et de x marcis de fine suo pro Henrico de 
Vey'm. Et de iij marcis pro habendo chyrographo. per annum Ixx solidos. 

It is remarkable that the two authorities quoted by Dugdale should refute his 
statement. — ^Many subsequent writers have followed him in stating this descent 
erroneously. 

The Newtons of Barr's court bore as a crest " a king of the Moors, habited in 
a robe, and crowned kneeling, and surrendering with his dexter hand a sword 
proper." — See p. 694. — This is said to be derived from Sir Ancel Gorney, their 
ancestor, who at the battle of Ascalon was with Richard I., and took a Moorish 
king prisoner. — See Lowers curiosities of Heraldry p. 167. — This appears to be 
an heraldic fable. 

Robert de Goumay is mentioned in the Paris MS. History of the Lords of 
Gournay. 

" Sous le regne de Henry IH. Roy d'Angleterre fils et successeur du Roy Jean 
il y a eu un Robert de Gournay qui tenoit rang parmi la noblesse Angloise, 
nous trouvons mention de lui a Toccasion des guerres que Henry eut a soutenir 
contre Lewelin, prince de Galles, fils de Griffin."

Robert de Gumay's name occurs frequently in the public documents.

Goumay occurs as a member of the upper house in the first parliament of Henry 
IV., as voting for the detention in safe custody of the late King Richard, the 
names of those so voting being given. Mr. Hallam says the knights bannerets 
were occasionally sununoned to the upper house, and had the title of Monsieur, 
and the barons that of Sire ; as le Sire de Bergavenny, le Baron de Greystock, 
&c. J but by the following Note 206 it appears Matthew de Goumay had the 
status baranis et honor vexilli before his death. Hallam quotes Pari. Rot., voL

Note 205. — ^Philippa de Gournay. (p. 679.) 

It seems that Fhilippa was widow af Sir Robert Asheton, who was constable 
of Dover Castle. This appears by a record in the Carlton Ride^ London^ where 
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it is shewn that she was the executrix to Robert Ashton, being then wife of 
Matthew de Goumeyj and the MS. Harl. 972 is quoted erroneously below, 
the extract being as follows : Philippa olim uxor Robert Asheton Militis 
dudum et nuper relicta Domini Mathei de Gomey nobilis viri dum vixit et modo 
Johannis Tiptoft militis. ob. 3 Maii 5 H. 6.

Note 206. — Stoke-under-Hamden. (page 680.) 

I was at Stoke-under-Hamden in 1856, and was surprised to find considerable 
remains of the mansion of the Beauchamps and Gournays, especially after both 
Leland,* in his Itinerary, and Collinson, in his history of Somersetshire, f had 
stated that it was to a considerable extent in ruins. I think it likely, how- 
ever, that after the dissolution of the chantry which it contained, it underwent a 
complete repair, and was altogether altered and transformed, in the reign of 
Elizabeth, as I found the date 1595 on the panel of one of the rooms. It is 
now a farm house, with much of the ancient mansion remaining ; the whole 
of stone, taken from the adjoining Hamden hill. It is close to a road and 
entered by an arched gateway.

On entering the court yard is a porch which leads into an inner court, with 
a belfry on the lop of a gable on one Bide j and opposite, on another gable, 
an ancient sun dial. 
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The choir of the Chapel in which Sir Matthew de Ooumay was buried is 
traceable, the east window and a piscina being obvious ; but the body of the 
chapel is totally altered and is now a cider cellar. 




Passing through the porch, the inner court yard is entered, where the outside 
of the ancient chapel is visible. 
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The bams and outhouses exist, all of stone ; also a circular dovecot of singular 
construction. 




Leiand motions that the provost of the Chantry " hath a large house in the 
village of Stoke thereby." I think it likely the Flower de luce public house 
is here intended, which is an ancient etone structure with a very beautiful arched 
door way of the early English character. 

The church of Stoke-under-Hamden is a very interesting one. There is much 
Norman architecture in it ; and over the door-way some very early carvings, 
being two signs of the Zodiac, Sagittarius and Leo.

In a shield of arms formerly on the monument of Sir John Newton, were the 
quarterings of Newton. Amongst others, paly of six or and azure, Gournay ; 
and argent a cross floree gules, Harptree. 

A branch of the Newtons of Barrs* Court settled in Lincolnshire ; and there 
is an idea that Sir Isaac Newton came of this stock. There is a pedigree of his 
family in the History of Grantham.
